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Fiscal year 1994-95 saw a number of signifi- 
cant changes that are having a major impact on 
the official-language minority communities. 
One of the key changes relates to an announce- 
ment made in August 1994 at the World 
Acadian Congress in Moncton by the Minister 
of Canadian Heritage whereby the federal gov- 
ernment would undertake an important initia- 
tive to promote the participation of all federal 
institutions in the development of these com- 
munities, as stipulated in the Official 
Languages Act. The communities felt it was 
vital that the government adopt a concerted 
approach this initiative to implement sections 
41 and 42 of the Act became reality. 
Details are provided in Section II under the 
heading "Special Initiative: Interdepartmental 
Coordination". A summary of the action plans 
submitted by the key federal institutions for 
the implementation of section 41 of the Act are 
contained in the Supplement to the Annual 
Report. 


School management has always been a priori- 
ty for the official-language minority commu- 
nities, thus prompting the federal government 
to spare school management and _ post- 
secondary French-language education from 
planned budget cuts to show its commitment 
to support what the communities consider 
important to their development. A summary 
by province and territory on what has been 
accomplished during the year in the area of 
school management is presented under "Key 
Issues" in Section III. 


The efforts of the Department of Canadian 
Heritage to establish a renewed cooperation 
framework with the minority communities to 
make more efficient use of federal resources 
(otherwise known as the "repositioning exer- 
cise") have resulted in remarkable progress in 


the Department's relations with the minority 
communities. More detailed information on 
this important issue is provided in Section II 
under "Key Issues". 


The 1994-95 annual report is taking on a new 
look with emphasis on the three key issues 
outlined above. A great deal of headway has 
also been made this year in the area of pro- 
moting our two official languages. Activities 
ranging from the production of publications 
and other promotional material to involvement 
in national and international projects, the 
Department has been busy communicating the 
advantages of living in a bilingual country. 
Key promotional activities that have taken 
place both nationally and in the regions are 
described in Section IV under "Highlights". 


In order to provide the reader with the most 
up-to-date facts on the topics dealt with, we 
have included windows of information sum- 
marizing significant events that have taken 
place since March 31, 1995, but which do not 
fall within the time period covered by the 
report. 


Information on federal-provincial/territorial 
cooperation (for both education and services) 
as well as on promotion and community devel- 
opment in the regions is found in Section IV 
under the heading "On the Regional Scene", 
while brief discussions on such topics as the 
conference, Official Languages and_ the 
Economy: New Canadian Perspectives, are 
provided in Section V under "Strategic 
Support Activities". Tables showing federal 
contributions for education and services in the 
official languages for each of the provinces 
and territories are provided in the Appendix 
under "Budget Data". 


Il. Special Initiative: Interdepartmental Coordination 


August 16, 1994, was a red-letter day for 
official-language minority communities. On 
that day, the Prime Minister of Canada, the

Right Honourable Jean 
Chrétien, announced at 
the World Acadian 
Congress in Moncton 
that Cabinet had two 
weeks earlier adopted 
a series of measures. 
The measures, long 
awaited by Canada's 
English and French 
minority communities, 
conveyed the federal 
government's desire to 
speed up the imple- 
mentation of sections 
41 and 42 of the 
Official Languages Act 
and thus strengthen the 


February 8, 1995 foundation of Canada's 


linguistic duality. 


Section 41, of course, sets out the govern- 
ment's commitment to enhancing the vitality 
and supporting and assisting the development 
of official-language minority communities 
and promoting the official languages in 
Canadian society. Under section 42, the 
Secretary of State (now the Minister of 
Canadian Heritage) is responsible for 
encouraging and promoting a coordinated 
approach to official languages by the federal 
government. 


This initiative is a general policy coupled with 
a work plan that calls on federal departments 
and agencies to become involved in promoting 
the official languages and to contribute to the 
development of minority English and French 
communities in Canada. 


Sections 41 and 42 are the result of an impor- 
tant change in Canadian official languages 
policy. The various parts of the Official 
Languages Act show how such a policy helps 
guide interaction between the federal govern- 
ment and Canadian society. The 1969 Act 
initially focused on service to the public in 
both official languages. A 1973 resolution by 
Parliament that was later entrenched in the 
1988 Act broadened the objective to include 
equitable participation of Anglophones and 
Francophones in federal institutions and the 
use of English and French as languages of 
work in those institutions. The annual report of 
the President of Treasury Board on the situa- 
tion of official languages in the federal gov- 
ernment describes the progress that has been 
made in these areas (Parts IV, V and VI of the 
Act). 


Since March 31, 1995 


The Minister of Canadian Heritage will be 
working closely with the President of the 
Treasury Board to emphasize the importance 
that the government places on its obligations 
with regard to the development of official- 
language minority communities, the promotion 
of linguisitic duality in Canada and the 
availability of federal services in the minority 
language. 


Sections 41 and 42 of Part VII add a dimen- 
sion to public access to federal institutions by 
taking into account the varied and specific 
needs of official-language communities. As a 
complement to Part IV of the Official 
Languages Act, which pertains to communica- 
tions with and services to the public, Part VII, 
in particular the measures for implementing 
sections 41 and 42, represents a master plan 
that the federal government can use to support 
and assist the development and enhance 
the vitality of official-language minority 
communities. 


Content of the Government's Initiative 


The aim of the measures announced by the 
government is to broaden the promotion of the 
official languages in Canadian society as a 
whole. The measures are also designed to 
make the programs and services of federal 
departments and agencies fully accessible to 
minority official-language communities. To 
meet these goals, Cabinet has agreed to put 
in place an accountability framework that 
comprises five main elements: 


- Measures which target key departments 
and agencies and areas of intervention 
which are vital to the minority-language 
communities and which have the greatest 
impact. These areas are economic, human 
resources and cultural development. 


- Each key department and agency develops 
an annual or a multi-year action plan 
for implementing section 41 which takes 
into account the specific needs of the 
communities concerned. 


- The action plans are developed following 
consultations with the communities con- 
cerned to identify their needs and enable 
the departments and agencies to consider 
those needs in planning their activities. 


- The key departments and agencies submit 
their plans to the Minister of Canadian 
Heritage and report annually on the 
results. 


- The Minister of Canadian Heritage, in his 
or her annual report on official languages, 
reports to Parliament on implementation 
of the government's commitment. The 
annual report describes each key federal 
institution's action plan and gives an 
account of the results attained during the 
previous year. 


Support for the development of 
e e the official-language minority 
communities should not be the responsi- 
blity of the Department of Canadian 
Heritage alone. The Department of 
Human Resources Development, like any 
other federal institution, should be sensi- 
tive to the specific needs of these com- 
munities and seek ways to support their 
development within the framework of its 
programs.”

The Department of Canadian Heritage has a 
mandate to coordinate the implementation of 
the new measures. The task of overseeing the 
application of the Cabinet directives in cooper- 
ation with the Department's regional offices 
has been given to the Interdepartmental 
Coordination Directorate of the Official 
Languages Support Programs Branch. The 
main activities of the first phase of implemen- 
tation of the measures announced in 
August 1994 are outlined in the following 
paragraphs. 


Awareness Awareness among ministers, 
deputy ministers and heads of the departments 
and agencies targeted by the initiative.

Promotion 
of the initiative and preparation of tools for 
officers responsible for the delivery of official 
languages support programs, national coordi- 
nators in designated departments and agencies, 
and staff in the Office of the Commissioner of 
Official Languages. Preparation of various 
reference documents. 


Training Organization of one-day sessions to 
discuss community development. Training for 
national and regional officers with the 
Department of Canadian Heritage. 
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Coordination Planning of consultations in 
the spring of 1995 in all provinces and at the 
national level with the designated departments 
and agencies in order to prepare the first action 
plans. Regular planning and coordination 
meetings with the national coordinators. 


Submission of Action Plans 


In the summer of 1995, on schedule, the 
Minister of Canadian Heritage received action 
plans from the key departments and agencies 
targeted by the government's initiative. The 
supplement to this report gives a summary of 
the measures contained in each action plan for 
1995-96. The plans include a number of pro- 
jects that will serve to promote Canada's lin- 
guistic duality and foster the development and 
enhanced vitality of official-language minority 
communities. 


The Department of Canadian Heritage also 
submitted its own action plan within the prop- 
er time frame. The plan, which covers the 
1995-96 fiscal year, addresses a number of 
the communities' specific needs. It focuses on 
culture, education, economic development, 
community development and information 
technology. The key measures in the plan are 
outlined in the supplement to this report. 


The Department of Canadian Heritage has set 
up a Steering Committee comprising eight 
high-profile representatives of  official- 
language minority communities and seven 
senior officials of the departments and agen- 
cies targeted by the August 1994 Cabinet deci- 
sion. The Committee's role is to advise the 
Department on ways to implement the govern- 
ment's initiative. The Committee plans to meet 
at least twice a year.

The newsletter has a 
circulation of 1,800 and is distributed within 
associations representing the communities and 
the key federal departments and agencies. 


In 1995-96, the Interdepartmental 
Coordination Directorate hopes to encourage 
the key departments and agencies to include 
longer-term community development activities 
in their next annual or multi-year action plans. 
These activities would also give a higher pro- 
file to regional measures. The Directorate 
plans to help the departments and agencies 
work together to carry out projects that are 
considered priorities by the communities. 


The new accountability framework was intro- 
duced at the same time as a number of projects 
were being carried out. In most cases, the 
Department of Canadian Heritage provided 
technical and financial assistance, as did the 
provincial governments concerned. The fol- 
lowing are some of the main achievements.

NEWFOUNDL 


The Schools Act was amended in 1991 to include provisions to comply with section 23 of the 
Canadian Charter of Rights and Freedoms, but without granting school management. School 
management for Francophones is one of the issues being studied as part of the overhaul of the 
province's school system, a process that is being hampered by the churches' opposition to the 


elimination of denominational schools. 


Since March 31, 1995 


On January 4, 1996, in the wake of the September 5, 1995, referendum in which the people of 
Newfoundland and Labrador voted to end denominational school boards, the province introduced new 
legislation to restructure the school system. The bill includes provisions dealing with the creation of 
French schools which the Fédération des parents francophones de Terre-Neuve et du Labrador claims 


do not comply with section 23 of the Charter. 


On January 31, 1996, the Fédération initiated legal proceedings to challenge the legislation and secure 


_| the right to school management. 


The schools legislation passed in February 1990 gives the Francophone minority the right to 
manage its own schools. A provincial school board has been in place since July 1990. 


Since March 31, 1995 


Unable to obtain a French school, parents in Summerside filed suit against the province on 
November 30, 1995, to secure French-language education for their children. 


In February 1995, the provincial government tabled its white paper on school reform entitled 
Horizons. Among the suggested changes, the province is proposing to create a separate provin- 
cial school board to manage French-language education throughout the province; the board 
would be supported by school committees that would give parents a say in decisions affecting the 
education of their children. 


In March 1995, a special adviser on Acadian and Francophone school management was appoint- 
ed. The adviser reports directly to the Minister of Education and Culture and the Minister of 
Acadian Affairs and is responsible for the implementation and operation of the new French 
school structure. A new Acadian and French-Language Services Directorate was created within 
the Department of Education; the executive director of the Directorate reports to the Deputy 
Minister of Education. 


Since March 31, 1995 


Draft legislation including provisions to create a French school board was tabled in the Nova Scotia 
legislature on November 3, 1995, and passed on January 8, 1996. 


On October 23, 1995, the federal government and Nova Scotia signed a special agreement on school 
management that clears the way for the implementation of school management and the establishment 
of refrancization programs and teacher training and development programs. 


Two parallel structures headed by two deputy ministers of Education have been in place in the 
school system since 1984. In the 11 regions of the province, separate school boards have been 
established for the Anglophone (12) and Francophone (6) communities. 


QUEBEC: 


In the summer of 1993, the Supreme Court of Canada upheld the provisions of Bill 107 dealing 
with the establishment of linguistic school boards alongside existing denominational school 
boards and the right of dissent. The Quebec government has yet to give any clear indication of 
its plans regarding implementation of the legislation. 


ONTARIO 


In 1986, Bill 75 on school management guaranteed Franco-Ontarians proportional representation 
on English school boards and some control over the budgets and curriculum of French schools. 
There are currently four full French school boards in operation: Toronto, Ottawa (2) and Prescott- 
Russell. 


In the wake of the report of the Royal Commission on Learning, released on January 26, 1995, 
the provincial government set up a committee to submit to the minister by December 31, 1995, 
recommendations on a number of matters, among them restructuring of the province's school 
boards and the creation of French boards. According to the proposed action plan, the new French 
school boards are to be in place before the 1997 municipal elections. 


Since March 31, 1995 


In February 1996, the Ontario School Board Reduction Task Force submitted to Ontario's Minister of 
Education its report (Sweeney report) recommending the creation of 15 French school boards to 
replace the 77 French boards, sections and advisory committees currently in place. 


The Act to amend the Public Schools Act (Manitoba) (management of French schools) was 
passed in July 1993. All of the school boards have been fully operational since September 1994. 


In November 1994, the Department signed a special agreement with the Manitoba government 
on the implementation of French school management. The agreement is intended to help 
Manitoba set up a school management system in accordance with section 23 of the Canadian 
Charter of Rights and Freedoms and allows Canada to support various initiatives aimed at 
improving education in French as a first language. 
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_| In August 1995, through the determination of local Francophone parents, the Laurier school became 
: | the twenty-first school to join the Franco-Manitoban School Division. 


| Since March 31, 1995 


_| In the fall of 1995, the Franco-Manitoban School Division and the Fédération provinciale des comités 
| de parents joined forces in a major awareness program for parents entitled La communauté et l'école 
| [community and school]. Meetings are planned in 19 Francophone communities. 


| Some Franco-Manitoban School Division schools took advantage of the wider range of courses avail- 
able through the distance teaching consortium to meet the needs of students who, because of small 
numbers, would not otherwise have access to such programs. 


Saskatchewan's Education Act was amended on June 2, 1993, to include provisions on school 
management, making Saskatchewan the first western province to comply fully with section 23 
of the Canadian Charter of Rights and Freedoms. Eight Francophone communities in 
Saskatchewan joined the new Francophone school management component and, in August 1994, 
the province created eight French school boards and a general schools council; the boards and 
the council officially went into operation in January 1995. In 1994-95, enrolment in the eight 
elementary and secondary schools was 851. 


The federal government and the province amended the 1993 special agreement on school man- 
agement to provide additional assistance for the community component of two schools (Regina 
and Prince Albert). Under the agreement, the province undertook construction and renovation 
projects in five schools. The work was to be completed by the fall of 1995. 


“| Since March 31, 1995 


The province undertook construction and renovation projects in five schools in 1994: Gravelbourg, 
Bellegarde, Regina, Saskatoon and Prince Albert. The new facilities opened in the fall of 1995, and 
two other projects will be started in 1996-97. 


ALBERTA 


In November 1993, the Alberta government passed Bill 8 amending the School Act to give the 
Francophone minority the right to manage its own schools. Following adoption of the Act, three 
Francophone Regional Authorities and three Francophone Co-ordinating Councils were created. 


1] 


Francophone school board trustees were elected in February and March 1994, and the three 
regional school authorities became fully operational the following September. In the few schools 
that indicated they wished to continue being managed by the existing school boards (Calgary, in 
particular), an elected committee of parents referred to as a coordinating committee has the right 
to review any decisions (administrative and educational) that affect French programs. 


Under the special agreement signed in the fall of 1993, the federal government continued to 
cooperate with the province to implement school management and improve post-secondary 
education. 


_| Since March 31, 1995 


- A French-language education program using leading-edge technology has been set up in East-Central 
School Authority 3 for small, widely scattered groups of Francophone students. 


Meetings of the various partners in Francophone education (community groups, school boards, 
Ministry of Education, Faculté Saint-Jean) were held to clarify the complementary roles of the players 
involved in French-language education in Alberta. 


The Fédération des conseils scolaires et de coordination de l'Alberta was created to encourage the 
sharing of information on issues related to the implementation of school management in Alberta. 


In the fall of 1993, the provincial government presented Francophone parents with a model for 
school management that they felt was unacceptable. The situation led to the suspension of nego- 
tiations between the federal government and the province on a school management agreement 
that until then had been going well. 


Frustrated by the provincial government's inaction, the parents officially notified the provincial 
government in April 1994 that they planned to resume the legal proceedings that were launched 
in 1989 and suspended during the work of the Gallant Committee on the implementation of 
school management. 


In September 1994, the parents submitted an amendment to the original request to include 
$4 million in compensation for damages caused by the provincial government's failure to act. 


The Commissioner of Official Languages, driven by the province's delay in complying with 
section 23, has obtained intervenor status in the case so that he can support the parents. This will 


be the first time the Commissioner has intervened in a case at the trial division level. 


The Attorney General of Canada has also requested and been granted intervenor status at the trial 
division level; this, too, is a precedent.

In July 1995, British Columbia announced plans to create a structure for Francophone school man- 
_| agement that would cover only some of the students in the Programme cadre de frangais. Francophone 
_| parents decided to pursue their case in the courts. The federal government and the province resumed 
negotiations on an agreement on federal funding for the establishment of the school management 
structure. 


: New regulations were approved in November 1995, and the first five directors for the French school 
_| board were appointed on December 14, 1995. 


The Education Act, passed in 1990, sets out specific steps for the implementation of school man- 
agement, among them the creation of a school board when the population concerned requests 
such a board through a referendum. There are no school boards in the Yukon at present. The 
Ecole Emilie-Tremblay continues to be managed by the school council. 


|) Since March 31, 1995 


In a referendum on June 7, 1995, a majority of Francophone parents voted for the creation of a French 
7 school board. The five new trustees were sworn in on December 4, 1995. The new school board will 
_| begin operations on June 30, 1996, thus becoming the first school board in the Yukon. 


Courses in French as a mother tongue are offered at the Ecole Allain St-Cyr in Yellowknife and 
in Iqaluit. Only in Yellowknife do parents have partial management of their school, under an 
agreement with Yellowknife School Board No 1. 


In 1993, the territorial government began a comprehensive review of the School Act. In the 
spring of 1995, a legislative committee was struck to hold consultations on the draft legislation 
tabled in November 1994. Francophone parents claim the new bill does not comply with section 
23 of the Canadian Charter of Rights and Freedoms, mainly because it does not contain clear 
guarantees and too many key issues are left for the regulations. 


| Since March 31, 1995 


. The Northwest Territories’ School Act was passed in June 1995 and will come into force in the 
_| summer of 1996. Francophone parents are currently taking part in consultations on the regulations 
| accompanying the Act. 
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What can be done to narrow the gap between 
the needs of official-language minority com- 
munities and the dwindling resources of 
Official Languages Support Programs? This 
was one of the big questions the Department of 
Canadian Heritage had to tackle in 1994-95. 
The challenge was especially daunting because 
the Department felt it was unacceptable to 
ignore 25 years of close cooperation and 
impose some type of procedure on the com- 
munities.

In the discussion paper, the Department of 
Canadian Heritage stated its desire to put in 
place new mechanisms for cooperation and 
funding in a context of declining resources, but 
without reneging on its constitutional and leg- 
islative commitments or neglecting its other 
areas of intervention (for example, interdepart- 
mental coordination). It explained the reasons 
for the exercise (the progress made to date, the 
financial status of the Official Languages 
Support Programs, the budget context, etc), set 


out the principles and objectives of the reposi- 
tioning and offered the communities a variety 
of options. 


The discussion paper served as the backdrop 
for a round of consultations with the commu- 
nities in each province and both territories as 
well as national Francophone organizations. 
The consultations, which began on May 27, 
1994, in Prince Edward Island and ended on 
June 23, 1994, in Manitoba, drew large num- 
bers of participants representing a good cross- 
section of community groups. Among the 
highlights of the consultations: 


e the organizations recognized the urgent need 
for action in view of the new fiscal reality; 


e the communities indicated they were willing 
to explore a new partnership with the 
Department of Canadian Heritage; 


e the communities said they were prepared to 
do more to coordinate their efforts and set 
real priorities in light of available funds; 


e there was an expression of strong interest in 
approaches based on a larger role for the 
communities in management; 


@ some communities reported that they had 
already pooled their resources and others 
agreed that savings could be made; 


e the organizations acknowledged that across- 
the-board budget cuts would be ineffective 
and that a better solution would have to be 
found; 


e the communities insisted that all available 
information be put on the table in order to 
ensure the transparency of the repositioning 
exercise;

A Canada-community agreement: 


Once the general framework for the reposition- 
ing exercise was presented, the communities 
and national organizations were asked to work 
with departmental representatives to set the 
terms and conditions for new cooperation with 
the Department of Canadian Heritage. This 
cooperation was to be in the form of agree- 
ments between the Department and all of the 
organizations in a given community.

In eastern Canada, the Francophone community in Newfoundland and Labrador and the 
Francophone and Acadian communities in Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and Prince Edward 
Island set up task forces that reviewed the proposed options and then began negotiating Canada- 
community agreements with the Department of Canadian Heritage.

| Canada-community agreements have been signed with the Acadian community in Nova Scotia, 

| represented by the Fédération acadienne de la Nouvelle-Ecosse (August 24, 1995); the Francophone 

| community in Newfoundland and Labrador, represented by the Fédération des francophones de 
Terre-Neuve et du Labrador (October 24, 1995); the Acadian community in New Brunswick, repre- 
sented by the Forum de concertation des organismes acadiens et francophones du Nouveau-Brunswick 
(January 24, 1996); and the Acadian and Francophone community in Prince Edward Island, 
represented by the Société Saint-Thomas d'Aquin (January 24, 1996). 


The Anglophone community in Quebec is also negotiating a Canada-community agreement with 
the federal government. The community is being represented in the negotiations by the Quebec 
Community Groups Network, which comprises 13 English-Quebec organizations.

A Canada-community agreement has been signed with the Anglophone community in Quebec, 


represented by the Quebec Community Groups Network, on November 19, 1995. 


ONTARIO. 


Created in June 1994, the Coalition pour le développement et l'épanouissement de la commu- 
nauté franco-ontarienne et des minorités raciales francophones de l'Ontario is an alliance of 
55 organizations representing today's Franco-Ontarian community. The Coalition and the 
Department have begun discussions aimed at signing a Canada-community agreement. 


Since March 31, 1995 


Discussions are continuing, particularly among the organizations, in order to come up with a structure 


that would serve to represent community interests in the agreement. A study commissioned by the 
Association canadienne-frangaise de l'Ontario will be carried out to clarify the issues. 


The Framework Agreement for Supporting and Assisting the 
Development and Enhancing the Vitality of Manitoba's French- 
Speaking Community was signed on June 27, 1994, with the Société 
franco-manitobaine. In the fall of 1994, the Franco-Manitoban com- 
munity started looking for ways to optimize the resources allocated 
under the agreement, reviewing the division of roles among organiza- 
tions and examining coordination practices. The results of the study, 
released in December 1994 in the report Un tournant qu'il ne faut 
surtout pas rater..., served as a base in reviewing community struc- 
tures, establishing a community profile and setting specific develop-

The community has reviewed the mechanism for managing the agreement in order to include more 
community representatives in the process of setting priorities. The Franco-Manitoban community has 
adopted a rigorous framework for review in order to determine how financial resources should be 
allocated to organizations in light of the established priorities. 


A pioneer in the field, the Francophone community in Saskatchewan now has its second Canada- 
community agreement. In 1994-95, the organizations reviewed and simplified their coordination 
and planning framework.

by the Association culturelle franco-canadienne de la Saskatchewan, on April 26, 1996.

ALBERTA 


The Framework Agreement for Supporting and Assisting the Development and Enhancing the 
Vitality of Alberta's French-Speaking Community was signed on September 17, 1994, with the 
Association canadienne-francaise de l'Alberta. A joint committee was set up in the province to 
manage the agreement, make recommendations to the Minister of Canadian Heritage on core and 
project funding and determine whether the objectives of the agreement were being met. 


The Fédération des francophones de la Colombie-Britannique, mandated to put together a 
community coordination project and a comprehensive development plan for the period from 
1995 to 2000, conducted extensive consultations with Francophones in the province with a view 
to negotiating a Canada-community agreement. 


Since March 31, 1995 


A Canada-community agreement has been signed with the Francophone community in British 
Columbia, represented by the Fédération des francophones de la Colombie-Britannique, 
on March 22, 1996. 


The repositioning exercise got under way in the Yukon in November 1994. The 1995-2000 devel- 
opment plan for the Francophone community in the Yukon served as a base in negotiating the 
Canada-community agreement. 


Since March 31, 1995 


A Canada-community agreement has been signed with the Francophone community in the Yukon, 
represented by the Association franco-yukonnaise, on March 29, 1996. 


In anticipation of the signing of the Canada-Northwest Territories agreement, the text of which 
was drawn up in 1994-95, a policy on managing the funds provided under the agreement was 
drafted and approved by the Fédération franco-ténoise at a special meeting in February 1995. 
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Since March 31, 1995 


A Canada-community agreement has been signed with the Francophone community in the Northwest 
Territories, represented by the Fédération franco-ténoise, on November 4, 1995. 


In June 1994, national Francophone organizations appointed six of their representatives to the 
joint committee set up to negotiate the Canada-national organizations agreement. Two consulta- 
tion meetings on the coordination mechanism were held: one in December 1994, the other in 
April 1995. A survey of 18 national Francophone organizations was conducted in March 1995 
in anticipation of the April meeting. The results from the questionnaire helped bring about the 
consensus needed to negotiate an agreement. 


Since March 31, 1995 


A Canada-community agreement has been signed with national Francophone organizations on 
February 9, 1996. 


Adopting a new approach to coordinating their efforts, setting priorities and managing available 
resources gives official-language minority communities and the Department of Canadian 
Heritage another tool they can use to narrow the gap between their respective expectations 
and resources. Of course, the success of the exercise depends to a large degree on the spirit of 
cooperation that the parties have displayed for the past quarter-century. 
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IV. Highlights 


Through the initiative of groups and individu- 
als involved in education and community 
action, many projects were carried out locally, 
regionally and nationally. The vitality of the 
organizations representing sectors concerned 
with official languages made it possible 
to implement a large number of projects 
during the year and move forward on key 
issues, aS witnessed by the results achieved in 
the areas of school management and Canada- 
community agreements. 


The Department acts as a facilitator and cata- 
lyst for groups. The projects bring many ben- 
efits and enhance all aspects of Canada's offi- 
cial languages: learning of English and French 
as second languages; teaching of French as a 
mother tongue in minority communities; 
strengthening of minority communities in 


terms of economic development, culture, etc. 
The Department of Canadian Heritage is also 
working with various partners to encourage all 
Canadians, Anglophones and Francophones 
alike, to learn more about and form ties with 
one another. After all, the English and French 
languages and cultures are the cornerstones of 
Canadian identity. 


The projects described below are grouped into 
three broad categories: cooperation with the 
provinces, partnership with minority commu- 
nities, and promotion and dialogue. Whether 
regional or national in scope, the projects car- 
ried out during the past year all contributed to 
the full recognition of the two official lan- 
guages and helped ensure that both English- 
and French-speaking Canadians participate 
fully in Canadian society. 


The official-language minority communities - 
Anglophones in Quebec and Francophones in 
the rest of Canada - are living proof of the 


presence of Canada's linguistic duality, 
whether it be in the area of education, official 
languages services, or relating to activities 
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designed to preserve their language and 
enhance their collective development. The fol- 
lowing are some of the key activities that took 
place in 1994-95 in all of the provinces and the 
territories. 


e In September 1994, Francophone parents in 
Goose Bay (Labrador) were pleased to see 
the opening of a French minority-language 
class in their community, bringing to five the 
number of communities in the province 
where Francophones have access to educa- 
tion in their own language. 


e In December 1994, the Department of 
Canadian Heritage signed a five-year coop- 
eration agreement with the provincial 
Department of Justice to assist in the French- 
language training of provincial judges. 


e On Newfoundland's west coast, 
Francophones continued their five-year 
economic development initiative with a 
project focusing on training and develop- 
ment in the areas of entrepreneurship and 
tourism. As a result of an idea put forward 
by the Francophone community on the Port- 
au-Port Peninsula, the provincial government 
has agreed to develop a themed tourist route 
to reflect the French heritage of the region. 
The logo for the trail will be the flag of 
French Newfoundlanders. 


e Labrador West is home to approximately 
500 Francophones. For the past several 
years, the volunteer-run Radio communau- 
taire du Labrador has been providing the 
region with community programming in 


French. A project was approved to help the 
30 volunteers with the radio to organize a 
series of training workshops. 


The Placentia Area Thédtre d'Heéritage 
Committee was the key player in the devel- 
opment of a bilingual theatrical pageant on 
the efforts of the French to establish a colony 
in Newfoundland. The group was assisted 
by the Association francophone de St-Jean 
and the pageant was performed at Castle Hill 
National Historic Site in Placentia, the 
French capital of Newfoundland in the 
1600s. The show was well-received by the 
approximately 1,900 people who saw it 
during the summer.

e The Carrefour de I'Isle-Saint-Jean school/ e For the second consecutive year, the 


community centre is well rooted in the

The Canada-Prince Edward Island agree- 
ment on the promotion of official languages 
facilitated the establishment of a number of 
bilingual services for the province's Acadian 
and Francophone community. Thus, the 
number of provincial government employees 
capable of offering services in both official 
languages increased from approximately ten 
in 1988 to approximately one hundred in 
1995. 


The Centre provincial de formation pour 
adultes opened in Wellington in the winter of 
1995. A distance education network using 
the most up-to-date technology provides the 
Acadian and Francophone population of the 
region with fair and inexpensive access to a 
full-time French-language college educa- 
tion. The project is considered a success by 
both the community and the two orders of 
government. 


oe 


Fédération culturelle de I'lle-du-Prince- 
Edouard set up an arts training project to 
improve Acadian and Francophone artistic 
production in the province by offering inten- 
sive workshops in disciplines related to the 
performing arts. 


The regional La Belle Alliance committee 
organized a project entitled Entre Cousins in 
order to mount a production of the play Port 
LaJoye. The play depicts the deportation of 
the Acadians from Prince Edward Island. 
The play, which was presented during the 
World Acadian Congress, was such a success 
that the organization will continue to stage 
the production during events such as the 
international fair in Louisiana. 


e In November 1994, following the renewal of 


the Canada-Prince Edward Island agreement 
on the promotion of official languages for a 
five-year period, the Conseil consultatif 
des communautés acadiennes organized 
Forum '94 to improve communication, 
cooperation and _ partnership between 
the provincial government and the Acadian 
and Francophone community of Prince 
Edward Island. During the forum, Premier 
Catherine Callbeck presented a plaque to the 
Société Saint-Thomas d'Aquin in recognition 
of its contribution to the Acadian and 
Francophone community of the province. 


The Semaine provinciale de la francophonie 
has become an annual event in Prince 
Edward Island where activities are organized 
to promote the French language and culture 
with the entire population of the island. 


eThe Department of 
Education, the Conseil 
Jeunesse provincial and 
the Department = of 
Canadian Heritage coop- 
erated in the autumn of 
1994 in order to develop 
and offer a leadership 
course for members of 
student councils in 
Acadian schools. 


e The (five-year) Canada-Nova Scotia agree- 
ment on the promotion of official languages 
was renewed in August 1994. The aim of 
the agreement is to promote the implementa- 
tion of the provincial policy on French- 
language government services adopted 
i987. 


The Nova Scotia Sector on Acadian Affairs, 
in cooperation with the Department of 
Canadian Heritage and the Acadian commu- 
nity, organized Colloque-Echange 95 in 
February 1995 in order to begin a process 
of reflection on the future direction for 


this sector. 


In 1994, a survey was conducted on the 
needs of the elderly Acadians and 
Francophones of Nova Scotia and a provin- 
cial colloquium was organized, during which 
the Regroupement des ainés was formally 
established.

e The third Gala provincial de la chanson - the 


largest musical event in the province - took 
place in May 1994. This competition is 
organized by the Conseil culturel acadien de 
la Nouvelle-Ecosse, with the participation 
and cooperation of the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation Production Centre 
in Halifax, the Festival acadien d'Halifax- 
Dartmouth, the Carrefour du Grand-Havre 
and the Department of Canadian Heritage.

e Zemps d'affaires, the economic journal of 
the Conseil économique du Nouveau- 
Brunswick, produced a series of television 
programs to educate New Brunswick's 
Francophone population about the business 
world in order to increase Francophone 
participation in economic activity. 


Radio Restigouche began broadcasting in 
September 1994 as the result of a communi- 
ty initiative begun in 1989 and provided 
French-language radio to the 17,000 
Francophones in northern New Brunswick, 
from Robinsonville to Belledune. This pro- 
ject was made possible by the participation 
of the Department of Canadian Heritage, the 
provincial government and the community. 


Radio Beauséjour began broadcasting in 
July 1994, responding to the communica- 
tions development needs of Acadians in 
southeastern New Brunswick. The station 
serves a population of 75,000 Francophones 
in a 175-kilometre radius. As with Radio 
Restigouche, it was cooperation between the 
federal government, the provincial govern- 
ment and the community that made this 
project possible. 


The third Festival Jeunesse de l'Atlantique, 
on the theme Culture sans Censure!, was 
held at the Université de Moncton from 
August 12 to 15, 1994. The Festival, orga- 
nized this year by the Fédération des jeunes 
du Nouveau-Brunswick, allows young artists 
to excel in various types of cultural activi- 
ties. The evaluations demonstrated the 
success and importance of this activity 
for young Acadians and Francophones in 
the Atlantic region. The Department of 
Canadian Heritage, the governments of 
New Brunswick and Quebec, the French 


community of Belgium, the Fédération de 
la jeunesse canadienne-frangaise and 
the Fondation culturelle acadienne all 
contributed to the success of this activity. 


e With the cooperation of the Department 


of Canadian Heritage, the Association 
des enseignantes et des enseignants 
francophones du Nouveau-Brunswick, the 
New Brunswick Teachers' Association and 
Dialogue N.B. organized a conference with 
the theme "Living Together in a Changing 
World". This conference enabled partici- 
pants to get to know each other better, to 
appreciate the various linguistic and cultural 
groups which make up the population 
of New Brunswick, and to facilitate 
cooperation. 


e Canadian Parents for French of New 


Brunswick, together with the Department of 
Canadian Heritage, sponsored a summer day 
camp for students in grades one to six 
enrolled in French immersion. All activities 
were conducted in French to counteract the 
fact that students lose up to 30 per cent of 
their French ability during the summer 
months. 


e To mark the Journée internationale de la 


francophonie, a show called La francophonie 
en mots et en chansons was organized at the 
Capitol Theatre in Moncton by a number of 
partners, including the Société nationale de 
l'Acadie and the Conseil provincial des 
sociétés culturelles. The show highlighted 
musical artists from /a francophonie at home 
and abroad. There were also booths on /a 
francophonie and a book fair.

Federal-Provincial Cooperation 


The Canada-Quebec agreement in the area 
of health and social services for the English- 
speaking population of Quebec began activi- 
ties for the first year of a second consecutive 
five-year term. Once again, emphasis was 
placed on maintaining the role of provincial 
coordinators in the various administrative 
regions in the province. The coordinators 
play a liaison role between the regional 
councils and the Anglophone community 
and advise them on the community's 
needs with respect to service delivery. In 
this rapidly changing sector of provincial 
services, the coordinator's role is seen as 
essential by the community. 


The federal government cooperated with the 
Quebec department of education on the con- 
struction and renovation of the Grosse-Ile 
school in the Magdalen Islands, enabling 
students in this Anglophone community to 
enjoy modern and suitable surroundings. 


The Quebec department of education offered 
a new program for leaders in the teaching of 
English as a first language. The /nnovation 
pédagogique et organisationnelle program 
recognizes and encourages innovative 
action-research activities in an effort to iden- 
tify the best ways of overcoming the sys- 
temic difficulties facing the educational 
community. 


The special support for the acquisition of 
teaching material and professional develop- 
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ment for teachers of English as a first 
language continues. These programs are a 
follow-up to the Chambers report on teach- 
ing English as a first language in Quebec. 


The third year of the intergovernmental 
cooperation agreement between the 
Department of Canadian Heritage and the 
Conseil de la magistrature du Québec on 
the promotion of official languages made it 
possible for provincial court judges to 
receive language training, thus allowing 
accessibility to judicial services in English. 


In the more isolated regions of Quebec, the 
Coasters' Association, which groups the 
fifteen English-speaking communities scat- 
tered along the Lower North Shore, initiated 
production of a bi-annual newspaper to keep 
its members and the population in the 
villages informed about the activities of their 
association and on issues of concern to the 
residents of the coast. In the Magdalen 
Islands, renovations were completed to the 
Heritage Building, a small but vital step 
towards self-sufficiency. Geordie Produc- 
tions, an English-speaking touring company 
which provided the only opportunity for 
culturally-deprived communities to see live 
professional English theatre, brought several 
productions to isolated villages. 


e Under

the leadership of Coasters' 
Association, three community radio stations 
serving the isolated communities along the 
=< <— Lower North 
Shore, explored 
the feasibility of 
a network which 
would link the 
communities in 
this region which 
stretches along 
the northern 
coast of the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence. 


e The Quebec Farmers' Association held a 
forum at which eighteen local, regional, and 
provincial organizations and departments 
implicated in the training and education of 
the Quebec farming community participat- 
ed. This event was preceded by a series of 
meetings with farmers to obtain their input 
and document their needs. The purpose of 
the project was to assess the agricultural 
education and training opportunities avail- 
able to English-speaking farmers, and to 
bring these findings forward at the forum. 


The Quebec Drama Federation focussed on 
training activities by holding four manage- 
ment workshops on group process, database 
development, audience relations and inte- 
grated marketing and management for the 
34 English theatre companies which make 
up its membership. These workshops were 
interspersed with seminars focussing on the 
various disciplines and physical techniques 
in the area of acting and directing. 


A total of 45 theatre companies presented 
275 performances at the Montreal Fringe 
Festival, which features mainly amateur 
productions from groups in Quebec and 
across Canada. Some highly innovative and 


exciting English and French theatre was 


viewed by an audience of approximately 
25,000. 


The Voice of English Quebec in Quebec City 
supported the work of a local committee to 
transform Morrin College into a community 
centre for the Anglophone population. This 
year, the Voice of English Quebec, in part- 
nership with the College, gave the project 
significant exposure during the annual Fall 
Fest, helped fund various activities and 
explored further ways to fund the develop- 
ment of an interpretation research centre 
within the College. 


The Quebec Community Newspapers 
Association launched a comprehensive 
project designed to diversify its revenue 
base. In order to upgrade its marketing 
potential, it began training sessions for mem- 
bers, increased the sale of member-donated 
advertising, and set up a full-scale promo- 
tional tour of key provincial government 
departments and agencies. Augmenting its 
income from computer services, it offered 
members the option of purchase-for-rental of 
high-speed fax modems that would enable 
access to the Internet as well as to all bulletin 
board systems in the Canadian community 
newspaper network. At the same time, mem- 
bership increase was assured by applying an 
amendment to its by-laws that now allows the 
organization to target bilingual as well 
as unilingual English-language weeklies in 
the province. 


Alliance Quebec responded to legislation 
tabled by the newly-elected provincial 
government which proposed the sovereignty 
of Quebec. It presented its own 24-point 
discussion document which was printed in 
French and English and circulated through- 
out the English-speaking community and 
beyond. 
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e For the second year, Outaouais Alliance 
organized the Regional Associations 
Priorities and Planning Session for over 
50 representatives from the community that 
led to the development of concrete action 
plans for partnership projects in the areas of 
training, advocacy, youth employment, and 
access to services in English. 


Promotion | 


e Alliance Quebec commissioned the produc- 
tion and airing of a series of short radio 
messages which encourage better under- 
standing and communication among 
linguistic communities in Quebec.

e The Department of Canadian Heritage, in 
cooperation with the Ontario Ministry of 
Municipal Affairs, supported the creation of 
Francophone regional economic councils. 
This project, piloted by the Association des 
municipalités francophones de l'Ontario, 
made it possible to prepare sectoral 
economic development plans for every 
region of the province. 


e The Department, in cooperation with 
the Ontario Ministry of Culture, Tourism 
and Recreation, funded the first Jeux 
franco-ontariens. This event, piloted 
by the Fédération de la _ jeunesse 
franco-ontarienne, allowed Francophone 
secondary school students to take part in 
cultural and sporting encounters. 


e The Department, in cooperation with the 
Ontario Ministry of Education and Training, 
helped TVOntario's La Chaine conduct a 
feasibility study on expanding its French- 
language educational broadcasting area to 
include other Canadian provinces. 


e As of September 1995, all Franco-Ontarians 
were able to pursue their college studies in 
French. The French-language college sys- 
tem in Ontario was made possible by coop- 
eration between the Department of Canadian 
Heritage and the province. The agreement 
called for: 
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- the construction of a permanent campus 
for La Cité collégiale in Ottawa; 


- the establishment of access centres for 
Collége des Grands Lacs, which serves 
Central and South- 
western Ontario, in 
Hiaimaieliiounie 
Penetanguishene, 
Toronto, Welland 
and Windsor. This 
college "without 
walls" specializes in 
distance education;

- the establishment of the main campus of 
College Boréal in Sudbury and six satel- 
lite campuses in Northern Ontario (Elliot 
Lake, . -Hearst, 
Kapuskasing, 
New Liskeard, 
Sturgeon Falls 
and Timmins).

These three colleges welcomed the first stu- 


dents at their new locations in September 1995. 


e A number of capital projects were under- 
taken in 1994-95: the construction of a 
school/community centre in Kingston 
sponsored by the Centre social et culturel 
Frontenac and the Frontenac-Lennox and 
Addington County Roman Catholic Separate 
School Board. The centre should be opera- 
tional by September 1996. 


In Eastern Ontario, three Ottawa theatre 
troupes (Thédtre du Trillium, Théatre de la 
Vieille 17 and Vox Thédtre) are working 
together to establish a Francophone theatre 
centre. In Northern Ontario, cultural 
agencies are proposing to renovate the 
Théatre du Nouvel-Ontario building to 
create an arts centre in Sudbury. The open- 
ing of Collége Boréal in September 1995 
presents other possibilities for partnership. 
The Department contributed to the feas- 
ibility studies and business plans for these 
two centres. 


e During this period, the Festival franco- 
ontarien, acknowledged to be a major event, 


started afresh. The Department of Canadian 
Heritage participated in the 20‘ edition of 
the Festival, which was a success. 


The Association canadienne-francaise de 
l'Ontario (Huronie) set up a project to trace 
Francophones in the Grey Bruce region with 
a view to establishing French-language 
classes in response to requests from a 
number of families. 


Francophone organizations in Central and 
Southwestern Ontario held coordination ses- 
sions at the local, regional and inter-regional 
level to allow communities to develop an 
action plan and strategies for dealing with 
provincial, federal and local budget cuts. 


With the help of our regional representatives, 
a kiosk depicting some aspects of the 
Official Languages Support Programs was 
one of the exhibits displayed at the Nordic 
Games in Thunder Bay, Ontario in March 
1995. It displayed posters on the Summer 
Language Bursary and the Official- 
Language Monitor programs as well as 
drawings and quotes from past Write it up! 
contests. By all accounts, it was a great 
success with the athletes and the public.

e In March 1995, the Minister of Canadian 
Heritage and Manitoba's Minister responsi- 
ble for French-Language Services renewed 
the Canada-Manitoba agreement on the 
promotion of official languages for a five- 
year period. The aim of the agreement is to 
help Manitoba meet its official-language 
obligations under the Manitoba Act, and 
implement its policy on French-language 
services. In this way, the two governments 
can promote the development and enhanced 
vitality of the Franco-Manitoban community 
and support measures to implement French- 
language services within the provincial gov- 
ernment, Crown corporations and agencies 
covered by the province's language policy. 


e Under the terms of the Canada-Manitoba 
agreement on the promotion of official 
languages, the Government of Manitoba set 
up a resources service to develop French- 
language health-care services throughout 
the province. As a result of this initiative, 
21 health-care institutions were designated 
officially bilingual by the Manitoba 
Department of Health. 


e Through the federal-provincial agreement on 
official languages in education, the two gov- 
ernments have provided support to the 
Collége universitaire de Saint-Boniface to 
maintain programs and services, including: 


- a computerized teaching program for 
teaching staff and students; 


- a daycare group worker training program 
(some 25 students were registered in 
1994-95); 


an annual program of training and cultural 
activities including two major theatre 
productions;

- a language training centre offering 
students tutorials or group programs to 
develop their language skills. 


Examples of special projects under the bilat- 
eral agreement on official languages in 
education include the development of a show 
with animation by the Cercle Moliére troupe 
for Grade 6 students registered in the core 
French program. 


The Festival du Voyageur, 1n cooperation 
with the Department of Education's Bureau 
de l'éducation francaise, held an information 
session attended by some 80 teachers 
responsible for cultural activities in their 
schools. 


Ten bilingual municipalities, under the 
auspices of the Manitoba Association of 
Bilingual Municipalities, pooled their efforts 
to undertake initiatives directly related to the 
economic development of Francophone 
communities. The Manitoba Association of 
Bilingual Municipalities also coordinated 
the development of French-language ser- 
vices in the designated municipalities, 
including setting up bilingual libraries. 


Cooperation was established between the 
Fédération provinciale des comités de 
parents, the new Franco-Manitoban school 
board and the Department of Education to 
ensure that ayvants droit (those entitled to 
French-language education) were integrated 
into the French-language schools. A pilot 
project for a francization program was 
launched in three urban and rural junior 
kindergartens. The Fédération also provided 
training to parents across the province in 
order to ensure that all the parents participate 
actively in school management. 


e In December 1994, the Franco-Manitoban Promotion. 
community received the conclusions of the ‘* —" 
study Un tournant qu'il ne faut surtout pas 
rater... dealing with the issues of the 
Canada-community agreement, particularly 
in terms of rationalizing the resources avail- 
able to organizations. In accordance with the

fellowships, 76 students received special 
fellowships to complete their studies in 
French in master's programs at the Faculté 
Saint-Jean or outside the province. 


e A dozen projects to provide more French- 
language educational programs or resources 
were completed. 


e The funding allocated to Alberta under the 
capital projects sub-agreement made it 
possible to begin major renovations and 
extension work at the Faculté Saint-Jean. 
The building is to be modernized and some 
facilities, including the library, are to be 
made more functional. 


e The preparatory phases of the construction 
of the Centre scolaire et communautaire de 
Calgary, supported jointly by the govern- 
ments of Canada and Alberta under the

In September 1994, the Department and 
the Association canadienne-frangaise de 
l'Alberta, on behalf of the Francophone com- 
munity of Alberta, signed an agreement to 
promote the development and enhanced 
vitality of the Franco-Albertan community. 


The Peace River community radio project 
continues to move ahead and the Association 
canadienne-francaise de l'Alberta received 
support from the Wild Rose Foundation of 
Alberta. The technical scenario chosen 
ensures complete autonomy for the commu- 
nity station. The station will have its own 
frequency and broadcast hours adapted to 
the needs of the community. 


The Fort McMurray Association cana- 
dienne-frangcaise de l'Alberta and_ the 
Fédération des parents francophones de 
l'Alberta organized workshops to increase 
their effectiveness in the context of the 
Canada-community agreement. 
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e The Association des juristes d'expression 
francaise de l'Alberta, in cooperation with 
the Alberta Bar Association, published five 
new brochures for Francophones in Alberta. 
The brochures discuss questions of civil 
litigation and the law of succession. The 
brochures were distributed through lawyers' 
offices and Francophone associations. 


A special project provided elected officials 
of non-profit organizations with training in 
managing committees. The training was 
intended to help give volunteers a better 
understanding of their role and thus increase 
their effectiveness in promoting the develop- 
ment of their region. 


e The economic development of Franco- 
Albertans is evolving at an increasingly 
rapid pace. Business people in Edmonton, 
Calgary and the rural areas pooled their 
efforts in order to open an information and 
human resources office that will serve the 


Francophone business community and future 
entrepreneurs. 


e The Bonnyville Association canadienne- 
francaise de l'Alberta opened an office in 
Grand-Centre to serve Francophones at the 
Cold Lake military base. This is a one-year 
pilot project. Known as Franco-départ, the 
centre offers a number of primarily cultural 
activities. 


e The Société francofun de Calgary organized 
a number of activities in order to raise the 
profile of the Semaine nationale de la fran- 
cophonie. The major event was the official 
proclamation of the Semaine by Mayor 
Al Duerr, who raised the Franco-Albertan 
flag in front of Calgary City Hall on 
March 15, 1995. 


e The Association des parents francophones 
de Colombie-Britannique succeeded, after 
three years' efforts, in implementing an early 
francization project, primarily for junior 
kindergarten. The objective is to set up a 
pilot project in two regions using a model 
developed in Manitoba. 


The British Columbia Ministry of Education 
released a bilingual report on education and 
culture. The report proved very useful to the 
Association des parents francophones de la 
Colombie-Britannique during the colloqui- 
um on culture in February 1995, where 
teachers and parents had a chance to discuss 
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problems of a cultural nature. It will allow 
the Association to facilitate school manage- 
ment and curriculum development. 


e Educacentre, the French-language education 
and training service for adults, continued to 
offer services in priority areas such as litera- 
cy, professional development, community 
training and distance education. 


e The Télécolombie distance education 
project, linking 25 schools which offer the 
Programme cadre de francais at the 
secondary level to an electronic network 
for distance education and media courses, 
continued for a second year. 


e During its annual general meeting in 
October 1994, the Fédération des franco- 
phones de la Colombie- 
Britannique launched a 
program of activities to 
celebrate the Fédération's 
50th anniversary and over 
200 years of Francophone 
presence on the West 
Coast. A magnificent 
poster entitled "200 Years 
Of HIStory 2... 0snYears 
of Federation" (in both 
official languages) was 
produced and widely dis- 
tributed throughout the 
province and Canada. All 
the activities undertaken 
during the year were 
designed to highlight the Francophone 
presence in British Columbia and to raise 
awareness of the contribution that 
Francophones have made to the province's 
political, economic and cultural history. 


The third edition of the Jeux francophones 
de la Colombie-Britannique was held 
in Kamloops in May 1994 and brought 
together more than 450 Francophone and 
Francophile athletes from the schools and 
the community. In addition to sporting 
events, 10 forums were offered on subjects 
ranging from dropping out of school to 
AIDS to racism and violence in the media. 
The Conseil Jeunesse de  Colombie- 
Britannique, which organized the event, met 
its objective of overcoming the feeling of 
physical and linguistic isolation of the 
province's young people. 


e The Francophone Scouts and Guides of 
British Columbia worked on preparations for 
the celebrations marking the movement's 
40th anniversary in November 1995. A his- 
torical exhibition was presented at the 
Maillardville Place des Arts for three weeks. 
Three young people and the scout leader of 
the Maillardville Pioneers represented 


Western Canada at the World Jamboree in 
the Netherlands in July 1995. 


e The Société Maillardville-Uni presented the 
6th edition of the Festival du Bois in 
March 1995. This festival is a major cultur- 
al and community event for Francophones in 
Maillardville and for the province, because it 
celebrates the values and traditions handed 
down from the first Francophone pioneers 
who came to work in the lumber industry at 
the turn of the century. This year the festival 
attracted more than 7,000 people from across 
the province and the United States. The 
Festival du Bois is becoming increasingly 
popular and makes an important economic 
and touristic contribution to the municipality 
of Maillardville/Coquitlam. 


e During the Festival d'été, the Centre culturel 
francophone de Vancouver offered cultural 
activities over three days. Some 2,000 peo- 
ple took advantage of this event celebrating 
the French language. 


e The Department's British Columbia regional 
office continues to support the efforts of the 
provincial chapter of Canadian Parents for 
French which contributed in a significant 
way to increasing the number of students 
enrolled in French immersion over the past 
25 years (from 35 to 30,000). 


The Féte colombienne des enfants, the pop- 
ular French-language children's festival in 
British Columbia, directed its efforts at 
three municipalities this year - Coquitlam, 
Nanaimo and Kelowna - thus allowing all 
students taking French classes in the 
province to participate in this cultural event. 
A special program was also developed for 
students learning French as a second lan- 
guage. In each municipality, a day was set 
aside especially for them in order to better 
respond to their language needs. This format 
proved to be very popular and the Féte was a 
resounding success again this year.

This cooperation allows the 
Government of the Northwest Territories to 
continue providing French-language pro- 
grams and services to Francophone commu- 
nities and to preserve, promote and reinforce 
Aboriginal languages. 


e The Canada-Northwest Territories Coope- 
ration Agreement is a three-year agreement 
supporting various services and programs: 
for example, the delivery of territorial ser- 
vices in all official languages; cultural and 
community development projects for 
Francophones; French- and Aboriginal-lan- 
guage broadcasting projects; translation and 
interpretation services for courts and the 
legislative assembly; and the production of 
material and the offer of services in French 
and Aboriginal languages designed to 
increase awareness and understanding of 
health issues. 


e French-language teaching programs in 
Iqaluit (kindergarten to grade 7) and 
Yellowknife (kindergarten to grade 9) were 
consolidated and the French immersion 
program for grades 10 and 11 of the 
Yellowknife Catholic School Board was 
developed. 


@ In 1994-95, the Conseil scolaire franco- 
phone de Yellowknife began its second year 
with five trustees. Enrolment at the Ecole 
Allain St-Cyr in Yellowknife (50 students) 
and the Ecole Nagasuk in Iqaluit (20 stu- 
dents) continues to grow.

Community Development | 


e@On March 21, 1995, the Prix littéraire 
franco-ténois was launched by the Fondation 
franco-ténoise. The goal of this competition 
is to encourage all forms of literature 
(poetry, essay, short story, etc.) bearing on 
Northern Canada. The ten prizes include 
stays at a summer literary camp for young 
people, a stay at the Camp littéraire de Felix 
Leclerc, a trip to the Salon du livre in 
Montreal, books, etc. 


e In an effort to improve communications with 
its members, the Fédération franco-ténoise 
began publishing an internal newsletter.

e The Semaine de la francophonie was cele- 
brated by all Francophones in the Northwest 
Territories. For example, Iqaluit held a 
Francophone film festival, and all students at 
the Ecole Allain St-Cyr in Yellowknife were 
treated to a visit to a sugarbush as well as a 
dog sled ride. 


e At the initiation of the Government of New 
Brunswick, a preliminary federal-provincial/ 
territorial meeting of the ministers responsi- 
ble for official languages and services to 
official-language minority communities was 
held on August 15 and 16, 1994, in Moncton, 
as part of the World Acadian Congress. This 
meeting helped lay the foundation for a per- 
manent forum which will facilitate the shar- 
ing of information and expertise with respect 
to services in the minority official language. 
The work of this forum will also serve as a 
guide for the Department of Canadian 
Heritage in concluding agreements with 
provincial and territorial governments in this 
regard. In promoting the creation of this 
forum and participating in multilateral coop- 
eration, the federal government is attempting 
to increase the positive repercussions of its 
promotional efforts with the provinces. 
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e Negotiations with the Council of Ministers 
of Education, Canada with a view to con- 
cluding a new multilateral Protocol of 
Agreement on official languages in educa- 
tion continued in 1994-95. The previous 
Protocol, which expired in 1993, established 
the conditions of federal support to the 
provinces and territories for retaining and 
developing minority official-language edu- 
cation and second-language instruction pro- 
grams. However, the lack of a multilateral 
Protocol has not hindered program delivery. 
Since 1993, the Department has signed 
annual bilateral agreements that enable it 
to continue supporting provincial and 
territorial governments. 


National Francophone Organizations | 


In 1994-95, many nation-wide activities were 
carried out, with the support of the 
Department of Canadian Heritage, by all the 
national organizations working toward the 
advancement of the Canadian Francophone 
community. The following are several exam- 
ples of these achievements, by major area of 
activity: 


e January 25, 1995, marked the official open- 
ing of Place de la francophonie in Ottawa, a 
building which houses five organizations 
under the same roof in order to consolidate 
operations. These organizations are: the 
Fédération des communautes francophones 
et acadienne du Canada, the Fédération 
culturelle | canadienne-frangaise, _ the 
Fédération de la jeunesse canadienne- 
francaise, the Fédération nationale des 
femmes canadiennes-frangaises and the 
Conseil canadien de la coopération. 


e At a time when it is continually necessary to 
make adjustments and adapt to all the 
changes, numerous training activities were 
held for the volunteers and permanent staff 
of associations, for example, in the field of 
media management. Practical training ses- 
sions were provided by the Commission 
nationale des parents francophones, for 
school trustees and those involved in the 
preschool sector. Other organizations, such 
as the Fédération des communauteées 
francophones et acadienne du Canada and 
the Fédération nationale des femmes 
canadienes-francaises, were involved in 
strategic planning or, like the Assemblée des 
ainées et ainés francophones du Canada, 
devoted their energy to organizational 
development. 


e The organizations were very active in their 
representational activities. Among other 
things, they submitted many briefs on 


various issues, such as the information 
highway (the Fédération des communautés 
francophones et acadienne du Canada and 
the Fédération de la jeunesse canadienne- 
francaise), the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation (Fédération des communautés 
francophones et acadienne du Canada and 
the Regroupement des arts médiatiques) and 
human resources development. 


Education 


e The expertise module of the Commission 
nationale des parents francophones 
produced six legal opinions on school 
management this year for four provincial 
components. The purpose of this module is 
to advise the Commission on the follow-up 
of Supreme Court decisions and the best 
negotiation strategies. 


e The Commission nationale des parents 
francophones conducted a study on gifted 
children in order to make parents and 
teachers aware of the fact that these children 
can become dropouts and to identify 
solutions, such as centres of excellence. 


e The Fédération de la jeunesse canadienne- 
francaise compiled a directory listing over 
300 new national and provincial bursaries. 
It also updated its directory of programs for 
post-secondary studies and drew up a guide 
on the operation of student councils. 


e The Réseau national d'Action Education 
Femmes carried out a project entitled Vers 
l'équité en éducation physique: partenariat 
et création d'un milieu non sexiste pour les 
Jeunes francophones to identify strategies 
for creating a non-sexist environment in 
physical education classes. To this end, the 
Réseau held both provincial and _ national 
consultations and produced an information 
kit on equity. 
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e The Réseau also held national Francophone 
women's education week, focussing on 
education for the future, from October 23 
to 30, 1994. 


Culture 


e The Association natio- 
nale des théatres fran- 
cophones hors Québec 
produced the second 
edition of a Canada- 
wide professional the- 
atre calendar featuring 
some thirty plays pro- 
duced by the twelve 
troupes belonging to it. 


e In 1994-95, the theatres played a key role in 
the school community. They gave 455 per- 
formances in 372 schools and reached 
80,664 students. In addition, 33 school 
troupes participated in three festivals orga- 
nized by professional theatres (850 students 
took part in 47 performances). 


e Through its Coup de pouce service, the 
Fédération culturelle canadienne-frangaise 
contributes to the cultural, community and 
artistic development of Francophones by 
offering limited financial support or donat- 
ing services to organizations in these areas, 
while encouraging diversification of funding 
and coordination and exchange of informa- 
tion between participants from the different 
regions across Canada. 


e The Regroupement des éditeurs canadiens 
de langue frangaise organized the second 
Quinzaine promotionnelle des littératures 
d'expression frangaise to promote 19 works 
with the participation of close to 50 book- 
stores. 
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Communications and 
Community Radio 


In 1994-95, the Association de la presse 


francophone launched a new Canadian 


reporter trainee program which helps young 
college and university graduates in commu- 
nications and journalism find employment 
with the Association's member newspapers 
after completing their studies. 


To facilitate the local and national sale of 
advertising and promote the self-sufficiency 
of its members, the Association de la presse 


francophone undertook to draw up a profile 


of the readers of member newspapers.

On the tenth anniversary of the community 
radio movement, the Alliance des radios 
communautaires du Canada also produced a 
directory of community radio stations in 
Canada in order to promote them and help 
them generate advertising revenue. 


The Alliance des radios communautaires du 
Canada upgraded its mobile radio equip- 
ment to better serve its members. In fact, 
this equipment, which is used for broadcasts 
of short duration, is an excellent fund-raising 
tool for growing radio stations. 


In February 1995, the Association de la 
presse francophone undertook a project to 
link its newspapers and its national office 
through the Internet. An initial attempt was 
made between the Manitoba newspaper La 
Liberté and the Association. The results 
showed that the Internet really is the road to 
the future. 


In 1994-95, the Fédération culturelle 
canadienne-frangcaise laid the foundation for 
cooperation with the Village électronique 


francophone to ensure the presence of the 


Canadian Francophone community on the 
information highway. The Fédération will 
develop cultural content and handle liaison 
with the network of Canadian Francophone 
associations. 


For the Alliance des radios communautaires 
du Canada, a first step onto the information 
highway was to install a communication 
system in seven radio stations to enable them 
to communicate by electronic mail, have 
access to a bulletin board and hold confe- 
rences. The Alliance also conducted a study 
to determine the equipment required to 
support a news, program exchange and 
distance-education service. 


Since March 31, 1995 


A symposium on the information highway, 
organized by the Department of Canadian 
Heritage in June 1995, helped make many 
interested people aware of the opportunities 
that have opened up through this means of 


relation to the information highway. Many 
national organizations now "surf the Net" and 
others are preparing to do so.

e The Conseil canadien de la coopération 


assumed the chairmanship and secretariat of 
the consultation committee on economic 
development, which brings together national 
organizations from all sectors. This com- 
mittee's mandate is to develop concrete 
courses of action to follow up the national 
economic summit. In 1994-95, its work 
focussed on the promotion of entrepreneur- 
ship, job training and the information high- 
way. 


e To underline cooperative education, the 


Conseil canadien de la coopération initiated 
a number of promotional, especially youth- 
oriented, activities. It prompted several 
Francophone cooperatives to provide young 
people with practical training in the princi- 
ples and values of the cooperative movement 
and raise their awareness of the importance 
of community development. 


the 
Conseil canadien de la coopération also 
produced a brochure highlighting the 
principles of cooperation and the creation of 
cooperatives. 
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e In its focus on young entrepreneurs, the 
Fédération de la jeunesse canadienne- 
francaise decided to offer two youth entre- 
preneurship awards, the first to recognize 


In addition to enhancing the vitality of 
Anglophone and Francophone minority com- 
munities, the Department's goal is to promote 
French and English in Canadian society. 
Canada's bilingual character is a fundamental 
component of our national identity. In partner- 
ship with organizations working in various 
milieus, we emphasize the advantages and 
spinoffs of linguistic duality in Canada and 
abroad, help voluntary organizations reflect 
this characteristic in their activities, and 
encourage activities that foster mutual 
understanding between Francophones and 
Anglophones. 


To achieve this, the message on official lan- 
guages will increasingly be linked to others in 
order to make it available to more people. 
Reaching Canadians in all spheres of activity 
(education, sports, culture and so on) is a key 
part of the promotion strategy we wish to 
implement. For example, the Department is 
cooperating with the national and regional 
offices of Canadian Parents for French in order 
to improve access to second-language instruc- 
tion and promote linguistic duality across 
Canada. 


Various international forums within the 
Council of Europe provided an opportunity for 
Canadian experts to highlight our country's 
expertise in second-language instruction 
abroad. These exchanges enabled Canada to 
confirm its leadership role and fostered coop- 
eration with other participating countries. 
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the entrepreneurial spirit of a youth who has 
already set up his/her own business and the 
second, to encourage a young person in the 
planning stage of his/her business. 


Since March 31, 1995 


An action plan has been developed in order to 
incorporate official languages into the govern- 


ment's major strategic initiatives in tourism and 
in the promotion of education at the interna- 
tional level. 


A number of activities promoting linguistic 
duality took place during the year, both at 
headquarters and in the regions. They included 
contests, exhibits, the preparation and distribu- 
tion of written material of various types, and 
celebrations marking special events relating to 
minority- or second-language education or the 
cultural development of minority communi- 
ties. Some of the key events are presented 
below, while regional activities are described 
under the heading "On the Regional Scene" 
beginning on page 20. 


For the third consecutive year, the Department 
was actively involved in celebrating the 
Semaine nationale de la francophonie which 
took place March 20 to 26, 1995. This event, 
coordinated by the Association canadienne 
d'éducation de langue francaise, promotes the 
vitality and use of the French language, as well 
as the exchange of ideas and discussion of 
accomplishments among the various sectors of 
the Francophone community in Canada. 


The theme for 1995 was 
"Ethnocultural Diversity in 
Canada's Francophone 
Community", chosen to pay 
tribute to the Canadians of 
various origins and cultures 
who have the use of the 
French language in com- 
mon. The Minister of 
Canadian Heritage invited 
his federal colleagues to join 
in the activities in their 
respective departments. 
Promotional material was 
also distributed in federal 
regional offices to mark the 


event. 


An official ceremony, attended by the Prime 
Minister, the Speakers of the House of 
Commons and the Senate, the Minister of 
Canadian Heritage and several other federal 
ministers, was held on Parliament Hill on 
March 20 (Journée internationale de la fran- 
cophonie) where Canadian and international 
francophonie awards were presented in the 
areas of education, informatics and literacy. 
The Official Languages Support Programs 
Branch also presented an exhibition in the 
lobby of the Canadian Heritage headquarters 
building where representatives of 7V5, the 
Association canadienne d'éducation de langue 
francaise, the Banque internationale d'infor- 
mation des Etats francophones, and the 
Department's library as well as its multicultur- 
alism program were available to answer 
questions. 


The 1995 Write it up! contest, aimed at stu- 
dents ages 10-13 who are enrolled in second 
official-language classes, was the most suc- 
cessful to date. With the invaluable help of 
Canadian Parents for French, the Canadian 


Association of Immersion Teachers, the 
Canadian Association of Second Language 
Teachers, the Society for Educational Visits 
and Exchanges in Canada and the Société pour 
la promotion de l'enseignement de l'anglais 
langue seconde au Québec, the 
Department of Canadian 
Heritage oversaw the third 
annual writing contest.

This year's contest asked 
students across Canada 
to Mwrite toethe Right 
Honourable Jean Chrétien, 
Prime Minister of Canada,

and English in Canada and why they are proud 
to know Canada's two official languages. They 
were also asked to make up a slogan about why 
it is great to be able to speak both English and 
French. 


The 4,200 students who wrote to Mr. Chrétien 
certainly enjoyed doing so and they were 
passionate in their views about Canada's 
two official languages. There were several 
recurring themes in the letters:

keep Quebec in Canada; 

maintain funding for second-language 
learning; 

learning a second language makes people 
more tolerant of other cultures.

The slogans gathered from this year's contest 
will appear in various publicity documents of 
the Department of Canadian Heritage as well 
as those of our partner associations. Another 
contest is planned for next year. 


e The Dictée PG.L. 1s a series of activities 
which has been taking place from November 
to May for the past five years within the 
Fondation Paul Gérin-Lajoie. It enables 
children from French elementary and immer- 
sion schools to improve their knowledge of 
French in interesting and enjoyable ways, 
encourages awareness of environmental 
issues, and promotes sharing and solidarity 
with children from Third World countries. 
One of these activities is a French dictation 
contest bringing together young people from 
Canada, Louisiana and Senegal, and culmi- 
nating in a televised finale in May. Thanks to 
our department's contribution, over 106,000 
pupils from 643 schools from every province 
participated in this contest. For the first time, 
brochures were published in English to 
publicize this contest among the English- 
speaking majority. 


e The Department was also involved in the 
second annual Dictée des Amériques, the 
very successful international French 
dictation competition which helps promote 
proper usage of the French language and 
contributes to the influence of French on the 
world scene. 
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Taking part in the competition were some 
60,000 contestants from nine provinces and 
two territories in Canada, as well as from the 
United States, Latin America, Europe and 


Africa. It is interesting to note that two 
Canadians - from Manitoba and Quebec - 
were among the five grand champions. One 
of the judges in the televised finals at the 
Université de Montréal was Hélene Cormier 
of the Department's Official Languages 
Support Programs Branch. The Department 
set up a stand in the lobby of the university 
conveying best wishes from the Minister of 
Canadian Heritage to all of the Dictée's 
finalists and champions. 


This series of nine public affairs broadcasts, 
aimed at young Francophones from six to 
twelve years of age living from coast to coast, 
was broadcast monthly between October 1994 
and June 1995 on the French-language 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation radio in 
cooperation with the Association canadienne 
d'éducation de langue francaise. It was pro- 
duced in conjunction with 275-ALLO, a daily 
phone-in program popular with children. 


Each of the broadcasts was developed within a 
school by children interested in the project. 
Various themes were dealt with, e.g. rights of 
the child, culture, the Canada Games, cinema, 
francophonie, relations between Anglophones 
and Francophones, native peoples, culture and 
the arts. Children from some 60 French and 
immersion schools from across the country 


participated enthusiastically in the develop- 
ment of these themes and communicated their 
viewpoints on the air in a variety of regional 
accents. 


275-INFO was very well received not only by 
the children but also by the participating 
schools. Listeners included teachers, the par- 
ents of the students, as well as their families 
and friends. In the final program, the spotlight 
was on children from the ten provinces and two 
territories across Canada who were invited to 
present their part of the country as an interest- 
ing place to spend a summer vacation. 


Since March 31, 1995 


275-Info was selected in the fall of 1995 as the 
grand prize winner from among 55 candidates 


throughout the world in the "children's 
programs" category by the Asia-Pacific 
Broadcasting Union. 


In addition to the above-mentioned activities 
promoting the official languages, the 
Department of Canadian Heritage produced 
and distributed a number of promotional mate- 
rials, including publications, fact sheets, 
brochures and discussion papers during the 
1994-95 fiscal year. Several of these docu- 
ments were produced jointly with other organi- 
zations. A complete list is provided in 
Appendix A ("Publications") on page 50. 


The Summer Language Bursary and Official- 
Language Monitor programs are two very 
successful national programs created to give 
young Canadians the opportunity to learn their 
second official language or, in the case of 
Francophone minorities, to perfect their 


mother tongue. The programs are adminis- 
tered by the provincial and territorial depart- 
ments of education in conjunction with the 
Council of Ministers of Education, Canada. 
Both of these programs are so popular that 


each year the number of applications greatly 
exceeds the funding available. 


e In 1994-95, the Summer Language Bursary 
Program enabled 6,200 young people to take 
five-week immersion courses in some forty 
colleges and universities throughout Canada. 
The bursary recipients receive a very struc- 
tured educational experience and, after class 
hours, participate in numerous cultural activ- 
ities. They are housed in university or col- 
lege residences or in private homes, which 
ensures that their learning experience 
remains intensive over the entire five-week 
period. 


e@ Separate bursaries are awarded to post- 
secondary students to enable them to work as 
monitors (minority-language or second- 
language) on a part-time basis under the 
Official-Language Monitor Program. An 
additional full-time component of the 
program also exists wherein monitors work 
in rural or semi-urban communities. In 
1994-95, there were close to 1,000 partici- 
pants in the program.

Monitors are placed in educational institutions 
for a period of eight months, in the case of 
part-time monitors, and nine months for full- 
time monitors. They are given various duties 
which, along with their participation in the 
daily life of the community, strengthen or rein- 
force their knowledge of their mother tongue 
or their second language. 
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Cooperation with the Voluntary Sector

Financial Support 


e Demand is always very high for assistance to 
satisfy various financial requests for official 
languages services. Some 200 associations 
were funded this year to hold important 
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events throughout Canada in both official 
languages. 


e In spite of budgetary restrictions, the pro- 
gram was also able to continue providing 
assistance to groups to establish official- 
language services within their organizations 
on a permanent basis. Sixty-five groups 
have implemented a three- to five-year 
program to meet this objective. 


Development of Practical Tools 


In order to allow a maximum number of 
groups to benefit from the expertise acquired 
by the advisors and beneficiaries of the 
Development of Official Languages Services 
Program, the idea of a practical guide on man- 
aging services in the two official languages 
was developed. The necessary research was 
carried out and the guide is expected to be 
published in the near future. Some of the key 
features of the guide are information on strate- 
gies to employ, how to budget expenses for 
official languages services, and models of 
bilingual formats. 


Recognizing the importance of adapting 
quickly to changes in Canadian society, the 
Department of Canadian Heritage and its part- 
ners carried out many analysis, research and 
reflection exercises in order to support and 
direct activities in various areas. The findings 
from this work helped to define the avenues to 
be followed, serving as a basis for the new 
strategies adopted. 


In 1994-95, some twenty associations, organi- 
zations or institutions carried out nation-wide 
projects related to minority official-language 
education, or English or French second- 
language instruction. Projects included:

The initiatives focussed primarily on the 
development of coordination tools in the area 
of education and the economic development of 
official-language minority communities. 
Whether the tools are for those involved in 
second-language instruction or for lawyers 
responsible for offering services to official- 
language minority communities, spinoffs from 
the projects contribute to the advancement of 
official languages in Canada. 


e Establishment of a list of courses and teach- 
ing material for the language development 
of students, launching of a promotional 
campaign aimed at young minority 
Francophones and adaptation of the Quebec 
language performance test under the aus- 
pices of the Regroupement des universités 
de la francophonie hors Québec; 


e Production by the Canadian Association of 
Immersion Teachers of a directory of 
research in immersion, listing papers and 
theses as well as research projects since 
1988; 


e Assessment, by the Ontario Institute for 
Studies in Education, of the impact of a six- 
month exchange program of the Society for 
Educational Visits and Exchanges in Canada 
on the effectiveness of French second- 
language learning in young people. 
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Various research projects were carried out in 
1994-95 in order to document certain typical 
features of official-language minority commu- 
nities.

Various activities were conducted in order to 
highlight the economic spinoffs of bilingual- 
ism in Canada. 


e A national symposium on the theme Official

and Strategic Research branches of the 
Department of Canadian Heritage. Held on 
May 5, 1995, this Ottawa symposium 
brought together about ten economists and 
researchers and sixty-five participants to 
explore the challenges and current economic 
advantages of using French and English in 
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Canada. In preparation for the symposium, 
two reviews of existing studies were carried 
out by Canadian Heritage's Strategic 
Research Branch: Comparative Advantages 
of Bilingualism in the Marketplace: An 
Overview and Economic Dimensions of 
Minority and Foreign Language Use: An 
International Overview. 


The Stratégie de promotion internationale 
des langues officielles explores the possible 
approaches to the international marketing of 
Canadian language products, particularly in 
language instruction. 


4. Administration of Justice 


To facilitate access to legal services in both 
official languages and to meet the demands of 
our dual legal system, which is based on the 
British common law tradition and the French 
civil code, various projects were carried out. 
These involved mainly translation and termi- 
nological work, language-oriented legal devel- 
opment courses and publications. The major 
stakeholders are the four legal translation 
centres in Canada, which are listed in the 
following figure:

In 1994-95, work continued at the Quebec 
Research Centre of Private and Comparative 
Law with a view to publishing the third edition 
of the Private Law Dictionary in the area of 
civil law in both official languages, and at the 


Centre for Legal Translation and 
Documentation, toward the publication of a 
new, fully revised, updated and augmented 
edition of the Legal Glossary of Federal 
Statutes. The Centre de traduction et de 
terminologie juridiques published a sixth 
volume of the Vocabulaire de la common law, 
devoted to private maritime law. With respect 
to training, the /nstitut Joseph Dubuc offered, 
for the first time, a new course in legal French 
that it had developed based on the Canadian 
Charter of Rights and Freedoms. 


Also in 1994-95, research began on drafting 
The Secularization of Quebec Private Law: a 
Study of Parallel Legal Orders and publishing 
the Introduction a la common law, a ses 
institutions et a ses méthodes d'analyse et de 
recherche.

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In August 1994, the Government of Canada approved the establishment of an accountability 
framework for the implementation of sections 41 and 42 of the Official Languages Act. Section 
41 commits the federal government to enhancing the vitality of minority English-speaking and 
French-speaking communities, as well as fostering the full recognition and use of both English | 
and French in Canadian society. This commitment ensures not only that official-language 
minority communities have access to services in their language, but also that all federal institu- 
tions actively contribute to the development and vitality of these communities. 


Section 42 of the Official Languages Act mandates the Minister of Canadian Heritage to pro- 
mote and encourage a coordinated approach to these commitments among federal institutions. 


The accountability framework includes the following: 


@ Initially, measures will target a certain number of key institutions in areas of intervention 
which are vital to the minority-language communities and have the greatest impact. The 
key federal institutions are primarily those involved in the areas of economic, human 
resources and cultural development. 


@ Each key institution develops an action plan for the implementation of section 41 which 
takes into account the specific needs of the official-language minority communities. 


@ The action plans are developed in consultation with official-language minority communi- 
ties in order to identify community needs and allow institutions to take these into account 
in their activities. 


@ Ministers responsible for key institutions transmit these plans and report on the results 
attained once a year to the Minister of Canadian Heritage. 


@ The Minister of Canadian Heritage will report to Parliament, via his annual report on offi- 
cial languages, on the implementation of this governmental commitment. The annual report 
will highlight the action plan of each key federal institution and the results attained during 
the previous year. 


The Minister of Canadian Heritage received the action plans from the key federal institutions in 
the summer of 1995. You will find attached a summary of each action plan. The detailed action 
plans are available for consultation at the Library of Parliament or with any of the federal insti- 
tutions concerned.

The 
Corporation allocates 50 per cent of its contributions budget to organizations that support 
literacy, including literacy groups in official-language minority communities. The following 
are some of these initiatives. 


@ A nationally televised program entitled Flight for Freedom and a series of videos featuring 
Francophones outside Quebec. 


@ The Flight for Freedom awards, which are presented to organizations and individuals who 
have supported English and French literacy in Canada. Winners include institutions that sup- 
port official-language minority communities. Publicized nationwide in English and French. 


@ The Reading Game was launched in New Brunswick in English schools as well as in French- 
minority schools. The fully bilingual material helps develop reading and writing skills. 


@ The Canada Post Corporation Learning Institute offers employees instruction in the official 
language of their choice in an effort to meet their training and development needs. 


@ The Corporation co-sponsored with the Charles R. Bronfman Foundation three miniseries 
of promotional advertisements entitled Heritage Minutes. These one-minute films depict 


important moments in Canadian history. 


In the area of stamp production, the Corporation produces postage stamps that illustrate 
Canada's linguistic duality. ; 


@ The Stamp Travellers Club for children has more than 45,000 members throughout Canada, 
including children from official-language minority communities.

The 1991 Broadcasting Act mandates the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation (CBC) to reflect, 
among other things, "...the different needs and circumstances of each official-language commu- 
nity, including the particular needs and circumstances of English and French linguistic minori- 
ties". This responsibility is illustrated by the presence of the CBC in the regions and its aim is 
therefore to reflect the communities to themselves and foster their development through its vari- 
ous programs and the presence of its craftspeople and managers. 


1. Major planned measures 


The CBC's mission, in the context of the implementation of the provisions of the Official 
Languages Act relating to the promotion of official-language minority communities in Canada, 
is to offer high quality television and radio programs, through news, entertainment, music and 
drama programs. These services are offered in French to Francophone and Acadian minorities 
and to Francophiles throughout the country, and in English to Anglophones (and English- 
speaking Allophones) in Quebec. The CBC's aim is to reflect the community to itself and to 
the rest of the country. 


In addition to the many regular television and radio information programs (news, current affairs, 
sports, cultural events), the regional stations of the CBC play an important role in the develop- 
ment and presentation of artists during festivals or special events. 


The regions continually keep their ear to the ground in their communities and use various means 
to ensure that a dialogue is maintained, whether through consultation tours (in French Ontario), 
meetings with community leaders (all regions), audience relations (1-800 telephone numbers in 
most regions), receptionist services (all regions), program evaluation sessions and the CBC's 
presence in community activities. 


In most of the regions, CBC craftspeople participate regularly in training activities and willingly 
offer material and human resources whether it be at the technical level to produce shows, or 
through the assignment of producers for video competitions organized by high schools, colleges 
or universities. When the CBC can afford to, it invites college- or university-level trainees to 
work in radio and television. 


The CBC is also actively involved in community activities which is generally reflected in the 
production of programs for television and/or radio that are broadcast in the region or on the 
networks: cultural events such as book fairs, Francophone weeks, festivals, theatre and galas 
or sporting events (each region has contributed a comprehensive list of these activities in their 
detailed report to the Department of Canadian Heritage). Moreover, CBC craftspeople and 
managers act as members of the boards of provincial or regional organizations and/or regularly 
attend their annual meetings. 


CBC craftspeople also provide advice and technical assistance to minority-language community 
and student radio and television stations where they exist. 


We conclude promotional agreements with numerous organizations in the community and ensure 
that their activities are advertised and promoted on the air.

The Canadian International Development Agency (CIDA) reports a number of activities involv- 
ing the official-language minority communities. This approach takes into account CIDA's man- 
date, under which initiatives are aimed at developing countries. The following are some of the 
activities carried out by CIDA in recent years. 


@ Several international development projects carried out in partnership with universities 
(Université de Moncton: $5 million over 20 years; McGill University: $36 million) and 
colleges (Heritage College and Dawson College in Quebec; New Brunswick Community 
College; and Collége Boréal in Sudbury) which serve the official-language minority 
communities. 


® Funding for an international development fellowship program: 23 fellowships awarded to 
Quebec Anglophones and 9 to Francophones outside Quebec between 1990 and 1994. 


@ Consultation with and information for CIDA's partners (for example, the Canadian Council 
for International Cooperation, the Association of Universities and Colleges of Canada and 
the Association des universités partiellement ou entiérement de langue francaise), including 
representatives of official-language minorities (contract approval or selection of executing 
agencies, exchanges on CIDA programming, etc). 


@ Exchanges between the private sector (for example, the Canadian Exporters' Association) 
and the minister responsible for CIDA and the CIDA management team on such matters as 
future CIDA programming and mechanisms for selecting executing agencies and awarding 
contracts. These exchanges are conducted in both official languages and take into account 
the language requirements of delivering Canadian cooperation programs.

The Corporation also intends to seek the coopera- 
tion of Enterprise Cape Breton, the Business Development Bank of Canada and the Nova 
Scotia Acadian Federation in achieving this objective. 


@ The Corporation will appoint a senior official to coordinate its activities relating to section 
41 and, during the next three years, it will review the section 41 Implementation Strategy 
every six months and assess its effectiveness.

As Minister of Canadian Heritage, I am pleased to present to Parliament the 1995-1996 
report on Canada's official languages. The promotion of linguistic duality is at the heart of 
my Department's mandate. Our objectives are an essential part of our Government's mis- 
sion to reaffirm the faith and confidence of all Canadians in the future of their country. 


Canada is a country built through dialogue and reinvented by each new generation in a 
spirit of openness and generosity. Today's Canada is a reflection of the long-standing 
partnership between the two largest linguistic groups, Anglophones and Francophones, 
stretching across our country, from sea to sea. Let us not forget that more than 1.7 million 
Francophones and Anglophones are living in a province or region of Canada in a minority 
situation. They are central to a vision of Canada which fosters understanding and respect 
among citizens. 


Recent achievements have consolidated the gains of the last years and illustrated the strong 
commitment of the federal government, recognizing and promoting the linguistic duality of 
the country. Important agreements have been signed which mark the achievements of several 
years' efforts and constitute significant milestones in areas which are crucial to the future of 
minority official-language communities. In addition, thanks to federal government support, 
‘all provincial and territorial governments now offer some type of school management to their 
official-language minorities. The arrival of the Treasury Board Secretariat on the scene, to 
review the departmental business plans, brings a more rigorous accountability to the govern- 
ment commitment to support the development of these communities. Finally, thanks to the 
Canada-community agreements, the minority communities in each province and territory now 
have the assurance of multi-year financing coupled with decision-making abilities. 


More and more Canadians have come to see our access to two major international languages a 
Ss a precious asset. People all over Canada, young and ever-young have taken up the challenge 
and the occasion offered them to learn English or French as a second language. The Summer 
Language Bursary Program and Young Canada Works in Both Official Languages have encour- 
aged fruitful exchanges between young people of both linguistic groups across Canada, con- 
tributing to the creation of more than 500 summer jobs, in the case of Young Canada Works. 
Today's generation is already the most bilingual in our history. This phenomenon affords 
numerous occasions to build bridges between Canadians as well as an awareness of 

the increased benefits which may be reaped as a result of it. 


We are already able to claim added value and economic results associated with our linguistic 
duality, mainly in sectors such as human resources, tourism, retail as well as international com- 
merce and culture. The success of events such as the first economic forum of Francophone 
business people held in the Beauce region of Quebec clearly shows that partnerships are the 
road to the future and that it is to our advantage to profit from them. Our success at presti- 
gious international fairs like Expolangues in Paris and the important roles we have in the 
activities of the Commonwealth and the Francophonie confirm the high esteem that Canada 
enjoys within other countries. 


I am proud of the progress made in the area of official languages. This is progress which 
highlights the Government's commitment to linguistic duality, a commitment which has never 
wavered over the years and one that all Canadians may count on in the years to come.

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In fiscal year 1995-96, significant progress 
was made in various areas that have an impact 
on the official-language minority communi- 
ties. Again this year, the federal government's 
initiative to implement 
sections 41 and 42 of

mitted by twenty-six 
designated federal 
institutions, proposing 
measures to inform the communities of feder- 
al services available to them or offering finan- 
cial or technical support for priority projects. 
Details are provided in Section II under the 
heading '"Interdepartmental Coordination: 
Concrete Results". Accomplishments resulting 
from the 1995-96 action plans submitted by 
the designated federal institutions as well as 
the second series of annual or multi-year 
actions plans submitted by these institutions 
are contained in the Supplement to the Annual 
Report. 


The Department has been very active promot- 
ing Canada's linguistic duality across the 
country and abroad. Activities such as the 
establishment of an official languages site on 
the World Wide Web, the publication of docu- 
ments such as Francophones in Canada: a 


Community of Interests in the New Canadian 
Perspectives series, and active participation in 
international spelling contests and language 
exchanges all demonstrate the federal govern- 
ment's commitment to communicating the 
benefits of living in a bilingual country. A 
more detailed description of these promotion- 
al activities nationally as well as in the regions 
is presented in Section III under "Key Issues”. 


The Department's Official Languages Support 
Programs Branch has joined the electronic age 
by creating its own home page on the 
World Wide Web, thereby providing access to 
descriptions of all official languages pro- 
grams, fact sheets on minority communities, 
information on official-language bursary and 
monitor programs, and even making it possi- 
ble for users to download the Branch's publi- 
cations. The minority communities themselves 
have become wired to the Internet to provide 
their members with better accessibility to 
information and to improve communication 
among themselves. More is provided on this 
topic under "Information Highway" in Section 
III ("Key Issues"). 


An overview of key activities involving feder- 
al-provincial/territorial cooperation for both 
education and official-language services is 
presented in Section IV under the heading "On 
the Regional Scene". Also included in this sec- 
tion are events which had a significant impact 
on the development of the official-language 
minority communities across the country. 


As for discussions on topics of national scope, 
such as second-language instruction programs 
and the activities of national Francophone 
associations, details are provided under 
the heading "On the National Scene" in 
Section IV. 


‘School Management and 
Canada-Community Agreements 


Although emphasis in this year's report has 
been placed on the 41-42 intitiative and on the 
promotion of linguistic duality, school man- 
agement is considered to be a key area for the 
Department. Considerable progress has been 
made in every province and territory in matters 
relating to school management and minority- 
and second-language education. Equally 
important are the Canada-community agree- 
ments which were signed with most provinces 
and the two territories during 1995-96 to estab- 
lish a renewed cooperation framework with the 
minority communities to make more efficient 
use of federal resources. An update on the 
Department's relationship with the communi- 
ties is presented under the heading "New 


Partnership with the Communities in Section 
II ("Key Issues"), while more specific infor- 
mation on school management and the signa- 
ture of Canada-community agreements is pro- 
vided in Section IV ("On the Regional Scene") 
along with other highlights from the regions. 


A list of the Department's publications and 
promotional material and tables showing fed- 
eral contributions in such areas as education 
and services in the official languages for each 
of the provinces and territories appear in the 
Appendixes. We have again included windows 
of information summarizing significant events 
that have taken place since March 31, 1996, 
but which do not fall within the time period 
covered by the report. In this way, we are able 
to provide the reader with the most up-to-date 
facts on the topics dealt with.

Concrete Results | 


Fiscal year 1995-96 saw the tabling of the first 
action plans of the 26 federal departments and 
agencies particularly affected by the measures 
adopted by the government in August 1994. 
These measures are designed to implement 
sections 41 and 42 of the Official Languages 
Act. Section 41 sets out the federal govern- 
ment's commitment to enhancing the vitality 
and development of the English and French 
linguistic minority communities everywhere 
in Canada and fostering the use of both 
English and French in Canadian society. 
Section 42 assigns the Department the role of 
encouraging and coordinating the activities of 
federal institutions in this regard. The account- 
ability framework put in place by the govern- 
ment in August 1994 to give concrete form to 
its commitment provides for consultation with 
the official-language minority communities by 
the key departments and agencies in order to 
identify their needs, preparation of an annual 
or multi-year action plan and submission of a 
status report on the plan's accomplishments. 
These two documents must be submitted to the 
Minister of Canadian Heritage, who refers to 
them in the report on official languages that is 
tabled in Parliament each year. 


In the summer of 1995, the key federal depart- 
ments and agencies submitted the first series 
of action plans to the Minister of Canadian 
Heritage. A number of the plans proposed 
measures to inform the official-language 
minority communities of the programs and 
services available to them. Other action plans 
provided financial or technical assistance for 
the execution of projects deemed to have pri- 
ority by the representatives of the official-lan- 
guage minority communities. Support was 
provided in such sectors as economic develop- 
ment, culture, communications and labour 
market training. In the supplement to this 


oordination: 


annual report, the reader will find details con- 
cerning the accomplishments resulting from 
the 1995-96 action plans for implementation 
of section 41 of the Official Languages Act 
prepared by the key federal departments and 
agencies, as well as a summary of measures 
contained in the second series of action plans. 


In addition to preparing an action plan, like 
those prepared by the 26 key departments and 
agencies, the Department of Canadian 
Heritage is responsible for coordinating the 
implementation of the measures announced by 
the government in August 1994. To this end, 
the Department has put in place a network of 
national and regional coordinators in the key 
departments and agencies and within its own 
administration. In fiscal year 1995-96, the 
Department carried out a whole series of activ- 
ities that helped bring together the key depart- 
ments and agencies and the official-language 
minority communities. The list below sets out 
the most important of these activities.

the implementation of section 41 of the Act.

At this second 
meeting, the participants examined a docu- 
ment entitled Aiming for Results, which 
seeks to define the meaning to be given to the 
expression "development of the communi- 
ties" and to propose longer-term develop- 
ment approaches.

Organization of a second 
day of reflection on community development 
on February 19, 1996, with the participation 
of representatives of the official-language 
minorities, the national and regional coordi- 
nators of various federal departments and 
agencies and all of the officers of the 
Department of Canadian Heritage involved, 
anywhere in Canada, in the delivery of offi- 
cial languages support programs. 


Working sessions with national coor- 
dinators. Five working sessions held with 
the coordinators responsible for implement- 
ing section 41 of the Act in the departments 
and agencies targeted by the government 
measures of August 1994. 


Awareness. Seven presentations made 
by senior managers at the Department's 
headquarters and by the interdepartmental 
coordination team to _ other federal 
employees (Canadian Centre for 
Management Development, National Capital 
Commission, deputy ministers' group, 
Public Works and Government Services, 
etc.) to familiarize them with the reality of 
the official-language minority communities 
and the government's commitment to 
support their development. Various similar 
presentations made in the regions. 


Summary of action plans. Production 
of a supplement to the 1994-1995 Annual 
Report entitled Summary of 1995-1996 
action plans prepared by key federal institu- 
tions for implementation of section 41 of the 
Official Languages Act. This document was 
tabled in Parliament in the spring of 1996 by 
the Minister of Canadian Heritage. 


e Consultations. Organization, in the fall 
of 1995, in each province and territory, of 
consultations that enabled the Department of 
Canadian Heritage and the key federal 
departments and agencies to produce a 
second action plan for the implementation of 
section 41 of the Act. 


e Awareness and action. Hiring of a con- 
tract employee to support the Department in 
implementing an awareness and action plan 
with federal departments and agencies and 
the Francophone community in Alberta. 


e Steering committee on Francophone 
affairs. Creation, in Newfoundland, of a 
committee consisting of federal employees 
and members of the community, with the 


participation of the province, to coordinate 


government support for the community's 
activities. 


e Steering committee on interdepartmental 
coordination in Ontario. Creation of an 
Ontario committee whose aim is to optimize 
the potential for interdepartmental coordina- 
tion through partnership. 


e Planning. The Department's office in New 
Brunswick developed a work plan on inter- 
departmental coordination which identifies a 
procedure to follow to speed up the imple- 
mentation of section 41 by federal depart- 
ments and agencies and better meet the 
particular needs of the community. 


There can be no doubt that the Department of 
Canadian Heritage plays a key role in enhanc- 
ing the vitality and supporting the develop- 
ment of Canada's English and French linguis- 
tic minority communities. The action plan pre- 
pared by the Department for fiscal year 
1995-96 resulted in many accomplishments. 
A summary of them is found below, with 
the emphasis on projects carried out in part- 


nership with one or more other federal depart- 
ments and, in some cases, with provincial 
governments. 


e Infrastructures. Support provided by the 
Department for carrying out such projects as 
construction of the School of Electrical 
Engineering of the Université de Moncton, 
with the participation of Human Resources 
Development Canada, and the creation of the 
Centre de thédtre francophone d'Ottawa, 
through an agreement with the National Arts 
Centre.

Financial support from the Department of

e Management training. Financial sup- 
port from Human Resources Development 
Canada for the Yukon's French-speaking 
community to enable 23 participants to 
receive training in business management and 
creation through the Business Development 
Bank of Canada. 


e National Film Board's film collection. 
Implementation of the agreement with the 
National Film Board concerning the transfer 
of its film collection to the Centre culturel 
francophone de Vancouver. Technical sup- 
port from the Department of Canadian 
Heritage. 


Tourism. Support from the Department of 
Canadian Heritage and the Federal Office of 
Regional Development (Quebec) to the 
Coasters’ Association, which is made up of 
15 villages on the Lower North Shore, for 
holding a conference (March 8-10, 1996) on 
the future of tourism in this region in 
extreme eastern Quebec.

Conclusion of an 
agreement between the Department's Nova 
Scotia office and Status of Women Canada to 
ensure the provision of service in French to 
the province's French-speaking women, 
thanks to the loan of an official languages 
program officer.

Holding of 
the first French-language educational tech- 
nologies fair in the West, in Regina, thanks 
to support from Industry Canada. 


Jobs. Creation of a job offers service for 
Francophones in Saskatchewan thanks to the 
cooperation of the CBC, Human Resources 
Development Canada and the Association 
culturelle franco-canadienne de _ la 
Saskatchewan. The activity takes the form of 
a report broadcast Mondays to Fridays on 
the CBC under the title La téte de l'emploi. 


Research. Conducting of research that 
enabled the Association canadienne- 
francaise de l'Alberta to make an inventory 


of health services provided in French in the 
province, to identify those services needed 
by the population and to create a data bank 
containing contact information on persons 
working in this field in Alberta. Technical 
support from the Department of Canadian 
Heritage and funding from Health Canada. 


The reader will find in this report all the infor- 
mation he or she needs about the Department's 
many other projects to promote the develop- 
ment of the official-language minority com- 
munities. The reader can also refer to the status 
report of the Department of Canadian 
Heritage, which is found in the supplement to 
this report. 


Consultatior 


In 1994, the Department of Canadian Heritage 
set about substantially altering the relationship 
it had maintained for almost 25 years with 
Canada's official-language minority communi- 
ties. At a time when the funds required to 
respond directly to these communities’ needs 
were becoming increasingly scarce, it was 
imperative that the Department find the means 
to intervene more efficiently than ever before. 


By opting for the Canada-community agree- 
ments, the Department of Canadian Heritage, 


national Francophone organizations and the 
official-language minority communities in 
each province and territory have changed the 
way they manage their relationship. All of the 
agreements have now been signed (for further 
details, see "On the Regional Scene" in the 
"Highlights" section). Already, this new 
approach has taken hold, and a good many of 
the objectives established at the outset of the 
exercise are well on their way to being 
achieved. 


One of the objectives of the Canada-community 
agreements is to foster greater coordination 
among the key players in each community. 
Everywhere, structures are now in place to 
enable groups to come together in order to dis- 
cuss their directions, priorities and available 
resources. In some cases, the dynamic inside the 
community has been significantly altered; in 
others, changes have been made to improve 
the quality of the exchanges. In every case, 
however, simply sitting down at the same table 
has enabled the various stakeholders to gain a 
better understanding of one another. 


e In New Brunswick, the agreement facilitated 

: the process of reflection 
that was under way on the 
interrelationships and 
necessary links among 
the various groups and 
associations.

e In Manitoba, the consensus is that this 
strategy of coordination has made it possible 
to strengthen community integration, bring 
local community organizations closer 
together, streamline the allocation of 
resources and enhance cooperation among 
organizations. 


e In Quebec, the organizations feel that the 
agreement has brought them closer together 
and that they are now cooperating more 
effectively and addressing issues from a 
broader perspective. Increased planning 
efficiency has enabled them to launch joint 
projects. 


Identification of Development Priorities _ 


The idea of coordination lies at the heart of 
another of the agreements’ objectives: to pro- 
mote community self-management. What this 
boils down to is helping key players in the 
community develop and present an orderly 
vision of the community's needs, reach con- 
sensus on its development priorities, and then 
make decisions together concerning allocation 
of the funds required to act on these priorities. 
Only a few months after adopting this new 
approach, the Department and the communi- 
ties have already observed that funds are being 
allocated in a more strategic, targeted manner. 


e In Newfoundland, the community feels that 
it now has a far more prominent role in 
determining its directions and priorities. 
Today, the community has a much more 
hands-on approach to choosing its priorities 
and co-managing its resources. 


@ In British Columbia, the agreement was con- 
cluded following a provincial exercise 
involving all the communities, which 
enabled them to establish an overall devel- 
opment plan. 


@ In the Northwest Territories, the community 
is satisfied that a transparent prioritization 
and project selection process has been put in 
place. 


Since it is centred more on the communities’ 
development priorities, funding provided 
under the Canada-community agreements will 
increasingly be earmarked for specific projects 
producing concrete impacts. Undoubtedly, this 
will be one of the most significant results of 
the Department's new relationship with the 
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official-language minority communities. Now 
that new funding allocation mechanisms are in 
place, the trend should grow over time, as the 
agreements evolve. 


Lastly, the Canada-community agreement for- 
mula will enable the organizations to stabilize 
their funding, as it guarantees them funds over 
a period of four years, on average. That said, a 
number of communities have already set their 
sights on financial independence by diversify- 
ing their funding sources. While continuing to 
support their efforts in this regard, the 
Department plans to pursue its agenda in terms 
of interdepartmental coordination, which 
remains — in the eyes of the communities — a 
key factor in reducing their dependence on 
direct support from the Department of 
Canadian Heritage. 


_| Since March 31, 1996 


Aside from renewing the Official Languages in 
i Education Program, scheduled to run until March 
; 1998, the Department has carried out a variety of 
studies examining the reform of its main official 
| languages support programs. One such study, 
[ focusing on the Canada-community agreement 
: formula as a means of providing this support, 
| sought an overview of how the mechanisms put 
( i in place are operating. The study confirmed that 
i the process is well under way and will soon make 
a it possible to achieve the objectives of increased 
| coordination within the communities and greater 
‘| cohesiveness in terms of local activities. It also 
_| presented recommendations for optimizing fund- 
ing allocation, funding diversification and fol- 


| low-up on the Canada-community agreements. 


)) In Alberta we have 
many different 
activities! 
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One of the chief goals of the Department of 
Canadian Heritage is to promote a funda- 
mental component of our country's national 
identity — linguistic duality. The Department is 
becoming increasingly visible to Canadians, 
whether by its presence at various exhibits and 
national or international events, its participa- 
tion in initiatives involving schools, its funding 
of the voluntary sector, or by establishing its 
own site on the World Wide Web. To convey its 
message to a larger audience than ever before, 
a key part of the Department's promotional 
strategy is to establish partnerships with 
organizations working in various areas such as 
education, tourism, sports and culture. 


The activities in this section have been subdi- 
vided into four categories: those of national 
scope, promotional activities in the regions, 
those of international interest, and those relat- 
ing to the production of publications and pro- 
motional materials. The newly developed 
official languages site on the Internet, which 
provides a powerful communication tool for 
the Department in its dealings both nationally 
and internationally, is presented in detail in the 


section entitled "Information Highway" (under 
"Key Issues"). Some of the key activities for 
1995-96 are described below. 


Since March 31, 1996 


On April 12, 1996, the Minister of Canadian 
Heritage announced the Department's participa- 
tion in the Young Canada Works program. The 
Department joined forces with Human 
Resources Development Canada and three other 
_| federal departments to work on youth job cre- 
‘| ation as part of the Federal Jobs Strategy. Four 
sectors of the Department, including the Official 
Languages Support Programs, worked together 
_| on this program, which had the objective of cre- 
_| ating 2,000 jobs for young Canadians. 


Young Canada Works in Both Official 

Languages, the official languages component of 

the program, was implemented with the assis- 

tance of coordinating partners in all regions of 
| the country. Key objectives were the develop- 
‘| ment of the linguistic capacity of young 

Canadians and the economic development of the 
| official-language minority communities. 


Again, the 1996 Write it up! con- 
test was a resounding success! 
With the invaluable help of 
Canadian Parents for French, 
the Canadian Association of 
Immersion Teachers, the 
Canadian Association of Second 
Language Teachers, the Society 
for Educational Visits and 
Exchanges in Canada, and the 
Société pour la promotion de 


francais en 
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RSS si 


l'enseignement de l'anglais langue seconde au 
Québec, the Department of Canadian Heritage 
oversaw the fourth annual writing contest for 
students ages 10-13. 


This year's contest asked students across 
Canada to design a brochure describing 
French and English activities in their area; the 
theme was "English and French All Around 
Me". The 2,000 brochures received were 
extraordinary! Many entries were very 
detailed and extremely well designed, giving 
insights about local and regional points of

interest, festivals and events in the French and 
English communities of Canada. 


Once again, 100 prizes were awarded to win- 
ners. The four first-prize winners came from 
Quebec, Ontario (2) and Manitoba. All contest 
participants received letters thanking them for 
their participation. The brochures gathered 
from this year's contest will appear in various 
publicity documents of the Department of 
Canadian Heritage (including its Web site) as 
well as those of our partner associations. 
Another contest is planned for 1997. 


The Dictée P.G.L., an initiative of the 
Fondation Paul Gérin-Lajoie dating back six 
years, involves a series of activities taking 
place from November to May. It enables chil- 
dren from French elementary and immersion 
schools to improve their knowledge of French 
in interesting and enjoyable ways, encourages 
awareness of environmental issues, and pro- 
motes sharing and solidarity with children 
from Third World countries. One of the activi- 
ties is a French dictation contest bringing 
together young people from Canada, Louisiana 
and Senegal, culminating in a televised finale 
in May. Thanks to the Department's contribu- 
tion, 127,000 students (including 6,349 in the 
"immersion" category) from 904 Canadian 
schools took part in the contest. Brochures 
were published in English to promote the con- 
test among the English-speaking majority. 


Dictée des Amériques _ 


The Department took part in the third annual 
Dictée des Amériques, a highly successful 
international French dictation competition 
which helps promote proper usage of the 
French language and contributes to the influ- 
ence of French on the world scene. 


The finals of the Dictée des Amériques, held 
March 30, 1996 in the Salon Rouge of 
Quebec's National Assembly, were televised 
by Radio-Québec and TFO and rebroadcast 
by Canada-TV5, Europe-Afrique-Asie-TV5, 
Amérique latine-TV5 and Etats-Unis-TV-5. 


Taking part in the competition were some 
55,000 contestants from Canada, the United 
States, Europe, Africa and Latin America. The 
104 finalists represented 11 countries. Of the 
five grand champions, three were Canadians — 
from Quebec, the Northwest Territories and 
British Columbia; the other two came from 
Belgium and France. Once again, Héléne 
Cormier of the Official Languages Support 
Programs Branch was one of the judges. 


The Théatre du Gros Mécano performs quality 
theatre for young people 6 to 12 years of age, 
in both English and French, in schools across 
Canada.

The event, which took place this 
- year during the week of March 20 
to 26, is coordinated by the 
Association canadienne d'éduca- 
tion de langue francaise, with 
several well-known persons act- 
ing as honorary patrons. The 
Semaine is a celebration of 
Canada's Francophonie, an 
opportunity to discover a culture 
and a language which have marked our coun- 
try's history, to showcase the talents, special 
features and diversity of the Francophone 
experience in Canada, and to see a reflection of 
our identity. It is a chance to promote the 
growth, use and development of the French 
language, to provide Francophones with more 
opportunities to express themselves and live in 
French and to build bridges between French 
speakers of all origins and all those who love 
the French language. In 1996, the theme of the 
Semaine was "Francophonie and Cultural 
Identity". 


The Minister of Canadian Heritage invited her 
Cabinet colleagues to take part in activities 
organized by their respective departments, and 
materials designed to promote the Semaine 
were distributed throughout Canada's Public 
Service and in agencies reporting to the 
Department of Canadian Heritage. 


On March 20, an official ceremony was held 
on Parliament Hill to mark the Journée 
internationale de la Francophonie. In atten- 
dance were the Minister of Foreign Affairs, the 
Speakers of the House of Commons and the 
Senate, the Minister of Canadian Heritage and 
several other federal ministers. During the 
ceremony, Canadian and __ international 
Francophone awards were presented in the 
fields of education, informatics and literacy.

On May 5, 1995, Ottawa hosted a colloquium 
entitled Official Languages and the Economy: 
New Canadian Perspectives. Organized by the 
Department of Canadian Heritage, this gather- 
ing enabled participants to hear from a dozen 
specialists from the public sector, the academ- 
ic community and the private sector. The 
theme of the colloquium was explored from a 
variety of angles, including historical consider- 
ations, political and social viewpoints and the 
economic perspective.

The major issues surrounding linguistic duali- 
ty were raised. What are the costs of Canada's 
bilingualism policy and what are the benefits? 
Which regions profit from it financially? How 
can Canada ensure the development of its 
linguistic minorities? Under what conditions 
can bilingualism become a positive economic 
factor and contribute to the independence of 
the communities, industrial development, and 
the economic growth of businesses and the 
regions? 
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The following main themes were explored: 


e Commercial aspect of bilingualism: In a 
world where trade and competition are 
extremely important, learning a second 
language — both individually and collectively 
— is looked on as an economic "plus". 


e@ Language training and commercialization: 
There is a certain dynamic that is set in 
motion by linguistic duality. From a business 
point of view, Canadians must learn to make 
better use of their bilingualism. Over the 
years, Canada has acquired exceptional 
expertise in the field of language instruction. 
This can be marketed internationally. 


e New orientations and gains: Major political 
upheaval, international trade agreements, 
new partnerships, the emergence of the new 
Europe, new technologies, the changing face 
of competition and the birth of the informa- 
tion highway are among the factors that have 
given the world's major languages new 
importance. English and French are two such 
languages. Canada must take advantage of 
this fortuitous situation. 


ith the Voluntary 


Hundreds of voluntary organizations across 
Canada are involved in promoting the use of 
both official languages in order to more effec- 
tively communicate with their members and 
the general public. To assist with the expenses 
relating to the provision of bilingual services, 
the Department of Canadian Heritage provides 
grants to these organizations to cover up to half 
the cost of translation and interpretation ser- 
vices at meetings, conferences and other 
important gatherings. Also considered for 
these grants are official languages develop- 
ment projects that enable organizations to 
acquire the means to provide services in both 
official languages. 
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Some 120 associations were funded during 
1995-96 to hold events in Canada involving the 
use of both official languages. As well, the 
Department was able to continue to assist 50 
groups wishing to establish permanent official- 
language services within their organizations. 
e We are thankful for the funding 
provided through this program 
which has allowed us to provide vital 
services to Canadians in both official 
languages. MediaWatch's special pro- 
Jects which are now available in both 
French and English have also served to 
increase Canada's profile internationally 


as a leader in the field of media analysis 
and media literacy.”

Canadian Parents for French undertook a 
national awareness campaign to inform 
Canadians of the benefits of second-language 
learning. The campaign included several 
major elements. 


e A national opinion poll was conducted that 
showed that 75 per cent of Canadians con- 
sider second-language learning an important 
part of a good education. 


e The results of the poll and campaign mes- 
sages were delivered to all major Canadian 
media and supplemented by a media and 
speaking tour by the association's president 
and vice-president. 


e Eighty-five local chapters participated in the 
campaign, produced various products and 
held a variety of events across the country. 


e A 14-minute video entitled Proud of 
Two Languages was produced, high- 
lighting success stories of French- 
as-a-second-language _ graduates. 
Nearly 650 copies of this video have 
been produced and distributed to 
schools, school boards, educators, 
participating local chapters of 
Canadian Parents for French and 
educational television networks. 


Two very successful national programs - the 
Summer Language Bursary Program and the 
Official-Language Monitor Program - provide 
Canadians with the opportunity to learn their 
second official language or, in the case of 
Francophone minorities, to perfect their 
mother tongue. They are administered by the 
provincial and territorial departments of 
education in conjunction with the Council of 
Ministers of Education, Canada. These pro- 
grams are so popular that, year after year, the 
number of applications greatly exceeds the 
funding available. 


e In 1995-96, the Summer Language Bursary 
Program enabled some 6,460 young people 
to take five-week immersion courses at 40 
colleges and universities throughout Canada. 
Of the total number of bursaries awarded, 
173 went to Francophones outside Quebec 
who participated in the bursary program in 
Trois-Riviéres and Jonquiére (Quebec) and 
in Moncton (New Brunswick). The bursary 
recipients take part in a very structured edu- 
cational experience and, after class hours, 
participate in numerous cultural activities. 
They are housed in university or college res- 
idences or in private homes, which ensures 
that their learning experience remains inten- 
sive over the entire five-week period. 


e Separate bursaries are awarded under the 
Official-Language Monitor Program to those 
post-secondary students who wish to work 
as minority- or second-language monitors on 
a part-time basis. An additional full-time 
component of the program allows monitors 
to work in rural or semi-urban communities. 
In 1995-96, there were close to 940 partici- 
pants in the program. 


e Monitors are placed in educational institu- 
tions for a period of eight months in the case 
of part-time monitors, and nine months for 
full-time moni-

Heritage and the Chair of the Council of Ministers 


of Education, Canada, signed two agreements for 
the renewal, in 1997-98, of the Summer Language 
Bursary and Official-Language Monitor Programs. 
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Administration of Justice | 


The projects that were carried out helped 
improve the administration of justice in both 
official languages, promoted the use of the 
minority official language in the practice of 
law, encouraged the creation of works and 
tools dealing with common law in French and 
with civil law in English, and helped stabilize 
legal vocabulary.

The four centres for legal translation in Canada 
(see box) continued performing their transla- 
tion and terminology work and developing and 
dispensing language-oriented legal upgrading 
courses. 
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With a view to publishing the third edition 
of the English and French versions of the 
Private Law Dictionary, the Quebec Research 
Centre for Private & Comparative Law of 
McGill University continued in 1995-96 to 
update the Dictionary's definitions in light of 
Quebec's new Civil Code. The University of 
Ottawa's Centre for Legal Translation and 
Documentation updated the Guide du 
praticien, and the Centre de traduction et de 
terminologie juridiques of the Université de 
Moncton developed an electronic version of 
the Juridictionnaire, a collection detailing the 
difficulties and resources associated with legal 
French. In terms of training, the Jnstitut 
Joseph-Dubuc used a new formula to offer its 
courses in legal French: mock criminal trials. 


In addition, an agreement was concluded 
between the departments of Justice and 
Canadian Heritage to enable the six provincial 
associations of French-speaking common law 
jurists and their umbrella federation to contin- 
ue to play an essential role in promoting bilin- 
gualism and bijuralism and to continue to con- 
tribute to the development of their respective 
communities. 


The Department has been active in all the 
provinces and territories promoting the bene- 
fits of linguistic duality for Canada. The 
regional staff, in conjunction with provincial 
official-language minority associations and 
national organizations such as Canadian 
Parents for French, organized and participated 
in a variety of activities and events in 1995-96, 
showing that knowledge of both of Canada's 
official languages can be an economic asset to 
Canadians and, at the same time, add another 
dimension to their lives by exposing them to a 
culture and language other than the one they 
grew up with. Here is a sample of what went 
on in the regions during the past year. 


e Newfoundland's Francophone community 
became film stars this year with the release 
of the French version of a video documen- 
tary entitled Ca vient du t'choeur — 
voyage dans la communauté franco-terre- 
neuvienne, depicting the Francophone popu- 
lation of the Port-au-Port Peninsula on the 
province's west coast. The production was 
made possible by cooperation between the 
Fédération des francophones de Terre- 
Neuve et du Labrador and the Department of 
Canadian Heritage, and received support 
under the Canada-Newfoundland coopera- 
tion agreement on cultural industries. 


e@ The Semaine provinciale de la Francophonie 
has become an annual event in Prince 
Edward Island. Various activities were orga- 
nized to promote and publicize Acadian and 
Francophone culture to all Prince Edward 
Island. citizens. The Semaine has gone a 
long way in helping bring the province's two 
language communities closer together. The 
event was organized mainly by the education 
sector, provincial employees and_ the 
Acadian/Francophone community, but, for 
the first time, the private sector also 
contributed. 


e In cooperation with the provincial govern- 
ment and the Acadian community, the 
Nova Scotia provincial office organized a 
closing ceremony for the Semaine de la 
Francophonie, held in the legislative assem- 
bly on March 26, 1996. A hundred or so peo- 
ple took part, including representatives of 
Canadian Parents for French, the Alliance 
francaise, various provincial departments 
and community organizations. Speeches 
were delivered by such notables as the 
Premier of Nova Scotia, the Minister respon- 
sible for Acadian Affairs, a representative of 
the Fédération acadienne de la Nouvelle- 
Ecosse and various federal MPs. The event 
encouraged rapprochement between the two 
official-language communities and helped 
promote Acadian language and culture in 
Nova Scotia.

e Festival Antigonish Summer Theatre in 
Nova Scotia set up two sessions of French 
Immersion Drama Workshops, one designed 
for junior high school students and one for 
seniors. By improvising scenes and studying 
French-Canadian plays, the workshops offer, 
to both French- and English-speaking 
students who are studying in French, ways 
to practice and improve their French and 
to familiarize themselves with the French 
culture.

e The 


Architects Association of New 
Brunswick equipped itself with a series of 
tools and structures which will enable it to 
offer its members and the general public 
services in both official languages. 


In connection with the Semaine nationale de 
la Francophonie, the New Brunswick 
provincial office of Canadian Heritage, 
together with the Moncton chapter of the 
Institute of Public Administration of Canada 
and the Atlantic office of the Commissioner 
of Official Languages, organized a training 
and ideas workshop for all the province's 
federal employees. The workshop dealt with 
the use of the French language in the federal 
Public Service in New Brunswick. Dr. Victor 
Goldbloom, Commissioner of Official 
Languages, gave the opening address. The 
workshop enabled participants to identify 
obstacles preventing them from working in 
their language of choice and to suggest ways 
of eliminating these obstacles. 


To enhance understanding of Quebec's 
English-speaking minority and Canada's lin- 
guistic duality, Alliance Quebec devised a 
wide range of activities both to sensitize 
Anglophones residing outside Quebec (out- 
reach through representations to municipali- 
ties in the other provinces) and encourage 
rapprochement between the English- and 
French-speaking communities (grassroots 
exchanges such as Town Hall meetings). 


A publicity campaign was undertaken by 
Montreal's Theatre 1774 to promote its bilin- 
gual play Céleste. Excerpts of the produc- 
tion were shown to thousands of students in 
their schools with draws for free tickets to 
encourage attendance at the theatre. 
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e The Ontario and Quebec regional offices of 


Canadian Heritage undertook a twinning 
initiative, matching up their respective Parks 
components. Thus, each fort, historic site, 
park and canal in one region was twinned 
with a sister entity in the other, enabling the 
regions to enhance the links between 
employees and to carry out promotional 
activities aimed at visitors. 


For the first time, the Official Languages 
Support Programs Branch participated in the 
1995 Canada Day festivities in Ottawa. The 
Branch presented the "Maple Leaf Garden" 
where passers-by were asked to write a 
birthday message to Canada in French or in 
English on a maple leaf and tack it on a large 
red wall in the "Canada Main Street" exhibit 
area. Some 8,000 maple leaves produced an 
impressive mural showing a variety of inter- 
esting messages by the end of the day.

e Under the Canada-Manitoba agreement on 


services in French, a project was carried out 
to promote the Franco-Manitoban communi- 
ty, entitled Manitoba's Francophone 
Community: at the Heart of North America. 
The project includes two videos, one in 
English and the other in French, as well as a

bilingual kit on the Franco- 
Manitoban community. This pro- 
motional tool was developed to 
promote Manitoba's Francophone 
community on the national 
and international stage. The 
video describes the province's 
Francophone institutions and 
shows an active, vibrant communi- 
ty, particularly in the areas of com- 
munications, economic activity, 
heritage, culture and education. 


e The Saskatchewan Chapter of Canadian 
Parents for French hosted the association's 
19th Annual National Conference from 
October 26 to 28, 1995 in Saskatoon with 
150 delegates attending. The theme of the 
conference was Bilingual Youth: Bridge 
Builders. For the first time, youth delegates 
were included as part of the conference. 
Thirty-five young people attended plenary 
sessions leading to discussions between the 
association and the youth delegates. 


e Canadian Parents for French, in cooperation 
with the Alberta Department of Education, 
published a guide for parents of French 
immersion students called Yes You Can Help. 
This book was well received by parents who 
had requested such a tool. 


e The Association des juristes d'expression 
francaise de l'Alberta francized the very 
popular English-language Court House 
Education Program of the Calgary Bar 
Association. It is administered by a bilingual 
group composed of representatives of the 
Calgary Bar Association, the Association des 
juristes, the local French-speaking commu- 
nity, the federal judiciary, and Calgary's pub- 
lic and separate school boards. This self- 
financed program, incorporated into school 
curricula, aims to raise young people's 
awareness of Canada's court system and, in 
particular, of the Court of Queen's Bench. 


An information day was held at Vancouver's 
Sinclair Centre as part of the Semaine 
nationale de la Francophonie. Eleven 
federal departments and six Francophone 
organizations set up booths. On March 15, 
1996, the Department of Canadian Heritage 
organized a breakfast at Studio 16 in the 
Maison de la Francophonie, where some 
50 individuals gathered to celebrate the 
French fact in British Columbia. 


The British Columbia Chapter of Canadian 
Parents for French celebrated the Semaine de 
l'immersion in February. Carnivals, film 
festivals, folk dances and visits to schools 
by authors and comedians were organized 
for the occasion. 


The Association franco-yukonnaise was very 
involved in activities staged by the majority 
community. For example, it took an active 
part in the Canada Day celebrations, which 
included artists from different cultures to 
give an accurate reflection of Canadian real- 
ity. It also arranged for Francophone artists 
from the Yukon and elsewhere to participate 
in major cultural events, such as the Dawson 
Music Festival and the Frostbite Festival. 
The visit to the sugar bush organized by the 
Association, which took place during the 
famed annual winter carnival, the Sourdough 
Rendez-vous, proved to be a very popular 
event. 


The public speaking competition staged in 
Yellowknife in February 1996 by Canadian 
Parents for French was a big success. The 
three winners were invited to take part in a 
French immersion program at the Terry Fox 
Centre in Ottawa. Also, in the Dictée des 
Amériques competition, a 13-year-old 
Yellowknife immersion student, Alana 
Demko, won top honours in the internation- 
al division, junior category.

e e The flow of ideas 

around the world pro- 
motes positive change within 
countries. As we adjust old 
partnerships and build new 
ones, the world becomes a more 
integrated community of 
nations. [...]

Obadia, professor at Simon Fraser 
University, attended a workshop in Spain in 
September 1995 on the ongoing training of 
foreign-language teachers at the primary 
level. These forums provided opportunities 
for Canadian experts to exchange views and 
present the Canadian perspective. 


The Official Languages Support Programs 
Branch participated in the orientation and 
planning sessions of both the Modern 
Languages Project Group and the new 
European Centre for Modern Languages in 
Graz, Austria. The long-term involvement of 
the Canadian government in projects relating 
to language learning is viewed by our 
European counterparts as a key contribution 
to the success of initiatives in this area. 
Consideration is being given to a different 
type of involvement to assist the Centre in 
Graz to achieve its goals. The partnership 
already established by the Centre with east- 
ern European countries is of particular inter- 
est to the Branch.

Export of Canadian Products 


Studies have been conducted to identify the 
key players in the export of Canadian prod- 
ucts relating to the teaching of second lan- 
guages (e.g. courses, linguistic exchanges 
and teaching products). A sound knowledge 
of Canadian industry is essential to best 
determine the role that the Department of 
Canadian Heritage can play in order to assist 
this industry to develop new export markets. 
Market studies conducted by the Department 
of External Affairs and International Trade 
have shown that foreigners perceive Canada 
as a destination of choice for educational 
travel. Support for industry efforts to devel- 
op this specific market should result in an 
increase in revenues for this sector. 


By increasing awareness of Canadian exper- 
tise in areas relating to second-language 
learning, the Department intends to promote 
the positive impact of Canada's bilingualism. 
The Branch is looking at ways to facilitate 
the circulation of information on the prod- 
ucts and services available in Canada as well 
as to establish strategic alliances between 
private and public institutions involved in 
this sector of activity.

4. Publications and Promotional Mate 


A new research series, New Canadian 
Perspectives, was launched in 1996 to pub- 
lish a variety of research in the area of offi- 
cial languages. The fields of research identi- 
fied as priorities are: the development of the 
official-language minority communities in 
the educational, economic and cultural sec- 
tors; relations among Francophones in 
Canada; and the economic dimension of 
official languages. 


In the spring of 1996, the Department of 
Canadian Heritage published the first 
research paper to appear in the new series, 
Francophones in Canada: A Community of 
Interests, written by René Guindon and 
Pierre Poulin. This paper examines the many 
ties that bind Canada's Francophone com- 
munities. Be they family links, links created 
by travel, shared cultural products or other 
associative or economic links, little had been 
done to this point in the way of exploring the 
myriad relations among Francophones in 
Canada. The perspective advanced in the 
paper is in marked contrast to recent 
approaches centred on an examination of 


these communities as isolated entities. The 
paper also highlights the many areas in 
which exchanges between Francophones 
from Quebec and those from Canada's other 
regions are mutually beneficial. 


Subsequently, the Department published the 
second research paper to appear in the new 
series, Status Report: Minority-Language 
Educational Rights, written by Jean-Charles 
Ducharme. This. paper offers a Canada-wide 
overview of the changes and current situa- 
tion involving the implementation of section 
23 of the Canadian Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms. It is a concise, accessible assess- 
ment of the legislation in effect in each of 
Canada's provinces and territories.

In an effort to promote the Official Languages 
Support Programs Branch's web site, demons- 
trations of the site were given at a variety of 
promotional events, including the Salon 
national de I'Education, the Multi-media 
International Market, and the International 
Symposium on Second Languages. In 1996, 
promotional activities will include the annual 
general meeting of the Canadian Association 
of Second Language Teachers, the Salon de 
l'éducation et de la formation professionnelle 
et technique, and the general meeting of the 
Société pour la promotion de l'enseignement 
de l'anglais langue seconde au Québec. 


This one-day forum, held on June 14, 1995 in 
Hull, Quebec, was organized by the Official 
Languages Support Programs Branch to enable 
the main stakeholders — representatives of the 
official-language minority communities, the 
federal and provincial governments, the educa- 
tion sector and voluntary agencies — to meet 
and exchange ideas on new technological 
applications in their respective areas. 
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e The Official Languages Support Programs 
Branch focused on how the communities can 


use the information highway to fulfil their 
aspirations. 


e The various stakeholders expressed similar 
concerns. The communities must: break out 
of their isolation and compensate for their low 
demographic weight and lack of resources; 
broaden access to new technologies (link up 
individuals and groups to existing networks, 
reduce the costs of implementation and 
use, disseminate information on available 
technologies and resources); provide future 
users with adequate training; and develop 
French-language software and content.

e The extent to which the participants make 
use of the information highway and new 
technologies differs widely. Their techno- 
logical achievements include SchoolNet, the 
Village électronique, the Collége de l'Acadie 
and the presence on the World Wide Web of 
the Fédération culturelle canadienne- 
francaise. 


e By encouraging the creation of strategic 
alliances among the main stakeholders, the 
session enabled the participants to immedi- 


Well-Connected C 


The 1995-1996 year was a very busy one for 
the information highway in Canada. This new 
technology offers visibility and communica- 
tions at a lower cost than that of print and tele- 
phone advertising. It enables isolated commu- 
nities to gain a window on the world, make 
themselves known and access information 
quickly and efficiently. New markets are open- 
ing up, new clienteles are joining the rush and 
traffic on the information highway is on the 
increase. Over the past year, the Internet has 
grown by leaps and bounds. 


The Organizations 


Against this backdrop, organizations repre- 
senting the official-language minority commu- 
nities were quick to recognize the benefits of 
setting up shop on the information highway. 
They developed Internet sites right away, 
despite the fact that this new technology was 
more or less foreign to associations at the 
beginning of 1995. 


ein September 1995, the Information 
Highway Advisory Council released its 
report entitled: Connection, Community, 
Content: the Challenge of the Information 
Highway. The report indicated that French- 
language content was deficient and that 
measures were needed to stimulate the cre- 
ation and production of new content. The 
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ately identify how to get the most out of the 
structures currently in place so as to benefit 
right away from the advantages of the infor- 
mation highway. 


The Department of Canadian Heritage is 
examining, in cooperation with its partners, 
ways of encouraging a variety of specific 
activities and courses of action. The following 
section outlines various activities that are 
already under way. 


Government of Canada responded in a paper 
entitled: Building the Information Society: 
Moving Canada into the 21°' Century. The 
Department of Canadian Heritage is com- 
mitted to developing a strategy on Canadian 
cultural content in order to, among other 
things, encourage a sustained dialogue on 
culture in Canada. 


@ The lack of a French presence led official- 
language minority organizations to take 
their place on the Internet. The Comité cana- 
dien francophone sur l'inforoute was creat- 
ed. This umbrella group for national official- 
language minority organizations developed 
a concerted Internet appropriation approach 
centred on eight strategic themes. The com- 
mittee was coordinated by the Fédération 
culturelle canadienne-francaise. 


e The national organizations identified this 
activity as a priority, and funds from the 
agreement between Canada and the national 
organizations were set aside for projects that 
would give Francophone communities 
greater visibility on the Internet. 


e The Fédération des communautés franco- 
phones et acadienne du Canada developed a 
Francophonie site and is leasing a server for 
that purpose. The Fédération site includes a 
list of associations, a communication centre 


with a list of news groups and classified ads 
inviting visitors to answer messages. The 
toolbox makes available to users a series of 
software and shareware in French, such as 
Netscape and Qualcomm (Eudora), enabling 
them to navigate the Internet. The Francité 


search engine is also available. The electron-. 


ic mail and Internet service provider address 
book contains several different sections: 
individuals, government institutions, 
Francophone organizations and businesses. 
The category Chroniques Hey has more than 
40 subscribers. The Chroniques are virtual 
interviews with individuals or companies 
doing innovative work on the Internet. 
Lastly, a section was set up to offer hyper- 
links to other organizations representing 
Canada's Francophonie. The Fédération sent 
Canadian Francophone groups an offer of 
services for the creation of Internet sites. 
Several organizations, including all the 
members of the Fédération, now have their 
own site. A consultant offers groups techni- 
cal assistance and provides training to 
Francophone national organizations. 


e The Fédération culturelle canadienne- 
francaise is setting up an Internet site for 
each national, provincial and even local cul- 
tural organization on the server of the Village 
électronique, with which it signed a memo- 
randum of understanding. It developed a 
French-Canadian arts centre, where already 
almost 100 singers and musicians are pro- 
moting their products. Each entry gives a 
description of the CD or the artist, allows 
users to sample an audio demo and indicates 
where the product can be purchased. A vue 
d'oeil, a magazine available exclusively on 
the Internet, was launched in the spring. 


In addition, the Fédération offered training 
and advice to other Francophone organiza- 
tions wishing to be connected to the Internet. 
The Fédération culturelle, with the aim of 
becoming self-funding, also launched a 
company called Concept Art, which offers 
Internet site design services. 


The Alliance des radios communautaires 
hooked up its 16 community radio stations to 
the Internet, providing them with fast access 
to a host of information of interest to the 
local communities they serve. Also, 
Francophones within the community, while 
performing volunteer work for their commu- 
nity radio station, can use the computer and 
"surf the Net". A site was developed with 
such headings as Nouvelles, Palmarés and 
Ephémérides. Public affairs records and 
local news are available. Sites were created 
for each radio station, and these stations will 
add information to make the sites truly their 
own. The Firstclass electronic bulletin board 
will facilitate exchanges, document trans- 
mission and access to thematic conferences. 
The Alliance is in the process of setting up a 
news service on the Internet. 


The Association canadienne d'éducation de 
langue francaise opened a site on the 
Internet to inform the public about its pro- 
grams and activities. In the future, the 
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Association hopes that the 
information highway will help 
establish links among educa- 
tors in all provinces and terri- 
tories.

e In the Atlantic region, the Centre interna-

@ In the spring of 1996, the Fédération cana- 
dienne pour lalphabétisation en francais 
gave its members a training workshop to 
encourage them to navigate on the Internet to 
obtain a variety of information and to even- 
tually use electronic mail as a means of 
internal communication within their organi- 
zations. 


Most newspapers belonging to the 
Association de la presse francophone are 
connected to the information highway. Each 
member publisher has the necessary equip- 
ment to access the information network. The 
Association and several other newspapers 
have an Internet site, facilitating the 
exchange of information. One of the advan- 
tages of being on the network is that it allows 
access to the news service. Advertisements 
will soon be sent by this means. 


The Francophone minority communities 
played a strategic role by participating in 
committees on the information highway. A 
representative of the Fédération culturelle 
canadienne-francaise sat on the Community 
Access Program's national selection com- 
mittee for their 1995 tenders. The Program 
provides rural communities with Internet 
access. A representative of the Association 
canadienne d'éducation de langue francaise 
is also a member of the SchoolNet national 
advisory committee and of that committee's 
working group on the Francophonie. The 
Official Languages Support Programs 
Branch also participates in the working 


group.

e The Centre Assomption de recherche et de 


développement en entreprenariat of the 
Université de Moncton and the Conseil 
économique du Nouveau-Brunswick orga- 
nized a forum on the theme L'inforoute - 
francophonie et occasions d'affaires in the 
spring of 1996. Stakeholders from the pri- 
vate, educational, cultural and finance sec- 
tors participated in the forum, which was 
aimed at informing Francophone business, 
academic, community and cultural groups in 
New Brunswick of the possibilities and chal- 
lenges posed by the information highway. 
Companies such as NBTel, Ingenia 
Communications, Philips Electronics and 
Géomacadie made presentations. Premier 
Frank McKenna announced the creation of 
programs to assist businesses and organiza- 
tions wishing to hook up to and place con- 
tent on the information highway. 


The Association des municipalités du 
Nouveau-Brunswick compiled an inventory 
of the existing informatics infrastructure of 
its 39 member municipalities and conducted 
a feasibility study exploring the possibility 
of an automated communications network 
for its members. 


e In Quebec, the Quebec Farmers' Association 
coordinated the networking of 15 
Anglophone minority organizations. First, 
the Association evaluated the technical 
requirements of each group. Next, it oversaw 
the acquisition of the necessary equipment. 
Lastly, it provided on-site training to ensure 
optimal use of the information highway. 


e In the West, the Northwest Territories’ 
Francophone communities are equipped 
with the computer hardware they need to 
communicate by electronic mail. In British 
Columbia and the Yukon, a number of 
Francophone organizations are hooked up. 
The Yukon's Francophone community, with 
the help of Industry Canada, is setting up an 
Internet community access centre. In 
Saskatchewan, the community developed a 
site offering information on Francophone 
education, history and media. In Manitoba, 
schools are starting to help connect organi- 
zations to the information highway. A study 
was undertaken by the Conseil de 
développement économique des municipa- 
lités bilingues du Manitoba to explore how 
best to hook up the province's Francophone 
communities. 


Educational organizations were also quick to 
seize on the advantages offered by the Internet 
in terms of promoting their activities: 


e The Réseau d'enseignement francophone a 
distance du Canada posted its Répertoire de 
l'enseignement a distance en frangais on the 
Internet. Also, the Téléuniversité offers 
courses and seminars on the electronic high- 
way. In cooperation with TVO, the Canadian 


Association of Second Language Teachers 
opened a site which was used for registra- 
tions for its annual general meeting held last 
spring. 


e A number of minority-language educational 
institutions offer distance education pro- 
grams. Some use the Internet as a communi- 
cations tool to supervise students. The 
Collége de l'Acadie and, now, Nova Scotia's 
schools are hooked up to a videoconferenc- 
ing network. New Brunswick is on the net- 
work thanks to Tele-Education, which 
broadcasts the courses offered by schools, 
colleges and universities. In Ontario, the 
Réseau franco-ontarien d'enseignement a 
distance comprises 26 sites in 15 locations 
and makes available to the community real- 
time video interactive courses. In Alberta, a 
distance education system has been used to 
offer high school courses in French.

The official-language minority communities 
are developing more and more projects on the 
Internet. These communities are taking their 
place along the information highway. The 
movement is under way and rapidly gaining 
new followers. 
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Anglophones in Quebec and Francophones in 
the rest of Canada living in minority commu- 
nities are living proof of the presence of lin- 
guistic duality in this country. A number of 
interesting developments took place in 1995- 
96 relating to the provision of official lan- 


guages services, minority-language education 
and second-language instruction, school man- 
agement and community development. Here is 
a look at some key events and activities in all 
of our provinces and territories.

@ On the heels of the referendum on 
school reform held September 5, 1995, 
in which the population § of 
Newfoundland and Labrador voted to 
end denominational school boards, the 
Government of Newfoundland and 
Labrador asked the federal government 
to amend section 17 of the Constitution 
to allow this undenominationalization. 


Also, in January 1996, the province 
introduced a new piece of legislation 
aimed at restructuring the school sys- 
tem. The bill included provisions for the 
creation of Francophone schools, but 
the Fédération des parents franco- 
phones de Terre-Neuve et du Labrador felt 
that these schools did not comply with 
section 23 of the Charter.

The Centre has a school 
component (kindergarten up to grade 12) and 
a community component, consisting of a stu- 
dent radio station, a community television 
studio, a museum and a community library. 
Port-au-Port's three French-speaking com- 
munities (Cap-St-Georges, Mainland and 
Black Duck Brook) now have a quality insti- 
tution they can call their own, where they can 
not only receive education in their mother 
tongue but enjoy community recreational 
activities as well. 


e The Government of Newfoundland 
and Labrador conducted a needs study con- 
cerning post-secondary professional and 
technical development for Labrador's 


French-speaking population. It also carried 
out a project promoting French as a second 
language for secondary students in the high- 
er grades by producing a video and a 
brochure in cooperation with Canadian 
Parents for French.

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ein October 1995, Newfoundland and 
Labrador's French-speaking community 
signed a Canada-community agreement with 
the Department of Canadian Heritage, 
adding Newfoundland to the list of 
provinces which have signed agreements. A 
number of projects have been carried out 
thanks to the agreement. 


e The Association régionale de la céte 
ouest set up new programs and services at 
the Centre scolaire et communautaire 
Sainte-Anne, in Mainland. These include the 


establishment of a regional museum and the 
acquisition of books for the library and CDs 
for the student radio station. 


Back to school at the Centre scolaire et 
communautaire Sainte-Anne in Mainland, 
Newfoundland 


e The community television studio and the 
student radio station teamed up to offer tech- 
nical training workshops on broadcasting 
and video production. Also, in October 1995 
the radio station used its mobile radio equip- 
ment to do a short broadcast. The station 
toured the three Francophone communities 
of the Port-au-Port Peninsula, providing a 
foretaste of a more permanent community 
radio station. 


e Franco-jeunes de Terre-Neuve et du 
Labrador created the Fondation Emile- 
Benoit pour la jeunesse as a funding diversi- 
fication measure. Over the long term, the 
Fondation will grant post-secondary schol- 
arships and fund leadership programs. 


e In August 1995, Franco-jeunes hosted the 
Festival jeunesse de l'Atlantique, welcoming 
to Newfoundland some 125 young 
Francophones from all across Atlantic 
Canada. 


e In the summer of 1995, the Association 
francophone de Saint-Jean organized an 
historical walking tour of the city of 
St. John's to showcase for tourists the rich, 
storied history of Avalon Francophones.

Federal-Provincial Cooperation _ 


e Unable to obtain a French school, parents in 
Summerside filed suit against the province 
in November 1995 to secure French- 
language education for their children. 


Since March 31, 1996 


: As a result of a decision on January 8, 1997 by 
‘| the Supreme Court of Prince Edward Island, 
parents in the Summerside region are entitled to 
| have their children educated in French, and it is 
up to the French-language school board to 


| decide which services are required for the stu- 
dents affected. The Government of Prince 
Edward Island has announced its intention to 


e Thanks to the Canada-Prince Edward Island 
Agreement on the Promotion of Official 
Languages, there was an increase in the 
number and quality of provincial services 
provided in French in the regions most heav- 
ily populated by Francophones. The Health 
and Community Services Agency provided 
bilingual gerontology and extended care ser- 
vices in Prince County's three senior citi- 
zens' residences, as well as bilingual home 
care services in the East Prince and West 
Prince regions. 


e The bilateral agreement on official lan- 
guages in education allowed for the contin- 
ued development of the Collége de l'Acadie 
campus in Prince Edward Island, which 
opened in 1994-95. The province's Acadian 
and French-speaking population now has 
access to the regular programs offered by the 
Collége de l'Acadie, the Francophone com- 
munity college based in Nova Scotia.

e Of the province's 24,097 Anglophone 


students, 14,919 were enrolled in French 
second-language courses. A total of 3,481 
students were enrolled in French immersion 
at the 27 schools offering this program. 


e Prince Edward Island's Acadian and 


Francophone community, represented by the 
Société Saint-Thomas d'Aquin, concluded an 
agreement with Canada aimed at supporting 
the community's continued development. 
The agreement provides for avenues of 
strategic action to address future issues and 
community development; these avenues 
include communications, cultural and artis- 
tic development, economic and tourism 
development, education, health and social 
services. 


The Carrefour de _ I'Isle-Saint-Jean 
school/community centre is well rooted in 
the community of Charlottetown-Rustico. 
The community centre offers a very diversi- 
fied cultural and social program along with 
daycare service and kindergarten. It also 
used its community facilities to generate 
income, enabling it to both maintain its 
existing services and activities and develop 
new ones. 


The Fédération culturelle de I'Ile-du- 
Prince-Edouard handled preparations for 
the first Gala de la chanson et de la 
musique, showcasing the province's Acadian 
and Francophone artists, in an effort to pro- 
mote Francophone music and the develop- 
ment of the province's artists. The Gala took 
place on June 2, 1996. 


The musical group Barachois at Prince Edward

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e The video L'Acadie de I'Tle, produced by the 


Musée acadien, received excellent feedback 
from museum goers and an award for excel- 
lence from the Heritage Canada organiza- 
tion. 


e The agreement with Nova Scotia on the pro- 
motion of official languages enabled the 
province's only French-language newspaper, 
Le Courrier de la Nouvelle-Ecosse, to make 
a fresh start by modernizing its equipment 
and informatics systems and adopting a 
three-year business plan aimed at enhancing 
its long-term financial independence. Each 
Acadian region is helping to develop 
markets, find news stories and obtain 
advertising. 


As part of the reform of Nova Scotia's 
school system announced in February 1995, 
the province held public consultations in the 
spring and summer of 1995 concerning pro- 
posed measures to implement Acadian and 
Francophone school management in Nova 


Scotia, including the establishment of a 
provincial Acadian school board. 


In 1996, all of Nova Scotia's French- 
language elementary, secondary and post- 
secondary schools were hooked up to an 
advanced interactive television network. The 
project, which has allowed these schools to 
break out of their isolation and maximize 
their resources, was made possible by a 
special agreement on school management 
implementation concluded between Canada 
and Nova Scotia in 1995. 


In August 1995, a committee charged with 
implementing the new provincial Acadian 
school board began work. At around the 
same time, Nova Scotia's Department of 
Education and Culture tabled its develop- 
ment plan for French school management.

On October 23, 1995, the federal govern- 
ment and Nova Scotia signed a special 
agreement on school management, clearing 
the way for the implementation of school 
management and the establishment of 
refrancization programs and teacher training 
and development programs. 


Before officially proceeding with its school 
reform, the Department of Education and 
Culture tabled an education bill in the 
Nova Scotia legislature, which passed on 
January 8, 1996. 


Once the legislation was enacted, the 
province was able to move ahead with its 
school board restructuring plan. 


| Since March 31, 1996 


| In April 1996, the province's new Acadian 
J school board was officially established in 
7 accordance with section 23 of the Canadian 
Charter of Rights and Freedoms, and the 


‘| members of its first governing council were 


The Department of Education and Culture 
made it possible for a number of post- 
secondary students to obtain bursaries to 
improve their French, either as their first or 
as a second language. It also arranged for 
teachers to take training and development 
courses. 


The services of a French teacher were made 
available in Kings County to assist 
Francophone students at the R.C. Gordon 
school. The Dwight Ross school, also in 
Kings County, offered Grade 7 students a 
second-language program in social studies. 


The Conseil culturel acadien de la Nouvelle- 
Ecosse, in cooperation with other Nova 
Scotia community organizations such as the 
Fédération acadienne de la Nouvelle- 
Ecosse and the Conseil Jeunesse provincial, 
coordinated the participation of Acadian 
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artists in the show entitled L'accessible 
étoile, put on during the Halifax G7 eco- 
nomic summit in the summer of 1995. 


On October 6, 1995, Chéticamp's communi- 
ty radio station, CKJM, went on the air with 
55 hours a week of local programming. 
Within six months, the station became the 
most listened-to in the region. 


In August 1995, Nova Scotia's Acadian 
community signed a four-year framework 
agreement with the Department of Canadian 
Heritage aimed at encouraging its develop- 
ment. Thanks to the agreement, a number of 
projects were carried out: 


- In October 1995, the Association des 
juristes d'expression francaise de la 
Nouvelle-Ecosse held its first annual gen- 
eral meeting. Over the course of the year, 
it carried out a research project to demon- 
strate the need to offer the Acadian popu- 
lation French-language legal services, and 
produced a series of plain language 
brochures on a variety of subjects. In addi- 
tion, through its communication efforts, it 
convinced the province to allow Nova 
Scotia's non-profit organizations to incor- 
porate in French. 


The Fédération des parents acadiens de la 
Nouvelle-Ecosse undertook a three-year 
project aimed at maintaining the Centre 
provincial de ressources préscolaires. The 
project resulted from cooperation between _ 
the Department of Canadian Heritage, the 
Centre provincial de ressources péda- 
gogiques and Nova Scotia's Department of 
Education and Culture.

e A subsidiary agreement growing out of the 
Canada-New Brunswick agreement on offi- 
cial languages in education was concluded 
on September 14 concerning the develop- 
ment of the Centre international de la com- 
mon law en francais of the Université de 
Moncton. Through activities in the areas of 
training, research, translation and legal doc- 
umentation, as well as through exchanges 
and publications, the Centre will make avail- 
able to the Francophonie the knowledge and 
expertise that have been acquired in the field 
of French common law. The agreement is for 
three years. 


e Ceremonies were held on November 5, 1995 
to inaugurate the 
Pavillon Adrien-J.- 
Cormier, the new wing 
of the Université de 
Moncton Law School. 
The School was created 
in 1978 in response to a 
pressing need to provide 


e Of the province's 90,444 Anglophone 


students, 74,259 were enrolled in French 
second-language courses. A total of 16,425 
students were enrolled in French immersion 
at the 107 schools offering this program. Of 
the province's 44,356 Francophone students, 
29,730 were enrolled in English second- 
language courses. 


The Association des municipalités du 
Nouveau-Brunswick sponsored the design of 
an information and continuing education 
program for New Brunswick's French- 
speaking municipal elected officials, provid- 
ing them with training on the workings of 
municipal governments and the issues facing 
these governments in the 1990s. 


The implementation of the official lan- 
guages program in several of New 
Brunswick's hospitals provided an opportu- 
nity to offer language courses to designated 
employees so they could serve Francophone 
clients in French.

e The City of Moncton's language training 
program made it possible to increase the 
level of bilingualism among municipal 
employees and, in so doing, improve the 
provision of services to citizens in the offi- 
cial language of their choice. 


e In order to encourage the use of French as a 
language of business, the Société des 
Acadiens et Acadiennes du Nouveau- 
Brunswick led a campaign to promote 
French signs in New Brunswick. The project 
came under a bilateral agreement on the pro- 
motion of official languages. 


e New Brunswick's Acadian community, rep- 


resented by the Forum de concertation des 
organismes acadiens et francophones du 
Nouveau-Brunswick, signed a Canada-com- 
munity agreement on January 25, 1996 with 
the Department of Canadian Heritage. This 
four-year agreement will enable the Acadian 
community to enjoy a greater degree of 
autonomy and continue to develop in line 
with its own list of priorities. The agreement 
focuses on such activities as communica- 
tions, arts and culture, the economy, educa- 
tion and human resources. 


The Société des Acadiens et Acadiennes du 
Nouveau-Brunswick issued a report entitled 
L'Acadie, a l'heure des choix, prepared 
under the direction of economist André

Leclerc. The study deals with the political 
and economic future of New Brunswick's 
Acadian community. 


e A major fund-raising campaign was devel- 
oped as part of the Fonds de l'avenir, created 
by the Société des Acadiens et Acadiennes 
du Nouveau-Brunswick to enable it to 
become more financially self-sufficient. 


e The Centre Assomption de recherche et de 
développement en _ entreprenariat, the 
Conseil économique du Nouveau-Brunswick

and the Canadian Institute for Research on 
Regional Development joined forces to 
produce the Synthése des conférences 
économiques et des exercices de planifica- 
tion stratégique des communautés acadienne 
et francophone du Nouveau-Brunswick. This 
synopsis contains a great deal of information 
on the socio-economic status of New 
Brunswick's Acadian community. The eco- 
nomic conferences dealt with in the synopsis 
took place between 1989 and 1994. 


@ In a second five-year Canada-Quebec agree- 
ment, the federal government covered part 
of the expenses incurred by Quebec for the 
implementation of measures aimed at pro- 
viding English-speaking persons with access 
to health and social services in their own 
language. According to this agreement, 
Quebec undertook projects in the areas of 
coordination, translation, volunteer training, 
as well as information, counselling and 
referral for the Anglophone community. 


e New activities for the Anglophone commu- 
nity were carried out under the bilateral 
agreement on official languages in educa- 
tion: 


- instructional development in English 
aimed at analyzing the needs of the 
schools (use of new technologies) and 
improving the curricula (evaluation tools); 
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- school accountability through action 
research with McGill University to enable 
the schools to gather and analyze data on 
student outcomes; 


- ongoing training and development for 
English first-language teachers, one of the 
objectives being the establishment of a 
provincial teachers’ network. 


At the Lakeshore School Board, a new treat- 
ment centre for students with serious behav- 
ioral and reading difficulties was established 
under the Canada-Quebec agreement on 
official languages in education. A multidis- 
ciplinary team analyzes the students referred 
to the centre, develops a treatment plan, 
assesses their progress and participates in 
the development plan. The team helps 
teachers and administrators deal more effec- 
tively with crisis situations and day-to-day 
behavioural problems. 


e The Grosse-fle English primary and sec- 
ondary school in the Magdalen Islands com- 
pleted its expansion project by refitting anti- 
quated space and adding two new class- 
rooms as well as a storage area. 


Since March 31, 1996 


The 110 students of the Grosse-Ile English 
‘| primary and secondary school celebrated the 
opening of the new facilities in September 


1996. 


The Quebec Farmers’ Association began the 
first stage of a two-part distance education 
project in which they conducted a compara- 
tive survey of English- and French-language 
distance education programs currently being 
offered in Quebec and the rest of Canada. 
In stage two, it will carry out a needs assess- 
ment of current and future users in Quebec 
to promote the development of this increas- 
ingly important academic sector. 


e The Quebec Young Farmers’ Provincial 
= 3 Federation produced a 
youth leadership kit to 
further the use of leader- 
ship training materials in 
workshops at local and 
regional levels, and host- 
ed a provincial forum to 
establish a long-term rural 
program on this subject. 


The Federation of English-speaking Writers 
of Quebec, together with the Association of 
English Publishers of Quebec, set up a full- 
scale central library project. Using the 
Atwater Library in Montreal as a central 
location, they collected the works of Quebec 
English-speaking writers and promoted the 
collection extensively throughout the 
province. 


For the third consecutive year, Outaouais 
Alliance organized a planning and priority 
session for representatives from the regional 
association network, whose goal was to draft 
action plans for cooperative ventures in 
terms of advocacy, youth employment, and 
improved delivery of legal and health-care 
services in English. 


Under the Canada-community agreement 
with Quebec, client groups launched a series 
of initiatives to help them diversify their 
funding sources. They undertook one study 
on the benefits that non-profit organizations 
could derive from adopting a market-driven 
approach (Alliance Quebec), another on the 
financial challenges and opportunities that 
face organizations operating in the voluntary 
sector (Quebec Farmers' Association), and a 
third on provincial government programs 
that might be of assistance for project 
purposes (Quebec Association for Adult 
Learning). 


The Voice of English Quebec created a

e With departmental assistance, Alliance information on the predominant characteris-

existing information and services and, in the 
other, it compiled a series of distinctive pro- 
files in eight administrative regions identify- 
ing the health needs of the English-speaking 
elderly.

ies in French. The French-language college 
system in Ontario was made possible by 
cooperation between the Department of 
Canadian Heritage and the province. In 
September 1995, the Collége des Grands 
Lacs, which serves the central and south- 
western region, Collége Boréal and its six 
satellite campuses in Northern Ontario, and 
the Cité collégiale in Ottawa welcomed the 
first students in their new facilities.

e During the 1995-96 school year, this net- 
work of colleges boasted an enrolment of 
nearly 5,000 post-secondary — students, 
exceeding the figures that had been forecast.

e Under the bilateral agreement on official 
languages in education, a project was under- 
taken to examine the restructuring of French 
public education in the Greater Toronto 
Area. The project was initiated by the 
French-language advisory committees of 
Durham, Peel and York Region and by the 
Metropolitan Toronto French school board, 
in association with the Greater Toronto and 
Metropolitan Toronto English public school 
boards. The purpose of the study is to put in 
place a new structure that would ensure the 
delivery of improved French public educa- 
tional programs and services and their man- 
agement by and for Greater Toronto's 
Francophones. The final report should be 
tabled in 1997. 


e The Department of Canadian Heritage, in 
cooperation with the Ministry’ of 
Agriculture, Food and Rural Affairs, sup- 
ported the establishment and operation of 
Francophone farm management coopera- 
tives. Thanks to a partnership with the Union 
des cultivateurs franco-ontariens and partic- 
ipating farmers, two management groups (in 
the Eastern Ontario and Temiskaming areas) 
were set up. 


e In cooperation with the Office des affaires 
francophones, the Department helped carry 
out a micro-marketing project aimed at 
increasing the cost-effectiveness and self- 
sufficiency of Francophone community 
organizations by equipping them with cus- 
tomized promotional tools. With the help of 
a computer program, the organizations can 
target population segments geographically 
or according to specific socio-economic 
characteristics. 


e Community profiles were established with 
support from the Department and the Office 
des affaires francophones. These profiles, 
developed by the Office, focus on demo- 
graphic features, marital and family status, 


the rate of assimilation, education, employ- 
ment income and participation in Ontario's 
Francophone labour force. Comparisons are 
made with the general population of Ontario 
in order to highlight the relative situation of 
the province's Francophones. 


The Department of Canadian Heritage and 
the Ministry of Community and Social 
Services provided support for the Better 
Beginnings project, aimed at developing and 
organizing educational and social activities 
for Francophone youngsters and families liv- 
ing in the Cornwall region. Families are pro- 
vided with information on childhood devel- 
opment and on the services and resources 
that are available. 


e Four Ottawa theatres (Théatre du Trillium, 
Théatre de la Vieille 17, Vox Théatre and La 
Catapulte) concluded an agreement to pur- 
chase the Atelier of the National Arts Centre. 
The agreement will enable the Ottawa region 
to establish a Francophone theatre centre. 


e The Thédtre du Nouvel-Ontario and Collége 
Boréal signed a partnership agreement for 
the construction, on the Collége's main cam- 
pus in Sudbury, of a theatre production cen- 
tre. The centre is scheduled to open in 
September 1997. 


e The Association canadienne-frangaise de 
l'Ontario (Huronie), the Centre d'activités 
francaises and Radio-Huronie agreed to 
merge into a single representative organiza- 
tion, the Clé d'la Baie. This amalgamation 
will help channel the community's efforts 
and reduce expenditures. 


e A veritable symbol of Franco-Ontarians' 


struggle against Regulation 17, Ecole 
Guigues is becoming the Centre de jour 
Guigues, a multi-purpose centre for Ottawa- 
Carleton's French-speaking senior citizens.

e Following the renewal of the Canada- 
Manitoba agreement on the promotion of 
official languages in March 1995, several 
initiatives were carried out with the province 
of Manitoba to develop French services for 
the Franco-Manitoban community, includ- 
ing: developing French-language health-care 
services in the 21 institutions designated 
officially bilingual by the province; estab- 
lishing bilingual libraries in bilingual munic- 
ipalities; providing support for a French day- 
care centre in Notre-Dame-de-Lourdes; 
expanding the services of the Centre de 
ressources €ducatives a l'enfance to desig- 
nated rural regions; and making French 
services available in the City of Winnipeg. 


e In addition, the province of Manitoba and 
the federal government pledged to co-fund 
the construction of the Centre du patrimoine 
franco-manitobain. A subsidiary agreement 
was signed by the two governments in 
March 1996, confirming both parties’ sup- 
port for the project. The Centre will house 
archival documents and historical objects, 
while offering the population exhibits and 
workshops on Francophone heritage. The 
Centre will be attached to the Centre culturel 
franco-manitobain and managed by the 
Société historique de Saint-Boniface. 


e New initiatives were carried out under the 
bilateral agreement on official languages in 
education, including the following: 


- the professional development project A 
cause d'une langue aimed at creating a 
professional development model for teach- 
ers in Manitoba's French schools; 


- the development of the instructional tool 
Sacs de trésors for the immersion program 
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at the H.L. Softley school, to enable 
English-speaking parents to help their 
children learn French and take part in the 
learning process; 


the development of a variety of courseware 
for computer-assisted interactive learning 
at River East Collegiate, to integrate tech- 
nology into second-language learning; 


an activities day aimed at introducing the 
author Gabrielle Roy to students in their 
early teens, organized in cooperation with 
the Centre culturel franco-manitobain, the 
Winnipeg Art Gallery and the Cercle 
Moliére; the hosts of the event welcomed 
pre-secondary students in October 1995. 


With specific reference to French-language 
post-secondary education at the Collége uni- 
versitaire Saint-Boniface, the following pro- 
jects were carried out:

- development of the theatre company, stu- 
dent radio station and student newspaper; 


- access by the Collége to the Internet and 
installation of community networking 
infrastructure; 


- support to the Centre des études franco- 
canadiennes de l'Ouest for the organiza- 
tion of its annual colloquium and the pub- 
lication of its review, Les cahiers du 
CEFCO. 


e The Franco-Manitoban School Division 


(FMSD) was in its second year of operation. 
At the beginning of the school year in 
September 1995, Ecole Laurier became the 
province's 21S' French-language school. 
During the 1995-96 school year, 21 school 
committees were established. 


Initiatives undertaken in 1995-96 include 
the establishment by the FMSD of a refran- 
cization program for ayants droit (children 
entitled to French-language education) under 
section 23 of the Canadian Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms and the creation of new 
computerized laboratories in several sec- 
ondary schools. 


The FMSD and the community organiza- 
tions cooperated on a number of projects. In 
the fall of 1995, the Fédération provinciale 
des comités de parents and the FMSD 
teamed up to raise parents’ awareness of 
their role in school management. This parent 
training and awareness initiative was carried 
out in connection with a project called La 
communauté et l'école. The Fédération con- 
tinued with its refrancization program for 
ayants droit at the preschool level in cooper- 
ation with the FMSD and the Department of 
Education, as part of the bilateral agreement. 
The FMSD is cooperating with the Festival 
du Voyageur, the provincial youth council 
and the /00 Nons, a youth group that pro- 
motes French-language songs and music, to 
stage concerts in the schools. 


When it signed a Canada-community agree- 
ment, the Franco-Manitoban community 
made a commitment to review its structures 
and priorities in order to get the most out of 
the resources available under the agreement. 
In the spring of 1995, it embarked on a year 
of transition, with the aim of thoroughly 
reviewing its funding and structures, estab- 
lishing a profile of its members and setting 


specific development priorities. This exer- 
cise also enabled the community to restruc- 
ture itself, in order to put in place a joint 
committee to represent the community rather 
than its organizations. 


Five major priorities emerged: economic 
development; community training; standards 
for living in French; community networking; 
and cultural and artistic development. These 
priorities led to projects such as: the estab- 
lishment of the Conseil de développement 
économique des municipalités bilingues du 
Manitoba; the development of a heritage 
centre; the creation of a network to link up 
the various communities; the development of 
the Radio communautaire du Manitoba; and 
the development of the Centre de ressources 
éducatives a l'enfance en milieu rural.

Also in 1995-96, the community launched 
the project Destination Saint-Boniface, 
under the auspices of the Chambre de com- 
merce francophone de Saint-Boniface, in 
order to revitalize Winnipeg's Francophone 
district. Destination Saint-Boniface compris- 
es over 30 initiatives and received support 
under a tripartite agreement on Winnipeg 
tourism development.

Colombie-Britannique, although the regula- 
tions are not fully satisfactory in light of 
section 23 of the Canadian Charter of Rights 
and Freedoms.

Legal action was taken to obtain amendments to 
the regulations and a ruling in favour of the 
Association des parents was handed down in July 
1996. The Supreme Court called for amendments 
to British Columbia's School Act to meet Charter 
requirements under section 23. It also ruled that 
the number of children entitled to French-lan- 


guage education warrants giving the Francophone 
minority the right to manage its schools and con- 
trol school curricula and facilities. 


| On March 19, 1997, Canada and British Columbia 
| signed a three-year agreement providing financial 
assistance for the establishment of a Francophone 
education authority in British Columbia. 


As aresult of the bilateral agreement on offi- 
cial languages in education, a number of ini- 
tiatives were undertaken: 


- the Mesures d'accueil project, intended for 
students in the Programme cadre de 
francais who require additional French- 
language skills participate fully in regular 
classroom activities; 


- regional in-service sessions and support 
materials developed for Francophone 
teachers and parents in multi-age class- 
room situations; 


- socio-cultural activities for French immer- 
sion students organized by Canadian 
Parents for French, including French fami- 
ly camps, the Semaine francaise, a public 
speaking contest, and cultural activities in 
47 school districts; 


- the establishment of a stand-alone school 
dedicated to Programme cadre de francais 
students in the Powell River School 
District; 


- the translation, printing and distribution of 
the publication entitled Career and 
Personal Planning 8 to 12 — A Resource 
Package for Schools, a comprehensive 
resource manual that provides teachers, 
students and administrators the necessary 
information to implement the new provin- 
cial curriculum. 


@ The 1995-96 school year marks the first year 


of implementation of the Ministry of 
Education policy which makes study of a 
second language compulsory in grades 5 
through 8 in all British Columbia schools. 
The policy provides that it is up to the school 
district to choose the second language. If the 
school district does not specify a choice, the 
second language taught will be French. 


e The Canada-community agreement between 


the Department of Canadian Heritage and 
the Francophone community of British 
Columbia, represented by the Fédération des 
francophones de la Colombie-Britannique, 
was signed in March 1996. The strategic 
issues identified by the community were 
institutionalization, human resources train- 
ing and management, networking and visi- 
bility, partnership and alliance-building, 
culture, pride and identity. 
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e The Fédération des francophones de la 
Colombie-Britannique celebrated its 50th 
anniversary in the company of its 30-odd 
member associations and representatives of 
several federal and provincial government 
departments. At its October conference, the 
organization, which speaks for the 
Francophone community of _ British 
Columbia, unveiled its overall development 
plan for the 1995-2000 period. The plan had 
been put together over the year based on a 
series of regional and sectoral consultations, 
and served as the basis for the negotiations 
on the Canada-community agreement 
ratified in March 1996.

Students in the immersion 
program and in the French program per- 
formed plays before a jury. First prizes went 
to the Millside elementary school in 
Coquitlam and the Mission high school. 
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e At the French theatre gathering held in 


Ottawa in the spring of 1996, Vancouver's 
Troupe de la Seiziéme signed a contract for 
80 performances of its play Le petit prince 
in Ontario from January to May, 1997. 


The Maillardville Festival du Bois, which 
pays tribute to the Francophone pioneers 
who came to work in the logging industry at 
the beginning of the century, drew thousands 
of visitors this year. A triathlon consisting 
of a foot race, a canoe race and a sawing 
contest was a great success. The festival 
makes an important economic and touristic 
contribution to the municipality of 
Maillardville/Coquitlam.

Despite experiencing financial difficulties, 
La Boussole, an organization which serves 
needy Francophones on Vancouver's east 
side, has now found its stride. With help 
from Educacentre and financial support 
from the Department of Canadian Heritage, 
La Boussole will continue to offer drop-in, 
interpreting and popular education services 
for those in this downtown area. In 
December, the generous support of students 
in the hospitality program at Vancouver 
Community College made it possible to 
serve Christmas dinner to a hundred people. 


e A referendum on the creation of a French- 
language school board was held in the 
Yukon on June 7, 1995. The results speak 
for themselves: 65 parents voted for the new 
school board and 18 voted against. On 
December 4, the five trustees who had been 
elected by acclamation were sworn in at a 
ceremony in the presence of the Minister of 
Education.

ment led to the signing of a four-year agree- 
ment (1995-96 to 1998-99) with the 18 
national Francophone organizations on 
February 9, 1996. The system set up guar- 
antees the national organizations long-term 
funding and a larger role in the decision- 
making process. 


The agreement provides for a formal meet- 
ing to be held each year at which the signa- 
tory national organizations will meet to iden- 
tify the common challenges, strategic goals 
and development priorities of Francophone 
communities at the national level. A joint 
committee composed of representatives of 
the Department and the organizations is 
responsible for administering the agreement 
and making a proposal to the Minister of 
Canadian Heritage for the allocation of the 
funds provided in the agreement. 


The Fédération des communautés francoph- 
ones et acadienne du Canada (FCFA) will 
chair the formal meeting of the organizations 
and co-chair the joint committee for the first 
two years of the agreement. 


e The FCFA conducted a major promotional

In addition, legal opinions and 
analyses of rulings were obtained with 
respect to the Northwest Territories bill, the 
Public Schools Act and the situation at Ecole 
Laurier and Ecole St-Claude in Manitoba, 
the situation at Ecole St-Edmond in Windsor, 
Ontario, the bill affecting school manage- 
ment in Nova Scotia, and the constitutional 
amendments requested by Newfoundland.

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The federal government's determination to help enhance the vitality of the official-language 
minority communities was first given concrete form by the addition, in 1988, of an amendment 
to the Official Languages Act. This amendment, which forms Part VII of the 1988 Act, deals 
with the advancement of English and French in Canada and abroad. To strengthen the provisions 
of Part VII of the Act, in August 1994 the federal government approved the development of an 
accountability framework for the implementation of sections 41 and 42 of the Official 
Languages Act. Under section 41, the federal government is committed to fostering the full 
recognition and use of both English and French in Canadian society and enhancing the vitality 
of the English and French linguistic minority communities throughout Canada. The August 1994 
commitment is intended to ensure the active participation of 27 federal departments and agen- 
cies in the development and enhanced vitality of the official-language minority communities. 
Section 42 assigns the Minister of Canadian Heritage the role of encouraging and promoting a 
coordinated approach by federal departments and agencies to the implementation of these com- 
mitments. 


The accountability framework set out in August 1994 targets mainly the cultural, economic and 
human resources development sectors. Accordingly, the designated departments and agencies 
must prepare an annual or multi-year action plan after consulting the official-language minority 
communities regarding their specific needs. These action plans are submitted to the Minister of 
Canadian Heritage, who reports on them in the annual report she tables in Parliament. The 
departments and agencies in question must also submit status reports to the Minister of 
Canadian Heritage. 


Pursuant to a recommendation the Standing Joint Committee on Official Languages made in 
June 1996 in order to make federal departments and agencies more accountable for the imple- 
mentation of section 41 of the Official Languages Act, the Deputy Prime Minister and Minister 
of Canadian Heritage and the President of the Treasury Board signed a memorandum of under- 
standing, in the winter of 1996, in which the Treasury Board Secretariat makes a commitment to 
encourage federal departments and agencies to incorporate activities related to the implementa- 
tion of section 41 into their strategic planning and evaluation process. This new partnership 
opens the way to greater involvement by federal departments and agencies in the development of 
the official-language minority communities. 


As its title indicates, this document has two parts. The first presents the status report on the first 
series of action plans, covering fiscal year 1995-1996. The second contains a summary of mea- 
sures included in the 1996-1997 or multi-year action plans of key federal departments and agen- 
cies. The detailed action plans and status reports are available from the national coordinators 
whose names and telephone numbers appear at the end of each summary. These documents can 
also be consulted at the Library of Parliament.

Principal achievements at the regional level — 


The Atlantic Canada Opportunities Agency (ACOA) helped fund and prepare a second series 
of 20 television broadcasts entitled Temps d'Affaires in cooperation with the Société Radio 
Canada Atlantique and Human Resources Development Canada, among others. This project 
of the Conseil économique du Nouveau-Brunswick depicts economic and entrepreneurial 
phenomena that influence everybody's daily lives. Temps d'Affaires is broadcast on the 

SRC Atlantique network and on the Réseau de l’information (RDI). 


The Conseil économique du Nouveau-Brunswick, in cooperation with ACOA, conducted a 
study-survey of Francophone entrepreneurs in the Atlantic region. The study looks at the 
reasons why people set up their own business, the support they look for when getting started, 
how their needs and growth strategies change and the role of advisors in making business 
decisions. 


Nova Scotia 


As it has been doing since 1989, ACOA continued to work in close cooperation with the Le 
Centre Jodrey and provide funding to allow it to continue its work among small businesses 
in the Francophone regions of southwest Nova Scotia. 


ACOA helped organize a workshop on creating a business that was held in Le Centre Jodrey 
on November 30, 1995. One of the things to come out of this workshop was an Acadian 
entrepreneurship working group. 


ACOA also provided financial assistance to the Collége de l'Acadie in Dartmouth to 
establish a profile of the commercial activities of the Francophone population of Halifax- 
Dartmouth. The study made it possible for the Collége de l'Acadie to identify ways of 
making business people aware of the courses offered to the business community and to 
identify entrepreneurship opportunities. 


ACOA helped the Fédération acadienne de la Nouvelle-Ecosse (FANE) to conduct a study 
of cultural industries in Nova Scotia. The data from this study are useful for evaluating the 
economic impact of Grand-Pré National Park. 


The Enterprise Cape Breton Corporation (ECBC), which is responsible for carrying out 
ACOA programs in Cape Breton, provided financial support to the Centre La Picasse, a 
cultural, entrepreneurship and community centre in Petit-de-Grat. 


The ECBC, in cooperation with the Commission de développement économique de 
Chéticamp, took part in various projects initiated by the community to reduce its dependence 


l 


on the fishery and diversify its economy. These include projects related to the tourism infra- 
structure, the reconversion of the harbour and other projects related to Cabot 500. It also 
participated in the preparation of economic development strategies for the communities of 
Chéticamp and Ile Madame, and hired a Francophone officer in Chéticamp to ensure liaison 
with the community. 


New Brunswick 


The ACOA office in New Brunswick has an extended network of district offices (Bathurst, 
Saint John, Fredericton, and Grand Falls) where experienced staff have acquired a good 
understanding of the Francophone communities’ economic development needs. This network 
allows it to serve these communities effectively in their own region. 


ACOA provided financial support to the Centre de recherche et de développement en entre- 
preneuriat for its first Francophone forum on information technologies, which was held in 
Shippigan in the spring of 1996. 


Newfoundland 


ACOA continued to work with the Association régionale de la Céte-Ouest (ARCO) on 

an economic development project in the Port au Port peninsula. ACOA officers met with 
ARCO's representatives to discuss the status of the work and the next steps. The principal 
issues to be dealt with are 1) the Association's dependence on public funds for its core fund- 
ing, 2) ACOA's involvement in the activities of the region's new zonal commission, and 3) 
its responsibility for job creation and the development of small businesses in the region. 


ACOA held weekly meetings with ARCO's economic development coordinator to discuss 
the status of the agreements concluded with ACOA and the operations of the Fédération des 
francophones de Terre-Neuve et du Labrador. 


ACOA participated actively in the implementation of a community education project intend- 
ed to examine new education and training measures for rural communities (indirect link with 
the Francophone communities). 


Prince Edward Island 


In Prince Edward Island, ACOA contributed financially to various projects and activities 
sponsored by the Société de développement de la Baie Acadienne, the Société éducative de 
l'ile-du-Prince-Edouard, the Association touristique Evangéline and various private sector 
applicants.

. Principal achievements at the national level 


The Business Development Bank of Canada (BDC) participated in various meetings orga- 
nized by the Department of Canadian Heritage across the country. These meetings helped 
the Bank gain a higher profile among members of minority communities. The Bank also 
held consultations with various groups, including business organizations representing 
official-language minority communities. 


The Bank amended its corporate policy on official languages to include a specific section on 
its commitment to comply with Part VII of the Official Languages Act. 


Within the context of its new mandate and the creation of the position of Bank ombudsper- 
son, the BDBC adopted a Charter of Client Rights, which calls for the Bank to meet its 
obligations in the area of official languages. 


_ Principal achieve 


To provide minority communities with better information about Bank products and services, 
the Bank regularly places ads in minority-language publications. More specifically, as part of 
a targeted advertising campaign in February 1996, ads were placed in 38 minority-language 
publications. 


To inform people about the BDBC, employees participated in business luncheons, seminars, 
and trade fairs and exhibitions in the course of which they had the opportunity to give 
numerous presentations on Bank products and services. 


The Bank held business management training sessions for the Francophone community in 
Whitehorse, and gave sessions on how to start a business to some hundred participants in 
Ottawa. 


The Bank also gave training sessions on various themes in Timmins and Hearst. 


Other training courses were proposed to Collége Boréal, and the Bank gave a workshop enti- 
tled "Cherchez-vous un emploi?" in cooperation with the Collége at a job fair in Sudbury. 


The Bank took part in a round table on implementing the plan for a community centre in 
Yellowknife and provided technical support in the initial stages of the project. 


As part of a project to create a community centre in Maillardville/Coquitlam, the New 
Westminster Branch signed a contract with the Société Maillardville-Uni to conduct a study 
with a view to making recommendations on ways to make the facility self-financing. 


@ The manager of the St. John's Branch serves on a Francophone steering committee set 
up to coordinate government support for initiatives by the Francophone community in 
Newfoundland. 


@ Inthe Sherbrooke region, the Bank serves on the boards of directors of both AIESEC at 
Bishop's University and the Townshippers’ Association. The Bank participated in the annual 
Bankers Day at Bishop's and gave an entrepreneurship training session at the University. 
The Bank also received a business launch assignment from Citizen's Advocacy. 


@ Inthe Montreal region, the Bank organized meetings to let various members of the 
Anglophone communities know about its ISO and NEXPRO products. It also delivered a 
management seminar entitled "Advertising & Promo" to twenty Anglophone small business- 
es in Montreal and a management seminar to the Kahnawake Chamber of Commerce. 


@ Inthe Hull region, and specifically in Pontiac, the Bank gave a presentation on its family 
business program to a group of Anglophone farmers.

The main 
objective of the plan, entitled A Design for the Future, is to maintain the Council's budget for 
grants to artists and reduce its administrative costs by 50% over three years. 


@ The Council reviewed the criteria and budgets of all its programs in light of the strategic 
priorities: the Council will focus its assistance on creation, production and distribution. 


@ The Council increased its resources for distribution, particularly for tours of visual arts, 
media arts and interdisciplinary arts shows, exhibitions and displays, and for Canadian 
literature. This allowed the Council to more effectively meet the needs of the official- 
language minority communities, for whom the distribution of cultural products has long 
been a priority. 


@ The Council continued to ensure that its programs meet the needs of the official-language 
minority communities and are accessible to them. It carefully monitored the composition of 
its juries and advisory committees to ensure they reflect, as much as possible, the needs of 
artists in the various communities, particularly theatre, literature and publishing, and the 
Touring Office. 


@ The Council developed communications strategies to improve the official-language minority 
artistic communities' access to information on its activities. To that end, consultations and 
discussions are held with the artists and communities. As well, managers and officers 
attend the annual meetings of representative associations.

@ Development of a strategic partnership with the Fédération canadienne pour l'alphabétisa- 
tion en francais. The organization used its extensive network to promote the Flight for 
Freedom Awards in French Canada and helped Canada Post to get its message out to 
Francophone minority communities across Canada. 


@® Recipient of an Etoile award from the Fédération canadienne pour l'alphabétisation en 
francais for its support of the cause of literacy in French communities across Canada. 


® Introduction of a new semi-postal stamp to help raise awareness of the importance of 
literacy; five cents from the cost of each stamp will be distributed to Anglophone and 
Francophone literacy organizations for family literacy and other projects. 


® Donation of framed lithographs of Canada's literacy symbol to English and French literacy 
groups and associations to assist in their efforts to raise funds for their literacy programs. 


@ Ongoing production of the Heritage Minutes one-minute English and French films that 
depict important moments and events in Canadian history; publication of The Heritage 
Post, a bilingual educational publication that is distributed three times during the school 
year to Canadian educational institutions and teachers, including official-language minority 
communities. 


® Implementation of national bilingual writing programs, such as the Santa Letter Writing 
Program (which won the 1995 Canadian Public Relations Society Award of Excellence) and 
Get Writing! a new national, bilingual contest, established in 1996, that encourages young 
Canadians to express their creativity through the medium of the written word. 


@ In November 1995, the issuance of 15 million stamps commemorating "La Francophonie" 
on the occasion of the 25th anniversary of the Agence de coopération culturelle et technique. 
The stamp, unveiled on Parliament Hill on March 20, International Francophonie Day, 
celebrates those people, groups and associations that promote the use of French in the 
communications process. 


Corporate donations by Canada Post Corporation of one per cent of pre-tax profits. Fully 
50 per cent of the contributions budget is donated to those organizations or groups which 
encourage literacy in either of Canada's official languages. 


Principal achievements at the regional level 


In British Columbia. provision of a corporate donation to a Francophone adult literacy 
centre, Educacentre, allowing the organization to purchase word processing equipment. 


Meetings between representatives of Canada Post Corporation and of the Association franco- 
yukonnaise to find ways to meet the needs of minority language groups in the territory. 


Meetings between representatives of Canada Post Corporation and of Anglophone groups 
in Quebec to discuss literacy issues. Copies of the Corporation's literacy video series were 
made available to several interested groups in Quebec. In addition, new names were added 
to the distribution list for The Heritage Post magazine. 


In Nova Scotia, Canada Post gave a corporate donation to Université Sainte-Anne to assist 
minority language students to further their education in a French environment. 


Presentation of a framed enlargement of the "La Francophonie" stamp to a French school in 
Toronto to display in a prominent location so that all who see it can share in the teachers’ 
and students’ pride in their French language and culture.

1. Principal achievements at the national level 


The first plan developed by the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation (CBC) in the context of the 
implementation of section 41 of the Official Languages Act intended to present what the CBC 
sees as the essence of its regional mandate, more particularly with regard to the official-language 
minority communities. Program production for communities and the illustration on the basic 
service and on RDI of the diversity of expectations, values, interests and needs of these commu- 
nities represent the fundamental contribution of the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation to the 
affirmation and development of minority communities. Some of the CBC's achievements in 
1995-1996 are presented below. 


@ The launching of the specialty service Réseau de l'information (RDI), to which all regions 
contribute original programing. 


@ The great majority of regional stations make it a point to attend the annual meetings of the 
community organizations, and they cover them on air. In certain cases, CBC staff are mem- 
bers of the board of directors of regional or provincial organizations. The staff also partic- 
ipated in the meetings organized by the Department of Canadian Heritage throughout the 
country and at the national level in the fall of 1995. 


® CBC stations regularly offer their technical expertise to the communities in organizing and 
recording shows and presenting plays. Also, CBC staff voluntarily assist as hosts or masters 
of ceremonies. 


@ Numerous public interest messages are broadcast by CBC stations (for example, in the 
Maritimes alone, more than 9,500 radio messages and more than 4,000 television messages 
were broadcast). 


@ Many regions prepared and sent information kits on the CBC and its jobs to schools. The 
CBC promoted its activities on air, but also made use of community media (local and 
regional magazines or newspapers). 


2. Principal achievements at the regional level 


@ The Atlantic provinces and French Ontario and the Outaouais produced an average of eight 
hours of weekly programs for the RDI. On the basic service, these regions produced, on 
average, seven hours of regional programs, in addition to the many contributions to network 
programming (Le Point, Le Point Média, La Semaine verte, Découverte, Second Regard, Le 
Jour du Seigneur) which have high visibility and strong credibility. 


@ The Western provinces produced three and a half hours of television programming per 
week. French Ontario and the Outaouais also produced and broadcast cultural programs 


(Espace Libre), programs on the economy (Posséder mon entreprise) and programs for 
young people (Vidéo Clip). 


Each region produced many special programs based on events taking place in its region 
(coverage of municipal, school and provincial elections, of the G7 Summit in Halifax, of 

the 275th Anniversary of Louisbourg, of the Festival international de musique baroque in 
Laméque, of the Festival du Voyageur, etc.), in addition to the competitions created and 
organized by the CBC to develop local talents and enable them to experience live stage per- 
formances with professionals (Ontario Pop, La Brunante a la SRC, Tout Nouveau Tout Show, 
and the provincial and interprovincial galas de la chanson in the Maritimes and the West). 


Regional radio stations generally produce more than 48 hours of weekly programs: current 
affairs and news programs, programs for the young and for farmers, and, of course, commu- 
nity notices. Special programs are also broadcast (e.g. reading of a text by Antonine Maillet 
on Maritimes stations; competition for the best Christmas story, with the winning entry read 
on air; Christmas concerts; etc). 


The Saskatchewan region organized transcultural exchanges with their Anglophone col- 
leagues from the CBC. 


On Prince Edward Island, work began on the production centre that will broadcast a local 
edition of Bonjour Atlantique, and production in the Centre began in September 1996.. 


To ensure that the programs produced reflect the communities and that the communities find 
them beneficial, stations maintain Audience Relations departments and 1-800 lines. Some 
even undertook program evaluations with members of the public. French Ontario and the 
Outaouais and English Services in Quebec, among others, also organized consultation tours 
to meet the local population and meetings with provincial organizations and their leaders. 


The English stations in Quebec produced about 4,950 hours of programming for regional 
and national broadcast; for example, in 1995-1996, Quebec contributed more than 5,700 
items to the English radio and television networks while producing some 25 Montreal 
Canadiens hockey games. 


The CBC offered internships to enable young people to develop their craft. French Ontario 
and the Outaouais made it possible for young students from the Cité collégiale in Ottawa to 
produce Ce Soir news programs. The English Services in Quebec offered internships to 
young people, recorded local artists and supported numerous charitable events.

Principal achievements at the national level 


The Canadian International Development Agency (CIDA) met with the Fédération des com- 
munautés francophones et acadienne (FCFA) to discuss matters of interest to Francophone 
minority communities in Canada. CIDA plans to hold its information sessions more often 
and to respond favourably to invitations from official-language minority groups, nationally 
and in the regions. 


With regard to education, CIDA gave its backing to several colleges which conducted 
international development activities, including Heritage, Dawson and Champlain colleges in 
Quebec, as well as New Brunswick Community College and Collége Boréal in Sudbury. 


Through international institutions, CIDA funds a fellowship program allowing Canadians 
interested in international development work to improve their professional, technical 

and intercultural qualifications; these fellowships are awarded by La Francophonie, the 
Agency for Cultural and Technical Co-operation, the Commonwealth Fund for Technical 
Co-operation and the Commonwealth of Learning. 


. Principal achievements at the regional level 


In the autumn of 1995, at the Francophone Summit in Cotonou (Benin), a special committee 
of CIDA and New Brunswick officials was formed in order to develop closer cooperation 
and thereby extend the Agency's influence in Canada and abroad. 


CIDA's Institutional Cooperation Division supported two projects of the Université de 
Moncton in Vietnam, one pertaining to solar energy and conducted in collaboration with 
St. Mary's University in Halifax, and another on market-based economies. The Université 
de Moncton also conducted an agri-food project in Haiti, as well as a fellowship program 
with assistance from CIDA. The Agency has given the Université de Moncton more than 
$5 million in the last twenty years. 


The Agency supported two projects by Laurentian University in Sudbury, one in Mauritius 
in the education sector, and another in China on distance education. 


MacDonald College/McGill University received funding for projects in the areas of energy 
conservation, agriculture, the environment and health, in Guatemala, India, Ghana, Brazil, 
Argentina and Saint Lucia. The same institution conducted training programs in agriculture 
(Jordan), health (Jamaica) and management (Cuba). CIDA has given more than $36 million 
to McGill University in the last twenty years.

Signed similar agreements 
in Nova Scotia, Newfoundland, New Brunswick, Prince Edward Island, the Northwest 
Territories, Yukon, British Columbia and Saskatchewan, and in Quebec with the Anglophone 
community. 


Provided financial support for funding minority-language instruction and second-language 
instruction in all the provinces and territories. 


Promoted English and French by means of agreements with all the provinces (except Alberta 
and British Columbia) and the territories. 


Provided support for the development of community radio and for such projects as the 
creation of a computer network and an Internet site, financial diversification and the 
preparation of projects for the introduction of community radio stations in Prescott- 
Russell and Nipissing, Ontario; Port au Port, Newfoundland and Peace River, Alberta. 


Promoted linguistic duality by creating an Internet site, holding the third edition of the 
competition Write it up! and participating in activities of the Semaine nationale de la 
Francophonie, the La Dictée P.G.L. and the Dictée des Amériques. 


Provided financial support to the Fédération de la jeunesse canadienne-francaise to plan a 
series of youth initiatives (training for young people). 


Provided financial assistance for the Commission nationale des parents francophones to 
produce a francization kit. 


Provided financial support to the Fédération des communautés francophones et acadienne 
(FCFA), the Fédération culturelle canadienne-francaise (FCCF) and the Alliance des radios 
communautaires (ARC) for creating Internet sites.

® The Department agreed to include and distribute information on the Fédération des 
communautés francophones et acadienne (FCFA) in its kit "Is Your Future in Canada?" 


® The Department agreed to distribute and display in its offices abroad the video A 
Francophonie to Discover, which was developed by the FCFA. 


® The International Region continued to develop and distribute promotional material on immi- 
gration and visitor information promoting Canada's linguistic duality at all of its missions 
abroad. 


@ Public Affairs developed a computer game called Stargate 2232 aimed at teens aged 10 to 
17, which was tested in both English and French schools; the game will help students to 
better understand Canada's immigration process. 


@ Public Affairs is instrumental in developing communication tools to promote the 
Department's new way of doing business with the private sector, other levels of government 
and organizations that assist immigrants. 


@ A new publication about youth experiences in settling in Canada, entitled New Friends, was 
produced for teens of both language groups. 


@ The Strategic Policy, Planning and Research Branch takes Part VII of the Official Languages 
Act into consideration when developing and revising its policies. 


2. Principal achievements at the regional level 


@ Regional representatives held consultations with service providers of the Anglophone and 
Francophone minority communities about devolution of the Settlement Program to the public 
and private sectors. A new system of data management now allows Settlement to analyze 
data on the social, linguistic and economic profiles of clients, thus providing more accurate 
information on the needs and services required in both official languages throughout Canada. 


@ Settlement continues to manage and offer its services to new arrivals and to the community 
which receives them in an efficient and beneficial manner. When a community speaks the 
minority official language, that language becomes the principal language of integration, as 
in Vanier in the Ottawa area. 
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Citizenship Courts continued to promote Canada's linguistic duality during their ceremonies. 
Special citizenship ceremonies were held in French minority schools in all the provinces in 
an effort to sensitize the new arrivals to Canada's linguistic duality and the principles of the 
Official Languages Act, which promotes the use of both languages within our society. 


The Department's Atlantic Region worked closely with local official-language minority 
groups to organize various events for Citizenship offices. 


The Quebec Region met with English-language associations to respond to their needs regard- 
ing communications. Local offices are working actively with Anglophone community associ- 
ations to develop and provide one-on-one instruction for citizenship classes where numbers 
were too low for the community to provide ongoing classes. At the request of the Executive 
Director of the Voice of English Quebec, the Department provided statistical data to assist in 
the preparation of a report. 


The Manager of the Department in St. John's is a member of the joint committee on official 
languages, whose mandate is to ensure better understanding of the subject in this region. 


Through a service provider called La Magie des lettres, officers of the regional Settlement 
Program in Ontario made arrangements for and funded ($90,000) French-language immi- 
grant training opportunities for newcomers in the Ottawa-Carleton area. 


Meetings were held in Toronto between immigrant official-language minority groups and 
the Settlement Group to discuss projects and funding to help in the settlement of newcomers 
to Ontario. 


The Fédération franco-colombienne (FFC) and the Department reached an agreement 
designed to promote the FFC to newcomers by including a brochure in the welcome kit.

Health Canada officials participated in all the consultative meetings organized by the 
Department of Canadian Heritage, at both the national and regional levels, held during 
November and December 1995. 


Annual project solicitations were sent to communities inviting them to apply for funding 
under Health Canada programs. 


The Communications Directorate of Health Canada sent its press releases to the official 
language minority communities’ press and umbrella organizations. 


In co-operation with Department of Canadian Heritage, Health Canada supported the pro- 
duction and distribution of a teaching kit designed to encourage young Francophone children 
outside Quebec to improve their French. The kit is intended to help parents and educators 
prepare children, particularly pre-schoolers from homes where only one parent speaks 
French, to attend a French-language school. 


The Department is also supporting a project to develop intervention strategies to create a 
non-sexist environment in physical education courses. 


During the 1995-96 fiscal year, Health Canada committed more than $4.5 million on 

annual or multi-year community service projects. Almost $2 million in total were granted 

to 50 groups in 1995-96. Of particular note is the $200,000 contribution to the Commission 
nationale des parents francophones for its national program for francization of pre-schoolers. 


In addition to national and regional co-ordinators, Health Canada has designated resource 
persons in every province and territory for the implementation of section 41 of Official 
Languages Act. 


The Department is a member of the federal working group to assist the Government of Prince 
Edward Island in improving the delivery of its services in French to the Acadian community. 
To date, Health Canada has provided brochures in French as well as documentation on the 
Quebec model for delivery of health services to that province's Anglophone community. 


In New Brunswick, a project has been established to improve the abilities of parents and 


young people to prevent or reduce problems resulting from the consumption of drugs or 
alcohol. 
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Under the project, a provincial committee and ten regional policy committees have been 
formed. A study on the use of prevention programs has been conducted in the Francophone 
school districts. In addition, a promotion and implementation strategy has been prepared 
for this type of program, and the necessary resources have been provided to each region to 
create partnerships for training volunteers to deliver the various prevention programs. 


Health Canada has put in place a policy and implementation committee in the Outaouais. 
This committee comprises representatives of associations and employers, youth and parents 
to respond to the needs of the Anglophone community in the region. 


Health Canada has put in place a program to increase public awareness in the Francophone 
community of Dubreuilville, Ontario. 


In Alberta, The Department has developed a health promotion plan for Franco-Albertans. 
This project will result in improved access to and utilization of available French-language 
Services. 


In the Peace River region of Alberta, a multidisciplinary Steering Committee made up of the 
various partners in the Franco-Albertan community interested in health promotion received 
funding from the Department for a project to assess community needs and resources regard- 
ing an anti-smoking campaign. 


In the British Columbia and Yukon Region, Health Canada supported a project to help isolat- 
ed Francophone seniors take better care of their health and become more independent. The 
project will be implemented at three locations in British Columbia: Victoria, Coquitlam and 
Powell River. 


In 1995-1996, Health Canada provided health services to Francophones in Yukon. It is 
expected that these services will be transferered to the Government of Yukon in the 1996- 
1997 fiscal year.

Principal achievements at the national level 


To ensure that Part VII of the Official Languages Act is efficiently implemented, the 
Department put Monique Collette (Director General, Communications) in charge and 
appointed a team of people to manage this file at the national level, under the direction of 
Michelle Hamelin, National Coordinator. 


The Department added a provision in Part I of the Employment Insurance Act setting out 
the seven guidelines which will underlie the new federal-provincial agreements. The active 
measures should make it possible to offer services to the public in the official language of 
choice where warranted by the significance of the demand. 


The Department participates in all interdepartmental meetings organized by the Department 
of Canadian Heritage with Francophone and Anglophone minority community groups to 
present its programs and services, establish links with representatives of these communities 
and learn about their needs and priorities. 


The Department supported the establishment and operation of the Comité d'adaptation des 
ressources humaines de la francophonie canadienne (CARHFC), sponsored jointly by the 
Fédération des communautés francophones et acadienne du Canada (FCFA) and the Conseil 
canadien de coopération (CCC). 


To further CARHFC's endeavours, the Department is continuing to work with the Fédération 
des communautés francophones et acadienne du Canada and the Conseil cana-dien de 
coopération to set up a mechanism for close cooperation between the Department and 
Francophone minority communities. 


Responsibility for implementing the action plan at the regional level was delegated to the 
regional directors general and regional assistant deputy ministers, who are supported by a 
coordinator in each province and territory. 


Representatives of the Department participate in meetings, annual meetings and conferences 
organized by the various minority associations. An information booth is set up where appro- 
priate. 


The Department places announcements in the minority press and uses the services of 
community radio stations and the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation to inform the official- 
language minority public of changes to the Employment Insurance Act, and its programs and 
services, and to advertise positions available in the local labour market. 
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Employee information sessions were organized in each region. Information on official- 
language minority organizations and associations was distributed to the managers and 
employees who deal regularly with them. 


Each region has established an internal and external communication plan and ensures 
coordination of projects and dealings with official-language minority clients. 


The Department supported a number of initiatives, including distance-training for 
Francophones with community colleges and universities in several regions. 


The Department supported employment and job placement clubs in Anglophone and 
Francophone minority communities. 


The Department also supported such projects as the founding of a French-language 
newspaper in Calgary and a community radio station in Chéticamp, Nova Scotia. 


The Department participated in activities involving the improvement of skills and acquisition 
of knowledge by unemployment insurance claimants so that they can return to the labour 
market. (Please note that these labour market training activities took place before the 
Employment Insurance Act came into force and the federal government withdrew from 
training.)

Principal achievements _ 


Implementation of measures required to ensure that, in the provinces where there is a large 
French-speaking population, the Associations de juristes d'expression francaise de common 
law (ASJEF) are now represented on these provinces' advisory committees. 


Members of the Associations de juristes d'expression francaise were invited on several 
occasions during 1995-1996 to submit applications for judges’ positions. This invitation 

was conveyed by the Minister and Deputy Minister and by the Commissioner for Federal 
Judicial Affairs in speeches before the members of the various AJEFs and in workshops on 
the procedure for appointing judges organized by the Office of the Commissioner for Federal 
Judicial Affairs at annual meetings of the Associations. 


The Department of Justice co-operates closely with the Department of Canadian Heritage in 


connection with the National Program for the Integration of the Two Official Languages in 
the Administration of Justice (POLAJ). 


In 1995-96, POLAJ underwent a major restructuring exercise. The objectives of POLAJ 
were broadened to include the development of popularization and familiarization tools. 
In the same vein, the project funding criteria were reviewed to adapt them to the new 
objectives. 


New products were developed in 1995-1996 by organizations belonging to POLAJ: video, 
simulated trial, practitioner's guide on diskettes (Ontario). 


The Department of Justice established the committee on legislative bijuralism in order to be 
able to draft legislative documents that take better account of the needs of the four Canadian 
audiences: Francophones living under civil law or common law and Anglophones living 
under civil law or common law. 


Funding requests for projects targeting the official-language minority groups are considered 
on a priority basis by the Department. In addition, such groups are added to the distribution 
list for the Department's information kits on funding. 


Since 1994 the Department has provided free access to its ACJN network to the Associations 
de juristes d'expression francaise and has also created a POLAJ conference for their use. 
This represents a financial contribution of some $70,000 by the Department. 


The Department's Official Languages Group offered workshops to all the Department's legal 
advisers on sections 25 and 91 of the Official Languages Act (OLA), as well as workshops 
on language rights in the administration of justice (sections 530 et 530.1 of the Criminal 
Code and Part III of the OLA) to civil and criminal prosecutors in the Montreal office.

The Department has updated the information on sections 16 to 23 of the Charter of Rights 
and Freedoms in the Charter of Rights Decisions distributed to all the Department's legal 
advisers. 


The Department's Official Languages Group dealt with Part VII of the OLA in legal opinions 
concerning the provision of service to the public, federal-provincial agreements and financial 
grants and contributions by the Government of Canada. 


The Department also participated actively in the implementation and interpretation of 
language rights in connection with cases before the courts of various provinces. 


In connection with the reform of administrative tribunals, various organizations were 
consulted. The reform plan specifies that persons appearing before federal tribunals have 
language rights under the Official Languages Act. 


The chapter on the use of official languages before the courts in the Litigation Manual used 
by the Department's prosecutors was developed and will be included in the next edition of 
the Manual. 


Finally, a reminder was issued to the managers of the various departmental legal services to 
ensure that the review of memorandums to Cabinet takes sections 16 to 23 of the Charter 
into account.

The Department sent mail-outs on our services to all Francophone organizations in the West 
and it designated offices for future communications. 


The Department worked with the Manitoba Association of Bilingual Municipalities and its 
Economic Development Council, to which it allocated the sum of $750,000 ($250,000 a year 
for three years).

@ Autumn 1995: The Small Business Access Centre advertising campaign in some fifteen 
English-language newspapers in Quebec in order to inform clients of FORD(Q)'s mission, 


its areas of activity, and the services offered in its thirteen regional offices. 


® November 1995: presentation of the IDEA-SME programming to members of the Canada- 
Ireland Chamber of Commerce by a senior advisor from Montreal Island region. 


@ Autumn 1995: information session in Montreal with the Association des manufacturiers de 
vétements, which has a large Anglophone clientele.

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Principal achievements at the national level 


Canada Business Service Centres (CBSC): eight provincial advisory committees of CBSC 
users, out of a total of nine, now include representatives of the official-language minority 
communities. These committees previously had no community representatives. 


Community Access Project: sixteen official-language communities in seven provinces 
received financial assistance to access the information highway. 


Schoolnet: a committee on Francophone issues was established to strengthen the French con- 
tent of Schoolnet and ensure that technology is not a barrier to using Schoolnet in French. 


Computers for schools: we mailed a news release describing the program and the application 
process for obtaining a computer to more than 250 official-language minority organizations 
across Canada. 


La Francophonie: Industry Canada participated fully in the Cotonou Summit on the informa- 
tion highway in December 1995 and played a strategic role in promoting the importance and 
merits of the information highway in French on the international scene. 


Access on the Internet in both official languages: Industry Canada helped to establish 
the Centre international pour le développement de l'inforoute en francais (CIDIF) in 
Edmunston, NB, which will develop an inventory of French-language resources on the 
information highway. 


Community Futures Development Corporations: the demographic profile of CFDCs in 
Ontario has been established, and we have contacted CFDCs serving areas with an official- 
language minority community that makes up 5% or more of the population to obtain their 
suggestions on how to involve those communities more in the economic development of 
their regions. 


Canadian Intellectual Property Office: CIPO gave eight presentations on our programs to 
minority groups in New Brunswick, Quebec and Manitoba. 


Distribution of the plan: we distributed our action plan to 268 official-language minority 
organizations throughout Canada. 


Internal communications: we published an article in ARGUS, Industry Canada's internal 
newsletter, explaining to the Department's 5,500 employees our main obligations under 
section 41 of the Official Languages Act and the Department's action plan to enhance the 
vitality of official-language communities. 


Principal achievements at the regional level _ 


Pacific: presentation to Industry Canada employees in Vancouver. 


Prairies and Northwest Territories: full participation in four consultation sessions with 
official-language communities and ongoing, frequent contacts with the business community.

1. Principal achievements at the national level 


The achievements of the International Development Research Centre (IDRC) are centred around 
the objectives set out in its action plan for 1995-1996. 


@ The IDRC provides sustained program support to the Association of Universities and 
Colleges of Canada, International Relations and Programs (AUCC-IRP), so that, as an 
institutional partner, it may continue its collaboration with the Centre by providing services 
to the Canadian university research community, IDRC staff, other development funders and 
the broader development public, with the aim of serving the needs and interests of research 
for development. 


® Fora period of two years the Centre supported a program administered by the AUCC-IRP 
to strengthen long-term collaboration between Canadian and Latin American university 
researchers, through a series of grants to individual researchers. In the first cycle, the 
AUCC approved six research grants and two sabbatical internships. Two research grants 
went to students from official-language minority communities. 


@ IDRC has continued to support training and the granting of awards to Canadians to develop 
their skills and knowledge in the international development field through programs such as 
the Young Canadian Researchers Awards, the John G. Bene Fellowship in Social Forestry, 
and the Journalism Awards (Gemini Internship and the Bourse Périscop). Brochures and 
application forms in both English and French are distributed to educational institutions 
across the country. At present, there is no means of determining exactly how many appli- 
cants or award recipients belong to official-language minority communities. In 1996-1997, 
applicants will be asked to indicate their first official language on application forms. 


@ IDRC is investing substantial resources in order to have its documents on the Internet 
accessible in both English and French, even when the design and development of the site 
are done outside Canada. 


@ IDRC also provided the Association of Community Colleges of Canada with support for 
the organization, in collaboration with Secretary of State/Multiculturalism, of a journalism 
students' competition for the production of an essay in commemoration of the International 
Day for the Elimination of Racial Discrimination, March 21. One winner was a Francophone 
from Moncton, New Brunswick. 


@ In 1995-1996, IDRC organized eight Development Forums in Ottawa, Toronto, Montreal 
and Vancouver. These forums, intended for all Canadians, have been created to encourage 
discussions and debates on development issues, with a view to generating new ideas. They 
were advertised on the Centre's Web site and in local newspapers, thus reaching the general 
public and representatives of official-language groups and associations. 
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@ The Centre supported the magazine of the Association canadienne-frangaise pour l'avance- 
ment des sciences, INTERFACE, which is available by subscription as well as in the news- 
stands. It took part in the production of the "Science Monde" column, which promotes the 
research activities carried out by Canada's Francophone scientists in collaboration with 
researchers in the Third World.

@ The National Arts Centre (NAC) went ahead with the sale of the NAC's Atelier to the 
Centre de thédtre francophone d'Ottawa. The Atelier will now be known as La Nouvelle 
Scéne. The NAC is proud to be able to contribute to the development of the first permanent 
French-language theatre in Canada's capital. 

® The French Theatre Department continued its support for French-language professional 
theatre companies in the official-language minority communities through its Développement 
du théatre en région Program.

Assistance under the Développement du thédtre en région Program assumed a range of 
forms, depending on the needs expressed by regional companies and creators. For many 
companies it took the form of sponsorship of writers or directors who acted as advisors or 
resource persons. 


The National Arts Centre supported professional companies in the official-language minority 
communities through tour funding, the loan of premises or elements of stage design, funding 
of a work through coproduction, exploratory playwriting workshops, or the purchase of 
works for presentation in an NAC theatre series.

Principal achievements at the national level _ 


The Teacher's guide Capital Adventures was sent to all Members of Parliament, and many of 
them requested copies for schools in their constituencies. 


The Capital Family Experience contest was promoted in six magazines, nine dailies and 
twenty radio stations across the country, including official-language minority community 
media. 


Newsletters are being forwarded to over 5,200 youth ambassadors across the country on a 
regular basis to offer them the possibility to be part of a youth network. Canada's Capital 
Web site, currently being developed, will include youth-related content. 


Thanks to the distribution of the 1996 Canada Day national newspaper inserts, this initiative 
reached over 40 major and smaller markets from coast to coast. A total of 4.8 million copies 
were distributed in 114 newspapers across Canada in 1996. Over 800,000 copies were dis- 
tributed to minority Anglophone and Francophone communities through the Opération pub- 
licitaire et services de communication (OPSCOM), the Quebec Community Newspaper 
Association and Northern and Aboriginal Publications. 


In 1996, four 30-minute programs were broadcast on the volunteer program, the banner 
program, Christmas Lights Across Canada and in the Capital. Thanks to the Canadian 
Cable Television Association, these programs were distributed by satellite to all Canadians, 
including Francophone stations outside Quebec and Anglophone stations in Quebec. 


A general agreement has been signed between Experience Canada and the National Capital 
Commission (NCC) to offer young people between the ages of 18 and 29 an in-depth Capital 
experience and provide them with materials to help them share their experience with other 
Canadians. Specific agreements have been signed to offer participants work placement 
opportunities in the NCC. To date, two participants have been selected, one a French-speak- 
ing Manitoban. The NCC expects to host two more participants and will give priority to 
people from official-language minority communities. 


Cultures Canada - Among artists who performed during the 1996 summer season, a few 
were from official-language minority communities, such as Hart Rouge (Prairies) and 
Barachois and Suroit (Atlantic). Cultural groups representing each region of Canada were 
carefully chosen. 


The Parliament Hill show "Reflections of Canada: A Symphony of Sound and Light", 
promotes a better understanding of Canada and Canadians. One part of the show relates 
Canadian accomplishments and highlights artists and leaders from Canada's official-language 
minority communities. In 1995, the show drew 142,240 spectators. 
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@® The Capital Infocentre, at 90 Wellington Street, presents Francophone artists from outside 
Quebec through exhibits and videos. 


@ Programs with an international theme - This programming gives Canadians a chance to 
discover the different facets of their international Capital. The choice of artists reflects 
Canada's cultural diversity. As well, when recruiting seasonal staff, the NCC focuses on 
official-language minority communities. 


2. Principal achievements at the regional level 


® Incooperation with the community radio station CHOD-FM of Cornwall, the NCC produced 
radio programs for Christmas Lights Across Canada in 1994 and 1995, Winterlude in 1995 
and 1996 and Canada Day in 1995 and 1996. These radio shows were given to other 
Francophone radio stations in Ontario, Manitoba, and some in Acadia and Quebec for 
broadcast, thus reaching a large number of Francophones in minority areas across Canada. 
For minority Anglophones living in Quebec, the Broadcast Section made an effort to work 
with networks such as YTV and The Weather Network, which reach the whole population 
of Canada and broadcast in English in Quebec. The Broadcast Section works with the 
French CBC network and with TVOntario, which reach minority Francophones.

@ From its inception, the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council (SSHRC) has 
made a commitment to recognize and promote equal funding opportunities for all university 
scholars as well as the fair and equitable treatment of all applications submitted in either 
official language. SSHRC established management and adjudication practices to reflect these 
objectives. One of these practices is to ensure that adjudication committees are structured so 
as to ensure an appropriate representation on the basis of language. 


@ In the case of the Doctoral Fellowships program, in which universities are required to 
pre-select candidates, SSHRC has put in place measures to ensure the fair treatment of all 
applications submitted in the official language which is not that of the institution. 


® The Council initiated discussions for a partnership to co-fund a new research program on 
the situation of minority language groups in Canada and impacts on their development. 
However, the budget restrictions which SSHRC currently faces will make it impossible to 
introduce this new initiative. 


@ SSHRC continues, within its regular grants and fellowships programs, to support research on 
the linguistic duality of Canada's population and on the development of official-language 
minority communities.

1997 will establish the degree of interest and level of commitment that would be necessary 
to organize such an event. 


A special research study on youth in official-language minorities was completed in 1995- 
1996. It traces the evolution of the youth population between 1971 and 1991.

Telefilm Canada contributed to funding for the development of two documentaries and a 
feature film in French in the Atlantic region, and for the development of a French-language 
documentary in Alberta. 


In Ontario, the Corporation contributed to funding a French-language documentary and 
provided financial assistance for marketing (promotion and publicity) a drama in French. 


In Quebec, Telefilm Canada participated in 80 English-language projects, including one in 
the Quebec City area. 


The Corporation also supported the Festival du cinéma francophone en Acadie, held in 
Moncton, and the Cinéfest Festival, held in Sudbury, whose program includes a French- 
language component specifically for the region.

2. Principal measures planned _ 


@ The 1996-1998 Action Plan is a continuation of last year's plan. The Agency's efforts are 
concentrated in the area of economic development in Atlantic Canada. In the course of 
conducting its regular business, ACOA will continue to work with key economic players in 
the region and play a front-line role in economic development activities in the communities 
throughout the region. This includes support for Francophone economic activity, particularly 
with SMEs, young and women entrepreneurs, and organizations involved in economic devel- 
opment.

It is also 
committed to working on the development and implementation of a community economic 
development plan with the Francophone community in Prince Edward Island. In Nova Scotia 
the action plan of the Acadian Entrepreneurship Working Group will be finalized. Work is 
being undertaken in New Brunswick to explore the opportunities for the development of 
French-language products and services in the computer and information technology sectors. 


@ The extent of the Agency's funded assistance committed to the needs of the Francophone 
communities is very much dependant on the applications submitted by the communities 
themselves. ACOA's assistance to these communities last year is indicative of the type of 
activities which could benefit from financial support during the 1996-1997 and 1997-1998 
fiscal years.

® The Business Development Bank of Canada (BDC) intends to pursue its initiatives aimed at 
enhancing the vitality of English and French linguistic minorities in Canada, supporting their 
development, and fostering the full recognition and use of both English and French in 
Canadian society. 


To achieve these goals, the BDBC is adopting a manifold approach derived primarily from the 
nature of its mandate, new Act and revised structure. 


One such course of action involves the Bank's objective of gaining a higher profile across 
Canada. As part of this effort, an information kit on BDBC products and services was sent to 
some 300 Francophone and Anglophone minority associations. Bank personnel are also expected 
to become even more active than at present in their efforts at business development as well as 
generally within the local community. These measures can only have a positive impact on 
English and French linguistic minorities in Canada. 


The Bank's new operational structure is based on the concept of direct access. Under the new 
arrangement, the Bank's 78 branches, which previously reported to five regional offices, are now 
organized into 17 key market areas. This approach will enable the Bank to improve its position 
with official-language minority communities and increase its interaction with them to more fully 
meet their needs. .

For its second action plan, the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation (CBC) decided, in accor- 
dance with the recommendation made by the Commissioner of Official Languages, to include 
a specific section dealing with its two specialty services, namely the Réseau de I'Information 
(RDI) and Newsworld. This section explains the success of RDI which, after only 15 months 
in operation, has a penetration rate of 77.1% and is accessible to 94% of the population in the 
110 territories identified by the Department of Canadian Heritage and used as a reference by the 
Fédération des communautés francophones et acadienne du Canada (FCFA). Newsworld, for 
its part, is continuing to promote the broadcast of its services and maintaining its efforts to 
persuade operators in the high-cost, low-penetration tier to move to the basic cable service, 
this situation is unique to cable operators in Quebec, and particularly in Quebec City, where 
190,000 subscribers, including the Anglophone minority, have access to Newsworld but at a 
very high cost. 


The chapters dealing with basic services have been revised to reflect the latest guidelines from 
Canadian Heritage and identify more specifically the officers responsible for the numerous activ- 
ities mentioned. Regional officials have emphasized the various measures used to identify the 
needs of the official-language minority communities and highlighted the principal measures 
planned for the present fiscal year. The CBC wanted a better distinction between normal 
activities and ad hoc and special contributions intended to better reflect the community to 

itself and to the rest of the country. 


In general, the main needs identified involve increased regional information and the develop- 
ment and promotion of the community through the production of programs with which it can 
identify, the promotion of the community's identity and activities, the production of youth and 
children's programs, adequate coverage of important regional events and the development of 
partnerships through agreements and better cooperation with other regional organizations. 
The measures planned by the CBC in 1996-1997 include: 

@ the opening of a radio production centre in Charlottetown; 

@ the opening of a news bureau in Caraquet; 

@ the installation and operation of a new transmitter in Lameque; 

@ the production of many special and one-time programs added to the regular schedule to 


better serve each region;

the promotion of young regional talents through the production of contest shows including, 
in some cases, a week-long training program with professionals for finalists (Ontario Pop, 
Galas de la chanson in the Maritimes and the Western provinces); 


The CBC will also offer three-month television internships to two young Francophones in 
each of its Western stations and a two-week internship in radio; 


The CBC will continue to promote its activities on air and in meetings with the communi- 
ties, at their annual general meetings or with their leaders, to obtain their suggestions or 
comments on its programming; and 


the CBC will also continue to produce information kits for the communities and send 
booklets on its youth programs to schools.

Thus, the Division manages the necessary funds for meetings of 
Heads of State and Heads of Government of countries using French as an official language 
and contributes to the Agency for Cultural and Technical Co-operation and other international 
institutions of the Francophonie, including those with links to the French-speaking world; 


® supports New Brunswick's participation in the activities of the Francophonie through finan- 
cial assistance to the government of that province; other provinces also participate in these 
activities on occasion. In an effort to increase their participation, the Francophone Affairs 
Division encourages Francophone minority communities in all regions of the country to take 
part in these activities; 


® ensures participation by French-speaking Canadians representing non-governmental organi- 
zations by providing financial support for the organization of conferences and activities 


aimed at promoting the international Francophonie, and 


® supports, among other things, participation of Quebec Anglophone artists in international 
fairs and festivals.

@ During fiscal year 1995-1996, Health Canada earmarked over $4.5 million for annual or 
multi-year projects serving the communities. In total, almost $2 million was contributed 
to 50 groups in 1995-1996, including $200,000 to the Commission nationale des parents 
francophones for its national early childhood Francization program. Health Canada intends 
to pursue its cooperation with the official-language minority communities during fiscal year 
1996-1997.

Maintain existing partnerships and develop new ones with a view to helping improve living 
conditions in the official-language minority communities and supporting their organizations. 


Develop closer ties with French-speaking communities, particularly those in Newfoundland, 
Alberta and British Columbia, and establish official liaison mechanisms with them. 


Provide direct and indirect assistance to purchase training from the Société Educative, a 
provincial training centre for Francophone adults in Prince Edward Island. 


Support initiatives promoting human resources development among Nova Scotia's 
Francophones and involve that community in the local and regional planning process. 
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Support the standing committee composed of representatives of each human resources centre 
and representatives of National Services and the Regional Office in New Brunswick, and 
develop an awareness campaign for these centres concerning the needs of the province's 
Francophones. 


Organize information sessions with Quebec Anglophone stakeholders to present the new 
Employment Insurance Act and the new service delivery tools as part of the service point 
restructuring process. 


Develop a youth strategy for Franco-Ontarians. 


Provide support to the Franco-Manitoban community in terms of economic and social devel- 
opment as well as cultural activities. 


Establish a joint planning process with Saskatchewan's French-speaking community. The 
first in a series of biannual meetings will be held in May 1997.

In order to promote bilingualism and bijuralism, the Department of Justice has established 
the Bilingualism and Bijuralism Committee. This Committee will provide an official forum 
for coordination, discussion, decision-making, planning, and establishment of priorities with 
regard to the major issues affecting the promotion of bilingualism and bijuralism, both inter- 
nally and in the Department's dealings with its partners. The Committee will also be respon- 
sible for the implementation of this Plan and for approving the Department's future Action 
Plans under the Official Languages Act. 


To raise minorities' awareness of their language rights, the Department of Justice will 
publish a brochure, involve itself in training activities, create a POLAJ site (National 
Program for the Integration of Both Official Languages in the Administration of Justice) 
on the ADJNet network and provide funding (a $175,000 contribution) to the Fédération 
des associations de juristes d'expression francaise. 


To promote the development of tools needed to improve the integration of both official 
languages in the administration of justice, particular attention will be given to the recom- 
mendations of the working group on the distribution of POLAJ products and services and 
of that on the role, structure and operation of the POLAJ Steering Committee. 


To promote legislative bijuralism, the Legislative Services Branch, with the help of the report 
to be submitted by its committee on legislative bijuralism, 1s committed to drafting federal 
statutory instruments in such a manner as to better enable Canadians to read laws in the 
official language of their choice, and with reference to the legal system of their province 

or territory. 


To ensure that the special needs of official-language minorities receive greater recognition 
in the course of policy development, the Policy Sector of the Department has implemented 
a Policy Project Plan requiring project managers to consider the relationship between their 
projects or initiatives and the Official Languages Act. 


To increase its counsels' awareness, the Department will organize conferences and will 
develop working instruments for federal Crown prosecutors and legal counsel designed 
to better inform them about the implementation of the language rights provisions of the 
Canadian Charter of Rights and Freedoms, the Official Languages Act and the Criminal 
Code. Particular attention will be paid to Part VII of the Official Languages Act.

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. Distribution of action plan 


The Department of Justice distributed its action plan internally to the offices of the Minister 
and Deputy Minister, sector heads and managers, accompanied by a letter signed by the 
Associate Deputy Minister, Civil Law and Corporate Management. The employees will be 
informed in a bulletin distributed by the Deputy Minister and will be invited to submit their 
comments. 


The action plan will be distributed during the Semaine nationale de la francophonie and on 
Law Day 1997. A display illustrating one aspect of the plan (e.g. legislative bijuralism) will 
be prepared for these events. 


An interview with the National Coordinator and the POLAJ Coordinator, dealing with 
various aspects of the action plan (origin, participants, objectives, content, etc.) will be 
published in Inter Pares. 


Externally, the Department of Justice will send the action plan to representatives of each 
designated community group, accompanied by a letter from the Associate Deputy Minister 
explaining the objective of the initiative and inviting feedback on the plan. 


A special edition of Echo Justice will be published to explain various aspects of the action 
plan and provide demographic data on the distribution of official-language minority groups 
across the country. Suggestions on ways of reaching these groups will be presented as well.

Principal measures planned _ 


Over the course of the past year, Western Economic Diversification (WED) officials in the 
regions and at our corporate offices have worked closely with Francophone community 
representatives and with officials from the Department of Canadian Heritage to implement 
WED's 1995-1996 action plan. In-depth discussions were also held to determine the immedi- 
ate and long-term measures that could be incorporated into the current 1996-1997 plan. The 
latter is based on a strategy centred on the Department's five main objectives (see below) and 
a number of specific initiatives contributing to their achievement. 


Increase and improve communications, consultations and cooperation between the 
Francophone communities and WED by: 


e distributing the WED action plan to the Francophone communities; 

e exploring the possibility of an electronic link between Francophone western economic 
development organizations by means of WED's integrated service delivery network: 
WED will target a certain number of Francophone minority communities for the 
distribution of its products and services; 

e improving the bilingual data base for federal programs and services that can be 
consulted in both official languages; 

@ promoting the participation of Francophones on the boards of directors of groups such 
as the Community Futures Development Corporations; 

@ announcing activities associated with WED programs and services that are aimed at 
Francophone communities; and 

e developing an inventory of Francophone resource persons for distribution to the 
members of the WED network and the appropriate organizations. 


Strengthen the Francophone community infrastructure and identify opportunities for 
economic growth by: 


e establishing a profile of the Francophone communities to highlight their economic 
strengths, current and potential comparative advantages, special needs and economic 
development opportunities; 

e developing training programs, seminars and specific services for Francophone 
communities; and 

e identifying summer employment opportunities at WED for students attending 
Francophone postsecondary institutions. 
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3) Respond to specific needs identified by the communities in areas such as youth 
entrepreneurship and cultural tourism; ensure improved federal interdepartmental 
coordination in the provision of enhanced services by: 


e holding periodic consultations with other federal departments and organizations to 
ensure coordinated delivery of programs and services; and 


e holding periodic consultations with representatives of Francophone communities to 
examine the implementation of specific projects and initiatives. 


4) Enhance WED's institutional awareness and understanding of its obligations under 
section 41 of the Official Languages Act by: 


e designing awareness programs aimed at the Department's staff and the partners of the 
integrated service delivery network; 

e@ enhancing the Department's ability to offer its programs in French, 

@ designing specific mechanisms to improve the working relationship between the net- 
work's partners and the Francophone communities; 

@ updating the WED policy on official languages so that it reflects the Department's com- 
mitment to conform to the spirit and intent of section 41 of the Official Languages Act; 
distributing the revised version of the policy to all staff and our network partners. 


5) Integrate the section 41 objectives into WED's planning and-evaluation processes by: 


@ integrating into Part III of the Estimates the Business Plan and the Departmental 
Outlook as well as the objectives and commitments set out in the action plan; and 

e designing a framework for evaluating the results obtained in terms of the departmental 
section 41 objectives.
